Noise  from  under  vehicle  after  turning  off  the  hybrid  system 

Approximately  five  hours  after  the  hybrid  system  is  turned  off,  you  may  hear  sound  com¬ 
ing  from  under  the  vehicle  for  several  minutes.  This  is  the  sound  of  a  fuel  evaporation 
leakage  check  and,  it  does  not  indicate  a  malfunction. 

Accessories,  spare  parts  and  modification  of  your  Lexus 

A  wide  variety  of  non-genuine  spare  parts  and  accessories  for  Lexus  vehicles  are  cur¬ 
rently  available  in  the  market.  You  should  know  that  Toyota  does  not  warrant  these  prod¬ 
ucts  and  is  not  responsible  for  their  performance,  repair,  or  replacement,  or  for  any 
damage  they  may  cause  to,  or  adverse  effect  they  may  have  on,  your  Lexus  vehicle. 

This  vehicle  should  not  be  modified  with  non-genuine  Lexus  products.  Modification  with 
non-genuine  Lexus  products  could  affect  its  performance,  safety  or  durability,  and  may 
even  violate  governmental  regulations.  In  addition,  damage  or  performance  problems 
resulting  from  the  modification  may  not  be  covered  under  warranty. 
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Installation  of  a  mobile  two-way  radio  system 

The  installation  of  a  mobile  two-way  radio  system  in  your  vehicle  could  affect  electronic 
systems  such  as: 

•  Hybrid  system 

•  Multiport  fuel  injection  system/sequential  multiport  fuel  injection  system 

•  Lexus  Safety  System+ 

•  Anti-lock  brake  system 

•  Vehicle  dynamics  integrated  management 

•  SRS  airbag  system 

•  Seat  belt  pretensioner  system 

Be  sure  to  check  with  your  Lexus  dealer  for  precautionary  measures  or  special  instruc¬ 
tions  regarding  installation  of  a  mobile  two-way  radio  system.

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Vehicle  data  recordings

The  recorded  data  varies  according  to  the  vehicle  grade  level  and  options  with  which  it  is 
equipped.  These  computers  do  not  record  conversations  or  sounds,  and  only  record 
images  outside  of  the  vehicle  in  certain  situations. 

•  Data  Transmission 

Y our  vehicle  may  transmit  the  data  recorded  in  these  computers  to  Lexus  without  noti¬ 
fication  to  you. 

•  Data  usage 

Lexus  may  use  the  data  recorded  in  these  computers  to  diagnose  malfunctions,  con¬ 
duct  research  and  development,  and  improve  quality. 

Lexus  will  not  disclose  the  recorded  data  to  a  third  party  except: 

•  With  the  consent  of  the  vehicle  owner  or  with  the  consent  of  the  lessee  if  the  vehicle 
is  leased 

•  In  response  to  an  official  request  by  the  police,  a  court  of  law  or  a  government 
agency 

•  For  use  by  Lexus  in  a  lawsuit 

•  For  research  purposes  where  the  data  is  not  tied  to  a  specific  vehicle  or  vehicle 
owner 

•  Usage  of  data  collected  through  Lexus  Enform  (U.S.  mainland  only)

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Event  data  recorder 

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  an  event  data  recorder  (EDR).  The  main  purpose  of  an  EDR 
is  to  record,  in  certain  crash  or  near  crash-like  situations,  such  as  an  air  bag  deployment 
or  hitting  a  road  obstacle,  data  that  will  assist  in  understanding  how  a  vehicle's  systems 
performed.  The  EDR  is  designed  to  record  data  related  to  vehicle  dynamics  and  safety 
systems  for  a  short  period  of  time,  typically  30  seconds  or  less. 

The  EDR  in  this  vehicle  is  designed  to  record  such  data  as: 

•  How  various  systems  in  your  vehicle  were  operating; 

•  Whether  or  not  the  driver  and  passenger  safety  belts  were  buckled/fastened; 

•  How  far  (if  at  all)  the  driver  was  depressing  the  accelerator  and/ or  brake  pedal;  and, 

•  How  fast  the  vehicle  was  traveling. 

These  data  can  help  provide  a  better  understanding  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
crashes  and  injuries  occur. 

NOTE:  EDR  data  are  recorded  by  your  vehicle  only  if  a  non-trivial  crash  situation  occurs; 
no  data  are  recorded  by  the  EDR  under  normal  driving  conditions  and  no  personal  data 
(e.g.,  name,  gender,  age,  and  crash  location)  are  recorded.  However,  other  parties,  such 
as  law  enforcement,  could  combine  the  EDR  data  with  the  type  of  personally  identifying 
data  routinely  acquired  during  a  crash  investigation. 

To  read  data  recorded  by  an  EDR,  special  equipment  is  required,  and  access  to  the  vehi¬ 
cle  or  the  EDR  is  needed.  In  addition  to  the  vehicle  manufacturer,  other  parties,  such  as 
law  enforcement,  that  have  the  special  equipment,  can  read  the  information  if  they  have 
access  to  the  vehicle  or  the  EDR. 

•  Disclosure  of  the  EDR  data 

Lexus  will  not  disclose  the  data  recorded  in  an  EDR  to  a  third  party  except  when: 

•  An  agreement  from  the  vehicle's  owner  (or  the  lessee  for  a  leased  vehicle)  is 
obtained 

•  In  response  to  an  official  request  by  the  police,  a  court  of  law  or  a  government 
agency 

•  For  use  by  Lexus  in  a  lawsuit 
However,  if  necessary,  Lexus  may: 

•  Use  the  data  for  research  on  vehicle  safety  performance 

•  Disclose  the  data  to  a  third  party  for  research  purposes  without  disclosing  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  specific  vehicle  or  vehicle  owner 
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Scrapping  of  your  Lexus 

The  SRS  airbag  and  seat  belt  pretensioner  devices  in  your  Lexus  contain  explosive 
chemicals.  If  the  vehicle  is  scrapped  with  the  airbags  and  seat  belt  pretensioners  left  as 
they  are,  this  may  cause  an  accident  such  as  fire.  Be  sure  to  have  the  systems  of  the  SRS 
airbag  and  seat  belt  pretensioner  removed  and  disposed  of  by  a  qualified  service  shop  or 
by  your  Lexus  dealer  before  you  scrap  your  vehicle.

Be  especially  careful  to  per¬ 
form  this  check  after  cleaning  the  floor.

Adjusting  the  mirrors 

Make  sure  that  you  can  see  backward  clearly  by  adjusting  the  inside  and  outside 
rear  view  mirrors  properly.  (— >P.  191, 193)

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Do  not  adjust  the  position  of  the  driver's  seat  while  driving. 

Doing  so  could  cause  the  driver  to  lose  control  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Do  not  place  a  cushion  between  the  driver  or  passenger  and  the  seatback. 

A  cushion  may  prevent  correct  posture  from  being  achieved,  and  reduce  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  seat  belt  and  head  restraint. 

•  Do  not  place  anything  under  the  front  seats. 

Objects  placed  under  the  front  seats  may  become  jammed  in  the  seat  tracks  and  stop 
the  seat  from  locking  in  place.  This  may  lead  to  an  accident  and  the  adjustment  mech¬ 
anism  may  also  be  damaged. 

•  Always  observe  the  legal  speed  limit  when  driving  on  public  roads. 

•  When  driving  over  long  distances,  take  regular  breaks  before  you  start  to  feel  tired. 
Also,  if  you  feel  tired  or  sleepy  while  driving,  do  not  force  yourself  to  continue  driving 
and  take  a  break  immediately.

Seat  belts 


Make  sure  that  all  occupants  are  wearing  their  seat  belts  before  driving  the 
vehicle. 


Correct  use  of  the  seat  belts 


•  Extend  the  shoulder  belt  so  that  it 
comes  fully  over  the  shoulder,  but 
does  not  come  into  contact  with  the 
neck  or  slide  off  the  shoulder. 

•  Position  the  lap  belt  as  low  as  possi¬ 
ble  over  the  hips. 

•  Adjust  the  position  of  the  seatback. 
Sit  up  straight  and  well  back  in  the 
seat. 

•  Do  not  twist  the  seat  belt.

Move  the  height  adjuster  up  and  down 
as  needed  until  you  hear  a  click. 
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Seat  belt  pretensioners  (front  seats  and  outboard  second-row  seats) 

The  pretensioners  help  the  seat  belts  to 
quickly  restrain  the  occupants  by 
retracting  the  seat  belts  when  the  vehi¬ 
cle  is  subjected  to  certain  types  of 
severe  frontal  or  side  collision  or  a  vehi¬ 
cle  rollover. 

The  pretensioners  do  not  activate  in  the 
event  of  a  minor  frontal  impact,  a  minor 
side  impact  or  a  rear  impact. 


■  Emergency  locking  retractor  (ELR) 

The  retractor  will  lock  the  belt  during  a  sudden  stop  or  on  impact.  It  may  also  lock  if  you 
lean  forward  too  quickly.  A  slow,  easy  motion  will  allow  the  belt  to  extend  so  that  you  can 
move  around  fully. 

■  Automatic  locking  retractor  (ALR) 

When  a  passenger's  shoulder  belt  is  completely  extended  and  then  retracted  even 
slightly,  the  belt  is  locked  in  that  position  and  cannot  be  extended.  This  feature  is  used  to 
hold  the  child  restraint  system  (CRS)  firmly.  To  free  the  belt  again,  fully  retract  the  belt 
and  then  pull  the  belt  out  once  more.  (— >P.  57) 

■  Child  seat  belt  usage 

The  seat  belts  of  your  vehicle  were  principally  designed  for  persons  of  adult  size. 

•  Use  a  child  restraint  system  appropriate  for  the  child,  until  the  child  becomes  large 
enough  to  properly  wear  the  vehicle's  seat  belt.  (— >P.  55) 

•  When  the  child  becomes  large  enough  to  properly  wear  the  vehicle's  seat  belt,  follow 
the  instructions  regarding  seat  belt  usage.  (— »P.  32) 

■  Replacing  the  belt  after  the  pretensioner  has  been  activated 

If  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  multiple  collisions,  the  pretensioner  will  activate  for  the  first 
collision,  but  will  not  activate  for  the  second  or  subsequent  collisions. 

■  Seat  belt  extender 

If  your  seat  belts  cannot  be  fastened  securely 
because  they  are  not  long  enough,  a  personal¬ 
ized  seat  belt  extender  is  available  from  your 
Lexus  dealer  free  of  charge.

■  Pregnant  women 

Obtain  medical  advice  and  wear  the  seat  belt 
in  the  proper  way.  (— >P.  32) 

Women  who  are  pregnant  should  position  the 
lap  belt  as  low  as  possible  over  the  hips  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  occupants,  extending 
the  shoulder  belt  completely  over  the  shoulder 
and  avoiding  belt  contact  with  the  rounding  of 
the  abdominal  area. 

If  the  seat  belt  is  not  worn  properly,  not  only  the 
pregnant  woman,  but  also  the  fetus  could  suffer 
death  or  serious  injury  as  a  result  of  sudden 
braking  or  a  collision.

■  Seat  belt  pretensioners 

•  Do  not  place  anything,  such  as  a  cushion,  on  the  front  passenger's  seat.  Doing  so  will 
disperse  the  passenger's  weight,  which  prevents  the  sensor  from  detecting  the  pas¬ 
senger's  weight  properly.  As  a  result,  the  seat  belt  pretensioner  for  the  front  passen¬ 
ger's  seat  may  not  activate  in  the  event  of  a  collision. 

•  If  the  pretensioner  has  activated,  the  SRS  warning  light  will  come  on.  In  that  case,  the 
seat  belt  cannot  be  used  again  and  must  be  replaced  at  your  Lexus  dealer. 

■  Adjustable  shoulder  anchor 

Always  make  sure  the  shoulder  belt  is  positioned  across  the  center  of  your  shoulder. 

The  belt  should  be  kept  away  from  your  neck,  but  not  falling  off  your  shoulder.  Failure  to 

do  so  could  reduce  the  amount  of  protection  in  an  accident  and  cause  death  or  serious 

injuries  in  the  event  of  a  sudden  stop,  sudden  swerve  or  accident.  (— >P.  32) 

■  Seat  belt  damage  and  wear 

•  Do  not  damage  the  seat  belts  by  allowing  the  belt,  plate,  or  buckle  to  be  jammed  in 
the  door. 

•  Inspect  the  seat  belt  system  periodically.  Check  for  cuts,  fraying,  and  loose  parts.  Do 
not  use  a  damaged  seat  belt  until  it  is  replaced.  Damaged  seat  belts  cannot  protect  an 
occupant  from  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Ensure  that  the  belt  and  plate  are  locked  and  the  belt  is  not  twisted. 

If  the  seat  belt  does  not  function  correctly,  immediately  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Replace  the  seat  assembly,  including  the  belts,  if  your  vehicle  has  been  involved  in  a 
serious  accident,  even  if  there's  no  obvious  damage. 

•  Do  not  attempt  to  install,  remove,  modify,  disassemble  or  dispose  of  the  seat  belts. 
Have  any  necessary  repairs  carried  out  by  your  Lexus  dealer.  Inappropriate  handling 
may  lead  to  incorrect  operation.

•  Do  not  wear  the  seat  belt  extender  if  you  can  fasten  the  seat  belt  without  the  extender. 

•  Do  not  use  the  seat  belt  extender  when  installing  a  child  restraint  system  because  the 
belt  will  not  securely  hold  the  child  restraint  system,  increasing  the  risk  of  death  or 
serious  injury  in  the  event  of  an  accident.

Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  ADVANCED  AIRBAGS  designed  based  on  the 
US  motor  vehicle  safety  standards  (FMVSS208).  The  airbag  sensor  assembly 
(ECU)  controls  airbag  deployment  based  on  information  obtained  from  the  sen¬ 
sors  etc.  shown  in  the  system  components  diagram  above.  This  information 
includes  crash  severity  and  occupant  information.  As  the  airbags  deploy,  a 
chemical  reaction  in  the  inflators  quickly  fills  the  airbags  with  non-toxic  gas  to 
help  restrain  the  motion  of  the  occupants.

■  SRS  airbag  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  regarding  the  SRS  airbags. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  The  driver  and  all  passengers  in  the  vehicle  must  wear  their  seat  belts  properly. 

The  SRS  airbags  are  supplemental  devices  to  be  used  with  the  seat  belts. 

•  The  SRS  driver  airbag  deploys  with  considerable  force,  and  can  cause  death  or  seri¬ 
ous  injury  especially  if  the  driver  is  very  close  to  the  airbag.  The  National  Highway 
Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  advises: 

Since  the  risk  zone  for  the  driver's  airbag  is  the  first  2  -  3  in.  (50  -  75  mm)  of  inflation, 
placing  yourself  10  in.  (250  mm)  from  your  driver  airbag  provides  you  with  a  clear 
margin  of  safety.  This  distance  is  measured  from  the  center  of  the  steering  wheel  to 
your  breastbone.  If  you  sit  less  than  10  in.  (250  mm)  away  now,  you  can  change  your 
driving  position  in  several  ways: 

•  Move  your  seat  to  the  rear  as  far  as  you  can  while  still  reaching  the  pedals  com¬ 
fortably. 

•  Slightly  recline  the  back  of  the  seat. 

Although  vehicle  designs  vary,  many  drivers  can  achieve  the  10  in.  (250  mm)  dis¬ 
tance,  even  with  the  driver  seat  all  the  way  forward,  simply  by  reclining  the  back  of 
the  seat  somewhat.  If  reclining  the  back  of  your  seat  makes  it  hard  to  see  the  road, 
raise  yourself  by  using  a  firm,  non-slippery  cushion,  or  raise  the  seat  if  your  vehicle 
has  that  feature. 

•  If  your  steering  wheel  is  adjustable,  tilt  it  downward.  This  points  the  airbag  toward 
your  chest  instead  of  your  head  and  neck. 

The  seat  should  be  adjusted  as  recommended  by  NHTSA  above,  while  still  maintain¬ 
ing  control  of  the  foot  pedals,  steering  wheel,  and  your  view  of  the  instrument  panel 
controls. 

•  If  the  seat  belt  extender  has  been  connected 
to  the  front  seat  belt  buckles  but  the  seat  belt 
extender  has  not  also  been  fastened  to  the 
latch  plate  of  the  seat  belt,  the  SRS  front  air¬ 
bags  will  judge  that  the  driver  and  front  pas¬ 
senger  are  wearing  the  seat  belt  even  though 
the  seat  belt  has  not  been  connected.  In  this 
case,  the  SRS  front  airbags  may  not  activate 
correctly  in  a  collision,  resulting  in  death  or 
serious  injury  in  the  event  of  a  collision.  Be 
sure  to  wear  the  seat  belt  with  the  seat  belt 
extender. 

•  The  SRS  front  passenger  airbag  also  deploys  with  considerable  force,  and  can  cause 
death  or  serious  injury  especially  if  the  front  passenger  is  very  close  to  the  airbag.  The 
front  passenger  seat  should  be  as  far  from  the  airbag  as  possible  with  the  seatback 
adjusted,  so  the  front  passenger  sits  upright.

■  SRS  airbag  precautions 

•  Improperly  seated  and/or  restrained  infants  and  children  can  be  killed  or  seriously 
injured  by  a  deploying  airbag.  An  infant  or  child  who  is  too  small  to  use  a  seat  belt 
should  be  properly  secured  using  a  child  restraint  system.  Lexus  strongly  recom¬ 
mends  that  all  infants  and  children  be  placed  in  the  rear  seats  of  the  vehicle  and  prop¬ 
erly  restrained.  The  rear  seats  are  safer  for  infants  and  children  than  the  front 
passenger  seat.  (— »P.  55) 

•  Do  not  sit  on  the  edge  of  the  seat  or  lean 
against  the  dashboard.

•  Do  not  allow  the  front  seat  occupants  to  hold 
items  on  their  knees.

#  Do  not  allow  anyone  to  kneel  on  the  passen¬ 
ger  seat  toward  the  door  or  put  their  head  or 
hands  outside  the  vehicle.

■  SRS  airbag  precautions 

#  Do  not  attach  anything  to  or  lean  anything 
against  areas  such  as  the  dashboard,  steering 
wheel  pad  and  lower  portion  of  the  instru¬ 
ment  panel. 

These  items  can  become  projectiles  when  the 
SRS  driver,  front  passenger  and  knee  airbags 
deploy. 


•  Do  not  attach  anything  to  areas  such  as  a 
door,  windshield,  side  windows,  front  or  rear 
pillar,  roof  side  rail  and  assist  grip. 


•  Do  not  hang  coat  hangers  or  other  hard  objects  on  the  coat  hooks.  All  of  these  items 
could  become  projectiles  and  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury,  should  the  SRS  cur¬ 
tain  shield  airbags  deploy. 

•  If  a  vinyl  cover  is  put  on  the  area  where  the  SRS  knee  airbag  will  deploy,  be  sure  to 
remove  it. 

•  Do  not  use  seat  accessories  which  cover  the  parts  where  the  SRS  side  airbags  and 
SRS  seat  cushion  airbag  inflate  as  they  may  interfere  with  inflation  of  the  SRS  airbags. 
Such  accessories  may  prevent  the  side  airbags  and  SRS  seat  cushion  airbag  from 
activating  correctly,  disable  the  system  or  cause  the  side  airbags  and  SRS  seat  cush¬ 
ion  airbag  to  inflate  accidentally,  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Do  not  strike  or  apply  significant  levels  of  force  to  the  areas  around  the  SRS  airbag 
components  or  the  front  doors. 

Doing  so  can  cause  the  SRS  airbags  to  malfunction. 

•  Do  not  touch  any  of  the  component  parts  immediately  after  the  SRS  airbags  have 
deployed  (inflated)  as  they  may  be  hot. 

•  If  breathing  becomes  difficult  after  the  SRS  airbags  have  deployed,  open  a  door  or 
window  to  allow  fresh  air  in,  or  leave  the  vehicle  if  it  is  safe  to  do  so.  Wash  off  any  resi¬ 
due  as  soon  as  possible  to  prevent  skin  irritation. 

•  If  the  areas  where  the  SRS  airbags  are  stored,  such  as  the  steering  wheel  pad  and 
front  and  rear  pillar  garnishes,  are  damaged  or  cracked,  have  them  replaced  by  your 
Lexus  dealer. 

•  Do  not  place  anything,  such  as  a  cushion,  on  the  front  passengers  seat.  Doing  so  will 
disperse  the  passenger's  weight,  which  prevents  the  sensor  from  detecting  the  pas¬ 
senger's  weight  properly.  As  a  result,  the  SRS  front  airbags  for  the  front  passenger 
may  not  deploy  in  the  event  of  a  collision.

■  Modification  and  disposal  of  SRS  airbag  system  components 

Do  not  dispose  of  your  vehicle  or  perform  any  of  the  following  modifications  without 

consulting  your  Lexus  dealer.  The  SRS  airbags  may  malfunction  or  deploy  (inflate) 

accidentally,  causing  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Installation,  removal,  disassembly  and  repair  of  the  SRS  airbags 

•  Repairs,  modifications,  removal  or  replacement  of  the  steering  wheel,  instrument 
panel,  dashboard,  seats  or  seat  upholstery,  front,  side  and  rear  pillars,  roof  side  rails, 
front  door  panels,  front  door  trims,  or  front  door  speakers 

•  Modifications  to  the  front  door  panel  (such  as  making  a  hole  in  it) 

•  Repairs  or  modifications  of  the  front  fender,  front  bumper,  or  side  of  the  occupant 
compartment 

•  Installation  of  a  grille  guard  (bull  bars,  kangaroo  bar,  etc.),  snow  plows,  winches  or 
roof  luggage  carrier 

•  Modifications  to  the  vehicle's  suspension  system 

•  Installation  of  electronic  devices  such  as  mobile  two-way  radios  and  CD  players 

•  Modifications  to  your  vehicle  for  a  person  with  a  physical  disability 


■  If  the  SRS  airbags  deploy  (inflate) 

•  Slight  abrasions,  burns,  bruising  etc.,  may  be  sustained  from  SRS  airbags,  due  to  the 
extremely  high  speed  deployment  (inflation)  by  hot  gases. 

•  A  loud  noise  and  white  powder  will  be  emitted. 

•  Parts  of  the  airbag  module  (steering  wheel  hub,  airbag  cover  and  inflator)  as  well  as  the 
front  seats,  parts  of  the  front  and  rear  pillars,  and  roof  side  rails,  may  be  hot  for  several 
minutes.  The  airbag  itself  may  also  be  hot. 

•  The  windshield  may  crack. 

•  For  Lexus  Enform  Safety  Connect  subscribers,  if  any  of  the  following  situations  occur, 
the  system  is  designed  to  send  an  emergency  call  to  the  response  center,  notifying 
them  of  the  vehicle's  location  (without  needing  to  push  the  “SOS”  button)  and  an  agent 
will  attempt  to  speak  with  the  occupants  to  ascertain  the  level  of  emergency  and  assis¬ 
tance  required.  If  the  occupants  are  unable  to  communicate,  the  agent  automatically 
treats  the  call  as  an  emergency  and  helps  to  dispatch  the  necessary  emergency  ser¬ 
vices.  (— >P.  571) 

•  An  SRS  airbag  is  deployed. 

•  A  seat  belt  pretensioner  is  activated. 

•  The  vehicle  is  involved  in  a  severe  rear-end  collision. 
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■  SRS  airbag  deployment  conditions  (SRS  front  airbags) 

•  The  SRS  front  airbags  will  deploy  in  the  event  of  an  impact  that  exceeds  the  set  threshold 
level  (the  level  of  force  corresponding  to  an  approximately  12-18  mph  [20-30  km/h] 
frontal  collision  with  a  fixed  wall  that  does  not  move  or  deform). 

However,  this  threshold  velocity  will  be  considerably  higher  in  the  following  situations: 

•  If  the  vehicle  strikes  an  object,  such  as  a  parked  vehicle  or  sign  pole,  which  can  move 
or  deform  on  impact 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  an  underride  collision,  such  as  a  collision  in  which  the 
front  of  the  vehicle  “underrides”,  or  goes  under,  the  bed  of  a  truck 

•  Depending  on  the  type  of  collision,  it  is  possible  that  only  the  seat  belt  pretensioners  will 
activate. 

•  The  SRS  front  airbags  for  the  front  passenger  will  not  activate  if  there  is  no  passenger 
sitting  in  the  front  passenger  seat.  However,  the  SRS  front  airbags  for  the  front  passen¬ 
ger  may  deploy  if  luggage  is  put  in  the  seat,  even  if  the  seat  is  unoccupied.  (— »P.  47) 

•  The  SRS  seat  cushion  airbag  on  the  front  passenger  seat  will  not  operate  if  the  occu¬ 
pant  is  not  wearing  a  seat  belt. 

■  SRS  airbag  deployment  conditions  (SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags) 

•  The  SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags  will  deploy  in  the  event  of  an  impact  that 
exceeds  the  set  threshold  level  (the  level  of  force  corresponding  to  the  impact  force 
produced  by  an  approximately  3300  lb.  [1500  kg]  vehicle  colliding  with  the  vehicle 
cabin  from  a  direction  perpendicular  to  the  vehicle  orientation  at  an  approximate 
speed  of  12 -18  mph  [20  -30  km/h]). 

•  Both  SRS  curtain  shield  airbags  will  deploy  in  the  event  of  vehicle  rollover. 

•  All  SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags  will  deploy  in  the  event  of  a  severe  frontal  colli¬ 
sion. 

■  Conditions  under  which  the  SRS  airbags  may  deploy  (inflate),  other  than  a  collision 

The  SRS  front  airbags  and  SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags  may  also  deploy  if  a  seri¬ 
ous  impact  occurs  to  the  underside  of  your  vehicle.  Some  examples  are  shown  in  the 
illustration. 

•  Hitting  a  curb,  edge  of  pavement  or  hard  sur¬ 
face 

•  Falling  into  or  jumping  over  a  deep  hole 

•  Landing  hard  or  falling 
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The  SRS  curtain  shield  airbags  may  also  deploy  under  the  situations  shown  in  the  illustra¬ 
tion. 


•  The  angle  of  vehicle  tip-up  is  marginal. 

•  The  vehicle  skids  and  hits  a  curb  stone. 


■  Types  of  collisions  that  may  not  deploy  the  SRS  airbags  (SRS  front  airbags) 

The  SRS  front  airbags  do  not  generally  inflate  if  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  a  side  or  rear 
collision,  if  it  rolls  over,  or  if  it  is  involved  in  a  low-speed  frontal  collision.  But,  whenever  a 
collision  of  any  type  causes  sufficient  forward  deceleration  of  the  vehicle,  deployment  of 
the  SRS  front  airbags  may  occur. 


•  Collision  from  the  side 

•  Collision  from  the  rear 

•  Vehicle  rollover 


■  Types  of  collisions  that  may  not  deploy  the  SRS  airbags 
(SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags) 

The  SRS  side  and  curtain  shield  airbags  may  not  activate  if  the  vehicle  is  subjected  to  a 
collision  from  the  side  at  certain  angles,  or  a  collision  to  the  side  of  the  vehicle  body  other 
than  the  passenger  compartment. 


•  Collision  from  the  side  to  the  vehicle  body 
other  than  the  passenger  compartment 

•  Collision  from  the  side  at  an  angle 
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The  SRS  side  airbags  do  not  generally  inflate  if  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  a  rear  collision,  if 
it  rolls  over,  or  if  it  is  involved  in  a  low-speed  side  or  low-speed  frontal  collision. 


•  Collision  from  the  rear 

•  Vehicle  rollover 


The  SRS  curtain  shield  airbags  do  not  generally  inflate  if  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  a  rear 
collision,  if  it  pitches  end  over  end,  or  if  it  is  involved  in  a  low-speed  side  or  lowspeed  fron¬ 
tal  collision.

■  When  to  contact  your  Lexus  dealer 

In  the  following  cases,  the  vehicle  will  require  inspection  and/or  repair.  Contact  your

•  Any  of  the  SRS  airbags  have  been  inflated. 

•  The  front  of  the  vehicle  is  damaged  or 
deformed,  or  was  involved  in  an  accident  that 
was  not  severe  enough  to  cause  the  SRS  front 
airbags  to  inflate.

A  for¬ 
ward-facing  child  restraint  system  should  only  be  installed  on  the  front  passenger  seat 
when  it  is  unavoidable.  (— >P.  55) 

In  case  the  indicator  light  is  not  illuminated,  consult  this  manual  on  how  to  install  the 
child  restraint  system  properly.  (— »P.  57)

■  Front  passenger  occupant  classification  system  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  regarding  the  front  passenger  occupant  classifica¬ 
tion  system. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Wear  the  seat  belt  properly. 

•  Make  sure  the  front  passenger's  seat  belt  plate  has  not  been  left  inserted  into  the 
buckle  before  someone  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat. 

•  Make  sure  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is  not  illuminated  when  using  the  seat 
belt  extender  for  the  front  passenger  seat.  If  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is  illu¬ 
minated,  disconnect  the  extender  tongue  from  the  seat  belt  buckle,  and  reconnect 
the  seat  belt.  Reconnect  the  seat  belt  extender  after  making  sure  the  “AIR  BAG  ON” 
indicator  light  is  illuminated.  If  you  use  the  seat  belt  extender  while  the  “AIR  BAG 
OFF”  indicator  light  is  illuminated,  the  SRS  airbags  for  the  front  passenger  will  not 
activate,  which  could  cause  death  or  serious  injury  in  the  event  of  a  collision. 

•  Do  not  apply  a  heavy  load  to  the  front  passenger  seat  or  equipment  (e.g.  seatback 
pocket). 

•  Do  not  put  weight  on  the  front  passenger  seat  by  putting  your  hands  or  feet  on  the 
front  passenger  seat  seatback  from  the  rear  passenger  seat. 

•  Do  not  let  a  rear  passenger  lift  the  front  passenger  seat  with  their  feet  or  press  on  the 
seatback  with  their  legs. 

•  Do  not  put  objects  under  the  front  passenger  seat. 
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A  WARNING 


■  Front  passenger  occupant  classification  system  precautions 

•  Do  not  recline  the  front  passenger  seatback  so  far  that  it  touches  a  rear  seat.  This  may 
cause  the  "AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  to  be  illuminated,  which  indicates  that  the 
SRS  airbags  for  the  front  passenger  will  not  activate  in  the  event  of  a  severe  accident. 
If  the  seatback  touches  the  rear  seat,  return  the  seatback  to  a  position  where  it  does 
not  touch  the  rear  seat.  Keep  the  front  passenger  seatback  as  upright  as  possible 
when  the  vehicle  is  moving.  Reclining  the  seatback  excessively  may  lessen  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  seat  belt  system. 

•  If  an  adult  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat,  the  "AIR  BAG  ON”  indicator  light  is  illumi¬ 
nated.  If  the  "AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  is  illuminated,  ask  the  passenger  to  sit  up 
straight,  well  back  in  the  seat,  feet  on  the  floor,  and  with  the  seat  belt  worn  correctly.  If 
the  "AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  still  remains  illuminated,  either  ask  the  passenger  to 
move  to  the  rear  seat,  or  if  that  is  not  possible,  move  the  front  passenger  seat  fully 
rearward. 

•  When  it  is  unavoidable  to  install  a  forward-facing  child  restraint  system  on  the  front 
passenger  seat,  install  the  child  restraint  system  on  the  front  passenger  seat  in  the 
proper  order.  (— »P.  57) 

•  Do  not  modify  or  remove  the  front  seats. 

•  Do  not  kick  the  front  passenger  seat  or  subject  it  to  severe  impact.  Otherwise,  the 
SRS  warning  light  may  come  on  to  indicate  a  malfunction  of  the  front  passenger 
occupant  classification  system.  In  this  case,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer  immediately. 

•  Child  restraint  systems  installed  on  the  rear  seat  should  not  contact  the  front  seat- 
backs. 

•  Do  not  use  a  seat  accessory,  such  as  a  cushion  and  seat  cover,  that  covers  the  seat 
cushion  surface. 

•  Do  not  modify  or  replace  the  upholstery  of  the  front  seat. 

•  Adjust  the  front  passenger  seat  so  that  the  head  restraint  does  not  touch  the  ceiling.  If 
the  head  restraint  is  left  in  contact  with  the  ceiling,  the  system  may  not  detect  the  front 
passenger  properly,  leading  to  improper  operation  of  the  airbags. 
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Exhaust  gas  precautions 


Harmful  substance  to  the  human  body  is  contained  in  exhaust  gases  if  inhaled. 


A  WARNING 

Exhaust  gases  contain  harmful  carbon  monoxide  (CO),  which  is  colorless  and  odorless. 
Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  exhaust  gases  enter  the  vehicle  and  may  lead  to  an  accident 
caused  by  light-headedness,  or  may  lead  to  death  or  a  serious  health  hazard. 

■  Important  points  while  driving 

•  Keep  the  back  door  closed. 

•  If  you  smell  exhaust  gases  in  the  vehicle  even  when  the  back  door  is  closed,  open  the 
windows  and  have  the  vehicle  inspected  at  your  Lexus  dealer  as  soon  as  possible. 

■  When  parking 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  in  a  poorly  ventilated  area  or  a  closed  area,  such  as  a  garage,  stop  the 
hybrid  system. 

•  Do  not  leave  the  vehicle  with  the  hybrid  system  on  for  a  long  time. 

If  such  a  situation  cannot  be  avoided,  park  the  vehicle  in  an  open  space  and  ensure 
that  exhaust  fumes  do  not  enter  the  vehicle  interior. 

•  Do  not  leave  the  hybrid  system  operating  in  an  area  with  snow  build-up,  or  where  it  is 
snowing.  If  snowbanks  build  up  around  the  vehicle  while  the  hybrid  system  is  operat¬ 
ing,  exhaust  gases  may  collect  and  enter  the  vehicle. 

■  Exhaust  pipe 

The  exhaust  system  needs  to  be  checked  periodically.  If  there  is  a  hole  or  crack  caused 
by  corrosion,  damage  to  a  joint  or  abnormal  exhaust  noise,  be  sure  to  have  the  vehicle 
inspected  and  repaired  by  your  Lexus  dealer.

Riding  with  children 


Observe  the  following  precautions  when  children  are  in  the  vehicle. 

Use  a  child  restraint  system  appropriate  for  the  child,  until  the  child  becomes 

large  enough  to  properly  wear  the  vehicle's  seat  belt. 

#  It  is  recommended  that  children  sit  in  the  rear  seats  to  avoid  accidental  con¬ 
tact  with  the  shift  lever,  wiper  switch,  etc. 

#  Use  the  rear  door  child-protector  lock  or  the  window  lock  switch  to  avoid 
children  opening  the  door  while  driving  or  operating  the  power  window  acci¬ 
dentally. 

#  Do  not  let  small  children  operate  equipment  which  may  catch  or  pinch  body 
parts,  such  as  the  power  window,  hood,  back  door,  seats  etc. 


A  WARNING 


Never  leave  children  unattended  in  the  vehicle,  and  never  allow  children  to  have  or  use 
the  key. 

Children  may  be  able  to  start  the  vehicle  or  shift  the  vehicle  into  neutral.  There  is  also  a 
danger  that  children  may  injure  themselves  by  playing  with  the  windows,  the  moon  roof 
or  panoramic  moon  roof,  or  other  features  of  the  vehicle.  In  addition,  heat  build-up  or 
extremely  cold  temperatures  inside  the  vehicle  can  be  fatal  to  children. 
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Before  installing  a  child  restraint  system  in  the  vehicle,  there  are  precautions 
that  need  to  be  observed,  different  types  of  child  restraint  systems,  as  well  as 
installation  methods,  etc.,  written  in  this  manual. 

Use  a  child  restraint  system  when  riding  with  a  small  child  that  cannot  properly 
use  a  seat  belt.  For  the  child’s  safety,  install  the  child  restraint  system  to  a  rear 
seat.  Be  sure  to  follow  the  installation  method  that  is  in  the  operation  manual 
enclosed  with  the  restraint  system. 
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Points  to  remember 


The  laws  of  all  50  states  of  the  U.S.A.  as  well  as  Canada  now  require  the  use  of 

child  restraint  systems. 

•  Prioritize  and  observe  the  warnings,  as  well  as  the  laws  and  regulations  for 
child  restraint  systems. 

•  Use  a  child  restraint  system  until  the  child  becomes  large  enough  to  properly 
wear  the  vehicle's  seat  belt. 

•  Choose  a  child  restraint  system  that  suits  your  vehicle  and  is  appropriate  to 
the  age  and  size  of  the  child.

A  WARNING 

■  When  a  child  is  riding 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  For  effective  protection  in  automobile  accidents  and  sudden  stops,  a  child  must  be 
properly  restrained,  using  a  seat  belt  or  child  restraint  system  which  is  correctly 
installed.  For  installation  details,  refer  to  the  operation  manual  enclosed  with  the  child 
restraint  system.  General  installation  instruction  is  provided  in  this  manual. 

•  Lexus  strongly  urges  the  use  of  a  proper  child  restraint  system  that  conforms  to  the 
weight  and  size  of  the  child,  installed  on  the  rear  seat.  According  to  accident  statistics, 
the  child  is  safer  when  properly  restrained  in  the  rear  seat  than  in  the  front  seat. 

•  Holding  a  child  in  your  or  someone  else’s  arms  is  not  a  substitute  for  a  child  restraint 
system.  In  an  accident,  the  child  can  be  crushed  against  the  windshield  or  between 
the  holder  and  the  interior  of  the  vehicle. 

■  Handling  the  child  restraint  system 

If  the  child  restraint  system  is  not  properly  fixed  in  place,  the  child  or  other  passengers 

may  be  seriously  injured  or  even  killed  in  the  event  of  sudden  braking,  sudden  swerv¬ 
ing,  or  an  accident. 

•  If  the  vehicle  were  to  receive  a  strong  impact  from  an  accident,  etc.,  it  is  possible  that 
the  child  restraint  system  has  damage  that  is  not  readily  visible.  In  such  cases,  do  not 
reuse  the  restraint  system. 

•  Make  sure  you  have  complied  with  all  installation  instructions  provided  with  the  child 
restraint  system  manufacturer  and  that  the  system  is  properly  secured. 

•  Keep  the  child  restraint  system  properly  secured  on  the  seat  even  if  it  is  not  in  use.  Do 
not  store  the  child  restraint  system  unsecured  in  the  passenger  compartment. 

•  If  it  is  necessary  to  detach  the  child  restraint  system,  remove  it  from  the  vehicle  or 
store  it  securely  in  the  luggage  compartment.

■  When  installing  a  child  restraint  system  to  a  front  passenger  seat 

For  the  safety  of  a  child,  install  child  restraint  systems  to  second-row  seats. 
When  installing  child  restraint  system  to  a  front  passenger  seat  is  unavoidable, 
adjust  the  seat  as  follows  and  install  the  child  restraint  system.

•  Never  install  a  rear-facing  child  restraint  system  on  the  front  passenger  seat  even  if 
the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is  illuminated.  In  the  event  of  an  accident,  the  force 
of  the  rapid  inflation  of  the  front  passenger  airbag  can  cause  death  or  serious  injury  to 
the  child  if  the  rear-facing  child  restraint  system  is  installed  on  the  front  passenger 
seat. 

•  A  forward-facing  child  restraint  system  may  be  installed  on  the  front  passenger  seat 
only  when  it  is  unavoidable.  A  child  restraint  system  that  requires  a  top  tether  strap 
should  not  be  used  in  the  front  passenger  seat  since  there  is  no  top  tether  strap 
anchor  for  the  front  passenger  seat.

■  When  using  a  child  restraint  system 

•  A  forward-facing  child  restraint  system  may 
be  installed  on  the  front  passenger  seat  only 
when  it  is  unavoidable.  When  installing  a  for¬ 
ward-facing  child  restraint  system  on  the  front 
passenger  seat,  raise  the  seatback  as  much  as 
possible,  move  the  seat  to  the  rearmost  posi¬ 
tion,  and  raise  the  seat  to  the  highest  position, 
even  if  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF"  indicator  light  is 
illuminated.

It  is  dangerous  if  the  SRS  side  airbags 
and  curtain  shield  airbags  inflate,  and  the 
impact  could  cause  death  or  serious  injury  to 
the  child. 

•  When  a  booster  seat  is  installed,  always  ensure  that  the  shoulder  belt  is  positioned 
across  the  center  of  the  child's  shoulder.  The  belt  should  be  kept  away  from  the  child's 
neck,  but  not  so  that  it  could  fall  off  the  child's  shoulder. 

•  Use  child  restraint  system  suitable  to  the  age  and  size  of  the  child  and  install  it  to  the 
rear  seat. 

•  If  the  driver's  seat  interferes  with  the  child 
restraint  system  and  prevents  it  from  being 
attached  correctly,  attach  the  child  restraint 
system  to  the  right-hand  rear  seat.

Hybrid  system  features 


Your  vehicle  is  a  hybrid  vehicle.  It  has  characteristics  different  from  conven¬ 
tional  vehicles.  Be  sure  you  are  closely  familiar  with  the  characteristics  of  your 
vehicle,  and  operate  it  with  care. 

The  hybrid  system  combines  the  use  of  a  gasoline  engine  and  an  electric 
motor  (traction  motor)  according  to  driving  conditions,  improving  fuel  effi¬ 
ciency  and  reducing  exhaust  emissions. 


The  illustration  is  an  example  for  explanation  and  may  differ  from  the  actual  item. 
CD  Gasoline  engine 
(5)  Front  electric  motor  (traction  motor) 

(3)  Rear  electric  motor  (traction  motor) 
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♦  When  stopped/during  start  off 


The  gasoline  engine  stops*  when  the  vehicle  is  stopped.  During  start  off,  the 
electric  motor  (traction  motor)  drives  the  vehicle.  At  slow  speeds  or  when 
traveling  down  a  gentle  slope,  the  engine  is  stopped*  and  the  electric  motor 
(traction  motor)  is  used. 

When  the  shift  lever  is  in  N,  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  not  being 
charged. 

*:  When  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  requires  charging  or  the  engine  is  warm¬ 
ing  up,  etc.,  the  gasoline  engine  will  not  automatically  stop.  (— »P.  76) 
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♦  During  normal  driving 

The  gasoline  engine  is  predominantly  used.  The  electric  motor  (traction 
motor)  charges  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  as  necessary. 


♦  When  accelerating  sharply 

When  the  accelerator  pedal  is  depressed  heavily,  the  power  of  the  hybrid  bat¬ 
tery  (traction  battery)  is  added  to  that  of  the  gasoline  engine  via  the  electric 
motor  (traction  motor). 

♦  When  braking  (regenerative  braking) 

The  wheels  operate  the  electric  motor  (traction  motor)  as  a  power  generator, 
and  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  charged. 

Vehicle  proximity  notification  system 

When  the  gasoline  engine  is  off  while  driving,  a  sound  is  produced  to  warn 
pedestrians,  people  riding  bicycles  or  other  people  and  vehicles  in  the  surround¬ 
ing  area  that  the  vehicle  is  approaching.  The  pitch  of  the  sound  varies  according 
to  the  vehicle  speed.  When  the  vehicle  speed  becomes  approximately  15  mph 
(25  km/h)  or  more,  the  notification  sound  turns  off.

■  Regenerative  braking 

In  the  following  situations,  kinetic  energy  is  converted  to  electric  energy  and  decelera¬ 
tion  force  can  be  obtained  in  conjunction  with  the  recharging  of  the  hybrid  battery  (trac¬ 
tion  battery). 

•  The  accelerator  pedal  is  released  while  driving  with  the  shift  lever  in  D  or  S. 

•  The  brake  pedal  is  depressed  while  driving  with  the  shift  lever  in  D  or  S. 

■  EV  indicator 

The  EV  indicator  comes  on  when  the  vehicle  is 
driven  using  only  the  electric  motor  (traction 
motor)  or  the  gasoline  engine  is  stopped. 


■  Conditions  in  which  the  gasoline  engine  may  not  stop 

The  gasoline  engine  starts  and  stops  automatically.  However,  it  may  not  stop  automati¬ 
cally  in  the  following  conditions: 

•  During  gasoline  engine  warm-up 

•  During  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  charging 

•  When  the  temperature  of  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  high  or  low 

•  When  the  heater  is  switched  on 

■  Charging  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery) 

As  the  gasoline  engine  charges  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery),  the  battery  does  not 
need  to  be  charged  from  an  outside  source.  However,  if  the  vehicle  is  left  parked  for  a 
long  time  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  will  slowly  discharge.  For  this  reason,  be 
sure  to  drive  the  vehicle  at  least  once  every  few  months  for  at  least  30  minutes  or  10 
miles  (16  km).  If  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  becomes  fully  discharged  and  you 
are  unable  to  start  the  hybrid  system,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 

■  Charging  the  12-volt  battery

■  After  the  12-volt  battery  has  discharged  or  when  the  terminal  has  been  removed  and 
installed  during  exchange,  etc. 

The  gasoline  engine  may  not  stop  even  if  the  vehicle  is  being  driven  by  the  hybrid  battery 
(traction  battery).  If  this  continues  for  a  few  days,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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■  Sounds  and  vibrations  specific  to  a  hybrid  vehicle 

There  may  be  no  engine  sound  or  vibration  even  though  the  vehicle  is  able  to  move  with 
the  "READY”  indicator  is  illuminated.  For  safety,  make  sure  to  shift  the  shift  lever  to  P  and 
apply  the  parking  brake  when  parked. 

The  following  sounds  or  vibrations  may  occur  when  the  hybrid  system  is  operating  and 
are  not  a  malfunction: 

•  Motor  sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  engine  compartment. 

•  Sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  behind  the  rear  seats 
when  the  hybrid  system  starts  or  stops. 

•  Relay  operating  sounds  such  as  a  snap  or  soft  clank  will  be  emitted  from  the  hybrid  bat¬ 
tery  (traction  battery),  behind  the  rear  seats,  when  the  hybrid  system  is  started  or 
stopped. 

•  Sounds  from  the  hybrid  system  may  be  heard  when  the  back  door  is  open. 

•  Sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  transmission  when  the  gasoline  engine  starts  or  stops, 
when  driving  at  low  speeds,  or  during  idling. 

•  Engine  sounds  may  be  heard  when  accelerating  sharply. 

•  Sounds  may  be  heard  due  to  regenerative  braking  when  the  brake  pedal  is  depressed 
or  as  the  accelerator  pedal  is  released. 

•  Vibration  may  be  felt  when  the  gasoline  engine  starts  or  stops. 

•  Cooling  fan  sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  air  intake  vents  under  the  rear  seats. 

■  Vehicle  proximity  notification  system 

In  the  following  cases,  the  vehicle  proximity  notification  system  may  be  difficult  for  sur¬ 
rounding  people  to  hear. 

•  In  very  noisy  areas 

•  In  the  wind  or  the  rain 

Also,  as  the  vehicle  proximity  notification  system  is  installed  on  the  front  of  the  vehicle,  it 
may  be  more  difficult  to  hear  from  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  compared  to  the  front. 

■  Maintenance,  repair,  recycling,  and  disposal 

Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  regarding  maintenance,  repair,  recycling  and  disposal.  Do 
not  dispose  of  the  vehicle  yourself.

When  a  certain  level  of  impact  is  detected  by  the  impact  sensor,  the  emergency 
shut  off  system  blocks  the  high  voltage  current  and  stops  the  fuel  pump  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  risk  of  electrocution  and  fuel  leakage.  If  the  emergency  shut  off  system 
activates,  your  vehicle  will  not  restart.  To  restart  the  hybrid  system,  contact  your 
Lexus  dealer. 


Hybrid  warning  message 

A  message  is  automatically  displayed  when  a  malfunction  occurs  in  the  hybrid 
system  or  an  improper  operation  is  attempted.

■  Electromagnetic  waves 

•  High  voltage  parts  and  cables  on  hybrid  vehicles  incorporate  electromagnetic  shield¬ 
ing,  and  therefore  emit  approximately  the  same  amount  of  electromagnetic  waves  as 
conventional  gasoline  powered  vehicles  or  home  electronic  appliances. 

•  Your  vehicle  may  cause  sound  interference  in  some  third  party-produced  radio  parts. 

■  Hybrid  battery  (traction  battery) 

The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  has  a  limited  service  life.  The  lifespan  of  the  hybrid 
battery  (traction  battery)  can  change  in  accordance  with  driving  style  and  driving  condi¬ 
tions.

■  Before  driving  the  vehicle 

Before  driving  the  vehicle,  make  sure  that  the  power  back  door  is  fully  closed.  If  the 
power  back  door  is  not  fully  closed,  it  may  open  unexpectedly  while  driving,  causing  an 
accident. 

■  Caution  while  driving 

•  Keep  the  power  back  door  closed  while  driving. 

If  the  power  back  door  is  left  open,  it  may  hit  nearby  objects  while  driving  or  luggage 
may  be  unexpectedly  thrown  out,  causing  an  accident. 

In  addition,  exhaust  gases  may  enter  the  vehicle,  causing  death  or  a  serious  health 
hazard.  Make  sure  to  close  the  power  back  door  before  driving. 

•  Never  let  anyone  sit  in  the  luggage  compartment. 

In  the  event  of  sudden  braking,  sudden  swerving  or  a  collision,  they  are  susceptible  to 
death  or  serious  injury. 

■  When  children  are  in  the  vehicle 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Do  not  allow  children  to  play  in  the  luggage  compartment. 

If  a  child  is  accidentally  locked  in  the  luggage  compartment,  they  could  have  heat 
exhaustion  or  other  injuries. 

•  Do  not  allow  a  child  to  open  or  close  the  power  back  door. 

Doing  so  may  cause  the  power  back  door  to  move  unexpectedly,  or  cause  the  child's 
hands,  arms,  head,  or  neck  to  be  caught  by  the  closing  power  back  door.  (The  power 
back  door  will  not  operate  when  it  is  disabled:  — >P.  112)

■  Operating  the  power  back  door 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  parts  of  the  body  to  be  caught,  resulting  in  death  or  serious 

injury. 

•  Remove  any  heavy  loads,  such  as  snow  and  ice,  from  the  power  back  door  before 
opening  it.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  the  power  back  door  to  suddenly  shut  again 
after  it  is  opened. 

•  When  opening  or  closing  the  power  back  door,  thoroughly  check  to  make  sure  the 
surrounding  area  is  safe. 

•  If  anyone  is  in  the  vicinity,  make  sure  they  are  safe  and  let  them  know  that  the  power 
back  door  is  about  to  open  or  close. 

•  Use  caution  when  opening  or  closing  the  pow< 
move  abruptly  in  strong  wind. 

•  The  power  back  door  may  suddenly  shut  if  it  is 
not  opened  fully,  while  on  a  steep  incline. 

Make  sure  that  the  power  back  door  is  secure 
before  using  the  luggage  compartment. 


•  When  closing  the  power  back  door,  take 
extra  care  to  prevent  your  fingers,  etc.,  from 
being  caught. 

•  When  closing  the  power  back  door,  make 
sure  to  press  it  lightly  on  its  outer  surface.  If 
the  back  door  handle  is  used  to  fully  close  the 
power  back  door,  it  may  result  in  hands  or 
arms  being  caught. 


•  Do  not  pull  on  the  back  door  spindle  (— »P.  156)  to  close  the  power  back  door,  and 
do  not  hang  on  the  back  door  spindle. 

Doing  so  may  cause  hands  to  be  caught  or  the  back  door  spindle  to  break,  causing 
an  accident. 

•  If  a  bicycle  carrier  or  similar  heavy  object  is  attached  to  the  power  back  door,  it  may 
suddenly  shut  again  after  being  opened,  causing  someone's  hands,  arms,  head  or 
neck  to  be  caught  and  injured.  When  installing  an  accessory  part  to  the  power  back 
door,  using  a  genuine  Lexus  part  is  recommended. 
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A  WARNING 

■  Back  door  closer 

•  In  the  event  that  the  power  back  door  is  left 
slightly  open,  the  back  door  closer  will  auto¬ 
matically  close  it  to  the  fully  closed  position.  It 
takes  several  seconds  before  the  back  door 
closer  begins  to  operate.  Be  careful  not  to  get 
fingers  caught  or  anything  else  in  the  power 
back  door,  as  this  may  cause  bone  fractures 
or  other  serious  injuries. 


•  Use  caution  when  using  the  back  door  closer  as  it  still  operates  when  the  power  back 
door  system  is  disabled. 

■  Power  back  door 

Observe  the  following  precautions  when  operating  the  power  back  door. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Check  the  safety  of  the  surrounding  area  to  make  sure  there  are  no  obstacles  or  any¬ 
thing  that  could  cause  any  of  your  belongings  to  get  caught. 

•  If  anyone  is  in  the  vicinity,  make  sure  they  are  safe  and  let  them  know  that  the  power 
back  door  is  about  to  open  or  close. 

•  If  the  power  back  door  system  is  disabled  (— »P.  112)  while  the  power  back  door  is 
operating,  the  power  back  door  will  stop  operating.  The  power  back  door  must  then 
be  operated  manually.  Take  extra  care  in  this  situation,  as  the  power  back  door  may 
open  or  close  suddenly. 

•  If  the  operating  conditions  of  the  power  back  door  (— »P.  147)  are  no  longer  met,  a 
buzzer  may  sound  and  the  power  back  door  may  stop  opening  or  closing.  The  power 
back  door  must  then  be  operated  manually.  Take  extra  care  on  an  incline  in  this  situa¬ 
tion,  as  the  power  back  door  may  move  suddenly. 

•  On  an  incline,  the  power  back  door  may  suddenly  shut  after  it  opens.  Make  sure  the 
power  back  door  is  fully  open  and  secure. 

•  In  the  following  situations,  the  power  back  door  may  detect  an  abnormality  and  auto¬ 
matic  operation  may  be  stopped.  In  this  case,  the  power  back  door  must  then  be 
operated  manually.  Take  extra  care  in  this  situation,  as  the  stopped  power  back  door 
may  suddenly  open  or  close,  causing  an  accident. 

•  When  the  power  back  door  contacts  an  obstacle 

•  When  the  12-volt  battery  voltage  suddenly  drops,  such  as  when  the  power  switch 
is  turned  to  ON  mode  or  the  hybrid  system  is  started  during  automatic  operation 
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A  WARNING 

•  If  a  bicycle  carrier  or  similar  heavy  object  is  attached  to  the  power  back  door,  the 
power  back  door  may  not  operate,  causing  a  malfunction,  or  the  power  back  door 
may  suddenly  shut  again  after  being  opened,  causing  someone's  hands,  arms,  head 
or  neck  to  be  caught  and  injured.  When  installing  an  accessory  part  to  the  power 
back  door,  using  a  genuine  Lexus  part  is  recommended. 

■  Jam  protection  function 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Never  use  any  part  of  your  body  to  intentionally  activate  the  jam  protection  function. 

•  The  jam  protection  function  may  not  work  if  something  gets  caught  just  before  the 
power  back  door  fully  closes.  Be  careful  not  to  get  fingers  caught  or  anything  else. 

•  The  jam  protection  function  may  not  work  depending  on  the  shape  of  the  object  that 
is  caught.  Be  careful  not  to  catch  fingers  or  anything  else.

156  3-2.  Opening,  closing  and  locking  the  doors 


A  notice 

■  Back  door  spindles 

The  power  back  door  is  equipped  with  spindles  that  hold  the  power  back  door  in  place. 
Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  damage  to  the  back  door  spindle,  resulting  in  malfunction. 

•  Do  not  attach  any  foreign  objects,  such  as 
stickers,  plastic  sheets,  or  adhesives  to  the 
spindle  rod. 

•  Do  not  attach  any  accessories  other  than 
genuine  Lexus  parts  to  the  power  back  door. 

•  Do  not  place  your  hand  on  the  spindle  or 
apply  lateral  forces  to  it. 

■  To  prevent  back  door  closer  malfunction 

•  Do  not  apply  excessive  force  to  the  power  back  door  while  the  back  door  closer  is 
operating.  Applying  excessive  force  may  cause  the  back  door  closer  to  malfunction. 

•  If  the  power  back  door  is  opened  and  closed  repeatedly  in  a  short  amount  of  time,  the 
back  door  closer  may  stop  operating.  In  this  case,  manually  open  the  power  back 
door  once  and  wait  for  a  while  before  attempting  to  close  it  again. 

■  To  prevent  malfunction  of  the  power  back  door 

•  Make  sure  that  there  is  no  ice  between  the  power  back  door  and  frame  that  would 
prevent  movement  of  the  power  back  door.  Operating  the  power  back  door  when 
excessive  load  is  present  on  the  power  back  door  may  cause  a  malfunction. 

•  Do  not  apply  excessive  force  to  the  power  back  door  while  the  power  back  door  is 
operating. 

•  Take  care  not  to  damage  the  sensors  installed  on  the  right  and  left  edges  of  the  power 
back  door  (— »P.  150)  with  a  knife  or  other  sharp  object.  If  a  sensor  is  disconnected, 
the  power  back  door  will  not  close  automatically. 

■  Close  &  lock  function 

When  closing  the  power  back  door  using  the  close  8c  lock  function,  a  different  buzzer 
than  the  normal  one  will  sound  before  the  operation  begins. 

To  check  that  the  operation  has  started  correctly,  check  that  a  different  buzzer  than  the 
normal  one  has  sounded. 

Additionally,  when  the  power  back  door  is  fully  closed  and  locked,  operation  signals 
will  indicate  that  all  of  the  doors  have  been  locked. 

Before  leaving  the  vehicle,  make  sure  that  the  operational  signals  have  operated  and 
that  all  of  the  doors  are  locked.

■  Touchless  sensor  precautions  (vehicles  with  a  touchless  power  back  door) 

The  touchless  sensor  is  located  behind  the  rear  emblem.  Observe  the  following  to 
ensure  that  the  touchless  power  back  door  function  operates  properly: 

•  Operate  the  touchless  sensor  while  carrying  an  electronic  key  within  the  operational 
range. 

•  Keep  the  rear  emblem  clean  at  all  times. 

If  the  rear  emblem  is  dirty  or  covered  with  snow,  the  touchless  sensor  may  not  oper¬ 
ate.  In  this  situation,  clean  off  the  dirt  or  snow,  move  the  vehicle  from  the  current  posi¬ 
tion  and  then  check  if  the  touchless  sensor  operates.  If  it  does  not  operate,  have  the 
vehicle  inspected  by  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Do  not  apply  coatings  that  have  a  rain  clearing  (hydrophilic)  effect,  or  other  coatings, 
to  the  rear  emblem. 

•  Do  not  park  the  vehicle  near  objects  that  may  move  and  contact  the  rear  emblem, 
such  as  tall  grass  or  trees. 

If  the  vehicle  has  been  parked  for  a  while  near  objects  that  may  move  and  contact  the 
rear  emblem,  such  as  tall  grass  or  trees,  the  touchless  sensor  may  not  operate.  In  this 
situation,  move  the  vehicle  from  the  current  position  and  then  check  if  the  touchless 
sensor  operates.  If  it  does  not  operate,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Lexus 
dealer. 

•  Do  not  subject  the  touchless  sensor  or  its  surrounding  area  to  a  strong  impact. 

If  the  touchless  sensor  or  its  surrounding  area  has  been  subjected  to  a  strong  impact, 
the  touchless  sensor  may  not  operate  properly. 

If  the  touchless  sensor  does  not  operate  in  the  following  situations,  have  the  vehicle 
inspected  by  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  The  touchless  sensor  or  its  surrounding  area  has  been  subjected  to  a  strong 
impact. 

•  The  rear  emblem  is  scratched  or  damaged. 

•  Do  not  disassemble  the  rear  emblem. 

•  Do  not  attach  stickers  to  the  rear  emblem. 

•  Do  not  paint  the  rear  emblem. 

•  If  a  bicycle  carrier  or  similar  heavy  object  is  attached  to  the  power  back  door,  disable 
the  touchless  sensor.  (— »P.  112) 

■  To  prevent  unintentional  operation  (vehicles  with  a  touchless  power  back  door) 

When  the  touchless  sensor  is  not  to  be  used,  disable  the  touchless  sensor  operation 
using  the  multi-information  display  (— »P.  112) 

■  If  the  vehicle  has  not  been  driven  for  a  long  time  (vehicles  with  a  touchless  power 
backdoor) 

If  the  vehicle  has  not  been  driven  for  a  long  time,  the  touchless  power  back  door  may 
not  operate.  In  this  case,  turn  the  power  switch  to  ON  mode  and  then  operate  the 
touchless  power  back  door. 

It  the  touchless  power  back  door  still  does  not  operate,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  by 
your  Lexus  dealer. 
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Smart  access  system  with  push-button  start 


The  following  operations  can  be  performed  simply  by  carrying  the  electronic 
key  on  your  person,  for  example  in  your  pocket.  The  driver  should  always 
carry  the  electronic  key. 

•  Locks  and  unlocks  the  doors  (— »P.  136) 

•  Locks  and  unlocks  the  back  door  (— >P.  142) 

•  Starts  and  stops  the  hybrid  system  (— >P.  239)

■  Effective  range  (areas  within  which  the  electronic  key  is  detected) 

When  locking  or  unlocking  the  doors 

The  system  can  be  operated  when  the  elec¬ 
tronic  key  is  within  about  2.3  ft.  (0.7  m)  of 
an  outside  door  handle.  (Only  the  doors 
detecting  the  key  can  be  operated.) 

When  starting  the  hybrid  system  or  chang¬ 
ing  power  switch  modes 

The  system  can  be  operated  when  the  elec¬ 
tronic  key  is  inside  the  vehicle. 
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■  Alarms  and  warning  messages 

A  combination  of  exterior  and  interior  alarms  as  well  as  warning  messages  shown  on  the 
multi-information  display  are  used  to  prevent  theft  of  the  vehicle  and  accidents  resulting 
from  erroneous  operation.  Take  appropriate  measures  in  response  to  any  warning  mes¬ 
sage  on  the  multi-information  display.  (— »P.  667) 

When  only  an  alarm  sounds,  circumstances  and  correction  procedures  are  as  follows.

Exterior  alarm 

sounds  once  for  5

■  If  a  warning  message  is  displayed  indicating  that  there  is  a  malfunction  in  the  smart 
access  system  with  push-button  start 

->P.  667 

■  Battery-saving  function 

The  battery-saving  function  will  be  activated  in  order  to  prevent  the  electronic  key  bat¬ 
tery  and  the  12-volt  battery  from  being  discharged  while  the  vehicle  is  not  in  operation 
for  a  long  time. 

•  In  the  following  situations,  the  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  may  take 
some  time  to  unlock  the  doors. 

•  The  electronic  key  has  been  left  in  an  area  of  approximately  6  ft.  (2  m)  of  the  outside 
of  the  vehicle  for  10  minutes  or  longer. 

•  The  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  has  not  been  used  for  5  days  or  lon¬ 
ger. 

#  If  the  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  has  not  been  used  for  14  days  or  lon¬ 
ger,  the  doors  cannot  be  unlocked  at  any  doors  except  the  driver's  door.  In  this  case, 
take  hold  of  the  driver's  door  handle,  or  use  the  wireless  remote  control  or  the  mechan¬ 
ical  key,  to  unlock  the  doors. 
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■  Electronic  Key  battery-Saving  Function 

When  battery-saving  mode  is  set,  battery  depletion  is  minimized  by  stopping  the  elec¬ 
tronic  key  from  receiving  radio  waves. 

Press  twice  while  pressing  and  holding  £) . 

Confirm  that  the  electronic  key  indicator  flashes 
4  times. 

While  the  battery-saving  mode  is  set,  the  smart 
access  system  with  push-button  start  cannot  be 
used.  To  cancel  the  function,  press  any  of  the 
electronic  key  buttons. 


■  Conditions  affecting  operation 

The  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start,  wireless  remote  control  and  immobilizer 
system  use  weak  radio  waves.  In  the  following  situations,  the  communication  between  the 
electronic  key  and  the  vehicle  may  be  affected,  preventing  the  smart  access  system  with 
push-button  start,  wireless  remote  control  and  immobilizer  system  from  operating  prop¬ 
erly.  (Ways  of  coping:  — »P.  692) 

•  When  the  electronic  key  battery  is  depleted 

•  Near  a  TV  tower,  electric  power  plant,  gas  station,  radio  station,  large  display,  airport  or 
other  facility  that  generates  strong  radio  waves  or  electrical  noise 

•  When  the  electronic  key  is  in  contact  with,  or  is  covered  by  the  following  metallic 
objects 

•  Cards  to  which  aluminum  foil  is  attached 

•  Cigarette  boxes  that  have  aluminum  foil  inside 

•  Metallic  wallets  or  bags 

•  Coins 

•  Hand  warmers  made  of  metal 

•  Media  such  as  CDs  and  DVDs 

•  When  other  wireless  keys  (that  emit  radio  waves)  are  being  used  nearby 

•  When  carrying  the  electronic  key  together  with  the  following  devices  that  emit  radio 
waves 

•  Portable  radio,  cellular  phone,  cordless  phone  or  other  wireless  communication 
devices 

•  Another  vehicle's  electronic  key,  another  electronic  key  of  your  vehicle,  or  a  wireless 
key  that  emits  radio  waves 

•  Personal  computers  or  personal  digital  assistants  (PDAs) 

•  Digital  audio  players 

•  Portable  game  systems 

•  If  window  tint  with  a  metallic  content  or  metallic  objects  are  attached  to  the  rear  win¬ 
dow 

•  When  the  electronic  key  is  placed  near  a  battery  charger  or  electronic  devices 

•  When  the  vehicle  is  parked  in  a  pay  parking  spot  where  radio  waves  are  emitted 
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■  Note  for  the  entry  function 

•  Even  when  the  electronic  key  is  within  the  effective  range  (detection  areas),  the  system 
may  not  operate  properly  in  the  following  cases: 

•  The  electronic  key  is  too  close  to  the  window  or  outside  door  handle,  near  the 
ground,  or  in  a  high  place  when  the  doors  are  locked  or  unlocked. 

•  The  electronic  key  is  near  the  ground  or  in  a  high  place,  or  too  close  to  the  rear 
bumper  center  when  the  back  door  is  opened. 

•  The  electronic  key  is  on  the  instrument  panel,  luggage  compartment,  floor,  or  in  the 
door  pockets  or  glove  box  when  the  hybrid  system  is  started  or  power  switch  modes 
are  changed. 

•  Do  not  leave  the  electronic  key  on  top  of  the  instrument  panel  or  near  the  door  pockets 
when  exiting  the  vehicle.  Depending  on  the  radio  wave  reception  conditions,  it  may  be 
detected  by  the  antenna  outside  the  cabin  and  the  door  will  become  lockable  from  the 
outside,  possibly  trapping  the  electronic  key  inside  the  vehicle. 

•  As  long  as  the  electronic  key  is  within  the  effective  range,  the  doors  may  be  locked  or 
unlocked  by  anyone. 

•  Even  if  the  electronic  key  is  not  inside  the  vehicle,  it  may  be  possible  to  start  the  hybrid 
system  if  the  electronic  key  is  near  the  window. 

•  The  doors  may  unlock  if  a  large  amount  of  water  splashes  on  the  door  handle,  such  as  in 
the  rain  or  in  a  car  wash  when  the  electronic  key  is  within  the  effective  range.  (The  door 
will  automatically  be  locked  after  approximately  60  seconds  if  the  doors  are  not 
opened  and  closed.) 

•  If  the  wireless  remote  control  is  used  to  lock  the  doors  when  the  electronic  key  is  near 
the  vehicle,  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  door  may  not  be  unlocked  by  the  entry  func¬ 
tion.  (Use  the  wireless  remote  control  to  unlock  the  doors.) 

•  Touching  the  door  lock  sensor  while  wearing  gloves  may  delay  or  prevent  lock  opera¬ 
tion.  Remove  the  gloves  and  touch  the  lock  sensor  again. 

•  When  the  lock  operation  is  performed  using  the  lock  sensor,  recognition  signals  w|ll  be 
shown  up  to  two  consecutive  times.  After  this,  no  recognition  signals  will  be  given. 

•  If  the  door  handle  becomes  wet  while  the  electronic  key  is  within  the  effective  range, 
the  door  may  lock  and  unlock  repeatedly.  In  that  case,  follow  the  following  correction 
procedures  to  wash  the  vehicle: 
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•  Place  the  electronic  key  in  a  location  6  ft.  (2  m)  or  more  away  from  the  vehicle.  (Take 
care  to  ensure  that  the  key  is  not  stolen.) 

•  Set  the  electronic  key  to  battery-saving  mode  to  disable  the  smart  access  system 
with  push-button  start.  (— >P.  160) 

•  If  the  electronic  key  is  inside  the  vehicle  and  a  door  handle  becomes  wet  during  a  car 
wash,  a  message  may  be  shown  on  the  multi-information  display  and  a  buzzer  will 
sound  outside  the  vehicle.  To  turn  off  the  alarm,  lock  all  the  doors. 

•  The  lock  sensor  may  not  work  properly  if  it  comes  into  contact  with  ice,  snow,  mud,  etc. 
Clean  the  lock  sensor  and  attempt  to  operate  it  again. 

•  A  sudden  approach  to  the  effective  range  or  door  handle  may  prevent  the  doors  from 
being  unlocked.  In  this  case,  return  the  door  handle  to  the  original  position  and  check 
that  the  doors  unlock  before  pulling  the  door  handle  again. 

•  If  there  is  another  electronic  key  in  the  detection  area,  it  may  take  slightly  longer  to 
unlock  the  doors  after  the  door  handle  is  gripped. 
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•  Fingernails  may  scrape  against  the  door  during  operation  of  the  door  handle.  Be  care¬ 
ful  not  to  injure  fingernails  or  damage  the  surface  of  the  door. 

:  This  setting  can  be  customized  at  your  Lexus  dealer. 

■  When  the  vehicle  is  not  driven  for  extended  periods 

•  To  prevent  theft  of  the  vehicle,  do  not  leave  the  electronic  key  within  6  ft.  (2  m)  of  the 
vehicle. 

•  The  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  can  be  deactivated  in  advance. 

HP.  736) 

•  Setting  the  electronic  key  to  battery-saving  mode  helps  to  reduce  key  battery  deple¬ 
tion.  (— >P.  160) 

■  To  operate  the  system  properly 

Make  sure  to  carry  the  electronic  key  when  operating  the  system.  Do  not  get  the  elec¬ 
tronic  key  too  close  to  the  vehicle  when  operating  the  system  from  the  outside  of  the 
vehicle. 

Depending  on  the  position  and  holding  condition  of  the  electronic  key,  the  key  may  not 
be  detected  correctly  and  the  system  may  not  operate  properly.  (The  alarm  may  go  off 
accidentally,  or  the  door  lock  prevention  may  not  operate.) 

■  If  the  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  does  not  operate  properly 

•  Locking  and  unlocking  the  doors:  Use  the  mechanical  key.  (— »P.  692) 

•  Starting  the  hybrid  system:  — >P.  693 

■  Customization 

Some  functions  can  be  customized.  (— >P.  736) 

■  If  the  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  has  been  deactivated  in  a  customized 
setting 

•  Locking  and  unlocking  the  doors: 

Use  the  wireless  remote  control  or  mechanical  key.  (— >P.  136, 142,  692)

•  After  driving  through  a  puddle,  lightly  depress  the  brake  pedal  to  make  sure  that  the 
brakes  are  functioning  properly.  Wet  brake  pads  may  prevent  the  brakes  from  func¬ 
tioning  properly.  If  the  brakes  on  only  one  side  are  wet  and  not  functioning  properly, 
steering  control  may  be  affected. 

■  When  shifting  the  shift  lever 

•  Do  not  let  the  vehicle  roll  backward  while  the  shift  lever  is  in  a  driving  position,  or  roll 
forward  while  the  shift  lever  is  in  R. 

Doing  so  may  result  in  an  accident  or  damage  to  the  vehicle. 

•  Do  not  shift  the  shift  lever  to  P  while  the  vehicle  is  moving. 

Doing  so  can  damage  the  transmission  and  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control. 

•  Do  not  shift  the  shift  lever  to  R  while  the  vehicle  is  moving  forward. 

Doing  so  can  damage  the  transmission  and  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control. 

•  Do  not  shift  the  shift  lever  to  a  driving  position  while  the  vehicle  is  moving  backward. 
Doing  so  can  damage  the  transmission  and  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control. 

•  Shifting  the  shift  lever  to  N  while  the  vehicle  is  moving  will  disengage  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem.  Engine  braking  is  not  available  when  N  is  selected. 

•  Be  careful  not  to  shift  the  shift  lever  with  the  accelerator  pedal  depressed. 

Shifting  the  shift  lever  to  any  position  other  than  P  or  N  may  lead  to  unexpected  rapid 
acceleration  of  the  vehicle  that  may  cause  an  accident  and  result  in  death  or  serious 
injury. 
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A  WARNING 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  If  you  hear  a  squealing  or  scraping  noise  (brake  pad  wear  limit  indicators) 

Have  the  brake  pads  checked  and  replaced  by  your  Lexus  dealer  as  soon  as  possible. 
Rotor  damage  may  result  if  the  pads  are  not  replaced  when  needed. 

It  is  dangerous  to  drive  the  vehicle  when  the  wear  limits  of  the  brake  pads  and/or  those 
of  the  brake  discs  are  exceeded. 

■  When  the  vehicle  is  stopped 

•  Do  not  depress  the  accelerator  pedal  unnecessarily. 

If  the  shift  lever  is  in  any  position  other  than  P  or  N,  the  vehicle  may  accelerate  sud¬ 
denly  and  unexpectedly,  causing  an  accident. 

•  In  order  to  prevent  accidents  due  to  the  vehicle  rolling  away,  always  keep  depressing 
the  brake  pedal  while  stopped  with  the  “READY”  indicator  is  illuminated,  and  apply 
the  parking  brake  as  necessary. 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  stopped  on  an  incline,  in  order  to  prevent  accidents  caused  by  the 
vehicle  rolling  forward  or  backward,  always  depress  the  brake  pedal  and  securely 
apply  the  parking  brake  as  needed. 

•  Avoid  revving  or  racing  the  engine. 

Running  the  engine  at  high  speed  while  the  vehicle  is  stopped  may  cause  the  exhaust 
system  to  overheat,  which  could  result  in  a  fire  if  combustible  material  is  nearby. 

■  When  the  vehicle  is  parked 

•  Do  not  leave  glasses,  cigarette  lighters,  spray  cans,  or  soft  drink  cans  in  the  vehicle 
when  it  is  in  the  sun. 

Doing  so  may  result  in  the  following: 

•  Gas  may  leak  from  a  cigarette  lighter  or  spray  can,  and  may  lead  to  a  fire. 

•  The  temperature  inside  the  vehicle  may  cause  the  plastic  lenses  and  plastic  mate¬ 
rial  of  glasses  to  deform  or  crack. 

•  Soft  drink  cans  may  fracture,  causing  the  contents  to  spray  over  the  interior  of  the 
vehicle,  and  may  also  cause  a  short  circuit  in  the  vehicle’s  electrical  components. 

•  Do  not  leave  cigarette  lighters  in  the  vehicle.  If  a  cigarette  lighter  is  in  a  place  such  as 
the  glove  box  or  on  the  floor,  it  may  be  lit  accidentally  when  luggage  is  loaded  or  the 
seat  is  adjusted,  causing  a  fire. 

•  Do  not  attach  adhesive  discs  to  the  windshield  or  windows.  Do  not  place  containers 
such  as  air  fresheners  on  the  instrument  panel  or  dashboard.  Adhesive  discs  or  con¬ 
tainers  may  act  as  lenses,  causing  a  fire  in  the  vehicle. 

•  Do  not  leave  a  door  or  window  open  if  the  curved  glass  is  coated  with  a  metallized 
film  such  as  a  silver-colored  one.  Reflected  sunlight  may  cause  the  glass  to  act  as  a 
lens,  causing  a  fire. 

•  Always  apply  the  parking  brake,  shift  the  shift  lever  to  P,  stop  the  hybrid  system  and 
lock  the  vehicle. 

Do  not  leave  the  vehicle  unattended  while  the  "READY”  indicator  is  illuminated. 

If  the  vehicle  is  parked  with  the  shift  lever  in  P  but  the  parking  brake  is  not  set,  the 
vehicle  may  start  to  move,  possibly  leading  to  an  accident. 

•  Do  not  touch  the  exhaust  pipes  while  the  “READY”  indicator  is  illuminated  or  imme¬ 
diately  after  turning  the  hybrid  system  off. 

Doing  so  may  cause  burns. 
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A  WARNING 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  When  taking  a  nap  in  the  vehicle 

Always  turn  the  hybrid  system  off.  Otherwise,  if  you  accidentally  move  the  shift  lever  or 
depress  the  accelerator  pedal,  this  could  cause  an  accident  or  fire  due  to  hybrid  system 
overheating.  Additionally,  if  the  vehicle  is  parked  in  a  poorly  ventilated  area,  exhaust 
gases  may  collect  and  enter  the  vehicle,  leading  to  death  or  a  serious  health  hazard. 

■  When  braking 

#  When  the  brakes  are  wet,  drive  more  cautiously. 

Braking  distance  increases  when  the  brakes  are  wet,  and  this  may  cause  one  side  of 
the  vehicle  to  brake  differently  than  the  other  side.  Also,  the  parking  brake  may  not 
securely  hold  the  vehicle. 

#  If  the  electronically  controlled  brake  function  does  not  operate,  do  not  follow  other 
vehicles  closely  and  avoid  hills  or  sharp  turns  that  require  braking. 

In  this  case,  braking  is  still  possible,  but  the  brake  pedal  should  be  depressed  more 
firmly  than  usual.  Also,  the  braking  distance  will  increase.  Have  your  brakes  fixed 
immediately. 

#  The  brake  system  consists  of  2  or  more  individual  hydraulic  systems;  if  one  of  the  sys¬ 
tems  fails,  the  other(s)  will  still  operate.  In  this  case,  the  brake  pedal  should  be 
depressed  more  firmly  than  usual  and  the  braking  distance  will  increase.  Have  your 
brakes  fixed  immediately. 

■  If  the  vehicle  becomes  stuck 

Do  not  spin  the  wheels  excessively  when  any  of  the  tires  is  up  in  the  air,  or  the  vehicle  is 
stuck  in  sand,  mud,  etc.  This  may  damage  the  driveline  components  or  propel  the  vehi¬ 
cle  forward  or  backward,  causing  an  accident. 
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A  notice 

■  When  driving  the  vehicle 

•  Do  not  depress  the  accelerator  and  brake  pedals  at  the  same  time  during  driving,  as 
this  may  restrain  driving  torque. 

•  Do  not  use  the  accelerator  pedal  or  depress  the  accelerator  and  brake  pedals  at  the 
same  time  to  hold  the  vehicle  on  a  hill. 

■  When  parking  the  vehicle 

Always  set  the  parking  brake  and  shift  the  shift  lever  to  P.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  the 
vehicle  to  move  or  the  vehicle  may  accelerate  suddenly  if  the  accelerator  pedal  is  acci¬ 
dentally  depressed. 

■  Avoiding  damage  to  vehicle  parts 

•  Do  not  turn  the  steering  wheel  fully  in  either  direction  and  hold  it  there  for  an 
extended  period  of  time. 

Doing  so  may  damage  the  power  steering  motor. 

•  When  driving  over  bumps  on  the  road,  drive  as  slowly  as  possible  to  avoid  damaging 
the  wheels,  underside  of  the  vehicle,  etc. 

■  If  you  get  a  flat  tire  while  driving 

A  flat  or  damaged  tire  may  cause  the  following  situations.  Hold  the  steering  wheel 
firmly  and  gradually  depress  the  brake  pedal  to  slow  down  the  vehicle. 

•  It  may  be  difficult  to  control  your  vehicle. 

•  The  vehicle  will  make  abnormal  sounds  or  vibrations. 

•  The  vehicle  will  lean  abnormally. 

Information  on  what  to  do  in  case  of  a  flat  tire  (— »P.  673) 

■  When  encountering  flooded  roads 

Do  not  drive  on  a  road  that  has  flooded  after  heavy  rain,  etc.  Doing  so  may  cause  the 
following  serious  damage  to  the  vehicle: 

•  Engine  stalling 

•  Short  in  electrical  components 

•  Engine  damage  caused  by  water  immersion 

In  the  event  that  you  drive  on  a  flooded  road  and  the  vehicle  is  flooded,  be  sure  to  have 
your  Lexus  dealer  check  the  following: 

•  Brake  function 

•  Changes  in  quantity  and  quality  of  oil  and  fluid  used  for  the  engine,  hybrid  transmis¬ 
sion,  rear  differential,  etc. 

•  Lubricant  condition  for  the  bearings  and  suspension  joints  (where  possible),  and  the 
function  of  all  joints,  bearings,  etc. 
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Cargo  and  luggage 


Take  notice  of  the  following  information  about  storage  precautions,  cargo 
capacity  and  load. 

Capacity  and  distribution 

Cargo  capacity  depends  on  the  total  weight  of  the  occupants. 

(Cargo  capacity)  =  (Total  load  capacity)  -  (Total  weight  of  occupants) 

Steps  for  Determining  Correct  Load  Limit  - 

(1)  Locate  the  statement  “The  combined  weight  of  occupants  and  cargo  should 
never  exceed  XXX  kg  or  XXX  lbs."  on  your  vehicle's  placard. 

(2)  Determine  the  combined  weight  of  the  driver  and  passengers  that  will  be  rid¬ 
ing  in  your  vehicle. 

(3)  Subtract  the  combined  weight  of  the  driver  and  passengers  from  XXX  kg  or 
XXX  lbs. 

(4)  The  resulting  figure  equals  the  available  amount  of  cargo  and  luggage  load 
capacity. 

For  example,  if  the  “XXX"  amount  equals  1400  lbs.  and  there  will  be  five  150 
lb  passengers  in  your  vehicle,  the  amount  of  available  cargo  and  luggage  load 

capacity  is  650  lbs.  (1400  -  750  (5  X 150)  =  650  lbs.) 

(5)  Determine  the  combined  weight  of  luggage  and  cargo  being  loaded  on  the 
vehicle.  That  weight  may  not  safely  exceed  the  available  cargo  and  luggage 
load  capacity  calculated  in  Step  4. 

(6)  If  your  vehicle  will  be  towing  a  trailer,  load  from  your  trailer  will  be  transferred 
to  your  vehicle.  Consult  this  manual  to  determine  how  this  reduces  the  avail¬ 
able  cargo  and  luggage  load  capacity  of  your  vehicle. 

(->P.  223) 

Vehicles  without  towing  package:  Lexus  does  not  recommend  towing  a  trailer  with 
your  vehicle.  Your  vehicle  is  not  designed  for  trailer  towing.

In  this  condition,  if  3  more  passengers  with  the  combined  weight  of  D  lb.  (kg)  get  on, 
the  available  cargo  and  luggage  load  will  be  reduced  E  lb.  (kg)  as  follows: 


Clb.  (kg)  —  D*4  lb.  (kg)  =  lb.  (kg) 

D  =  Additional  weight  of  people 
E  =  Available  cargo  and  luggage  load 

As  shown  in  the  example  above,  if  the  number  of  occupants  increases,  the  cargo 
and  luggage  load  will  be  reduced  by  an  amount  that  equals  the  increased  weight 
due  to  the  additional  occupants.  In  other  words,  if  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
occupants  causes  an  excess  of  the  total  load  capacity  (combined  weight  of  occu¬ 
pants  plus  cargo  and  luggage  load),  you  must  reduce  the  cargo  and  luggage  on 
your  vehicle. 


A  WARNING 

■  Things  that  must  not  be  carried  in  the  luggage  compartment 

The  following  things  may  cause  a  fire  if  loaded  in  the  luggage  compartment: 

•  Receptacles  containing  gasoline 

•  Aerosol  cans 
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A  WARNING 

■  Storage  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  prevent  the  pedals  from  being  depressed  properly,  may  block  the 
drivers  vision,  or  may  result  in  items  hitting  the  driver  or  passengers,  possibly  causing 
an  accident. 

•  Stow  cargo  and  luggage  in  the  luggage  compartment  whenever  possible. 

•  Do  not  stack  cargo  and  luggage  in  the  luggage  compartment  higher  than  the  seat- 
backs. 

•  When  you  fold  down  the  rear  seats,  long  items  should  not  be  placed  directly  behind 
the  front  seats. 

•  Never  allow  anyone  to  ride  in  the  luggage  compartment.  It  is  not  designed  for  pas¬ 
sengers.  They  should  ride  in  their  seats  with  their  seat  belts  properly  fastened. 

•  Do  not  place  cargo  or  luggage  in  or  on  the  following  locations. 

•  At  the  feet  of  the  driver 

•  On  the  front  passenger  or  rear  seats  (when  stacking  items) 

•  On  the  luggage  cover 

•  On  the  instrument  panel 

•  On  the  dashboard 

•  Secure  all  items  in  the  occupant  compartment. 

■  Capacity  and  distribution 

•  Do  not  exceed  the  maximum  axle  weight  rating  or  the  total  vehicle  weight  rating. 

•  Even  if  the  total  load  of  occupant's  weight  and  the  cargo  load  is  less  than  the  total  load 
capacity,  do  not  apply  the  load  unevenly.  Improper  loading  may  cause  deterioration 
of  steering  or  braking  control  which  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  Roof  luggage  carrier  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions: 

•  Place  the  cargo  so  that  its  weight  is  distributed  evenly  between  the  front  and  rear 
axles. 

•  If  loading  long  or  wide  cargo,  never  exceed  the  vehicle  overall  length  or  width. 

(^P.  710) 

•  Before  driving,  make  sure  the  cargo  is  securely  fastened  on  the  roof  luggage  carrier. 

•  Loading  cargo  on  the  roof  luggage  carrier  will  make  the  center  of  gravity  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle  higher.  Avoid  high  speeds,  sudden  starts,  sharp  turns,  sudden  braking  or  abrupt 
maneuvers,  otherwise  it  may  result  in  loss  of  control  or  vehicle  rollover  due  to  failure 
to  operate  this  vehicle  correctly  and  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  If  driving  for  a  long  distance,  on  rough  roads,  or  at  high  speeds,  stop  the  vehicle  now 
and  then  during  the  trip  to  make  sure  the  cargo  remains  in  its  place. 

•  Do  not  exceed  165  lb.  (75  kg)  cargo  weight  on  the  roof  luggage  carrier.

Your  vehicle  is  designed  primarily  as  a  passenger-and-load-carrying  vehicle. 
Towing  a  trailer  can  have  an  adverse  impact  on  handling,  performance,  brak¬ 
ing,  durability,  and  fuel  consumption.  For  your  safety  and  the  safety  of  others, 
you  must  not  overload  your  vehicle  or  trailer.  You  must  also  ensure  that  you 
are  using  appropriate  towing  equipment,  that  the  towing  equipment  has  been 
installed  correctly  and  used  properly,  and  that  you  employ  the  requisite  driv¬ 
ing  habits. 

Vehicle-trailer  stability  and  braking  performance  are  affected  by  trailer  sta¬ 
bility,  brake  performance  and  setting,  trailer  brakes,  the  hitch  and  hitch  sys¬ 
tems  (if  equipped). 

To  tow  a  trailer  safely,  use  extreme  care  and  drive  the  vehicle  in  accordance 
with  your  trailer's  characteristics  and  operating  conditions. 

Lexus  warranties  do  not  apply  to  damage  or  malfunction  caused  by  towing  a 
trailer  for  commercial  purposes. 

Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  for  further  information  about  additional  requirements 
such  as  a  towing  kit,  etc.

■  GCWR  (Gross  Combination  Weight  Rating) 

The  maximum  allowable  gross  com¬ 
bination  weight.  The  gross  combina¬ 
tion  weight  is  the  sum  of  the  total 
vehicle  weight  (including  the  occu¬ 
pants,  cargo  and  any  optional  equip¬ 
ment  installed  on  the  vehicle)  and 
the  weight  of  the  trailer  being  towed 
(including  the  cargo  in  the  trailer). 

■  GVWR  (Gross  Vehicle  Weight  Rating) 


The  maximum  allowable  gross  vehi¬ 
cle  weight.  The  gross  vehicle  weight 
is  the  total  weight  of  the  vehicle. 
When  towing  a  trailer,  it  is  the  sum  of 
the  vehicle  weight  (including  the 
occupants,  cargo  and  any  optional 
equipment  installed  on  the  vehicle) 
and  the  tongue  weight. 

■  GAWR  (Gross  Axle  Weight  Rating) 

The  maximum  allowable  gross  axle 
weight.  The  gross  axle  weight  is  the 
load  placed  on  each  axle  (front  and 
rear). 
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■  TWR(Trailer  Weight  Rating) 

The  maximum  allowable  gross  trailer 
weight.  The  gross  trailer  weight  is 
the  sum  of  the  trailer  weight  and  the 
weight  of  the  cargo  in  the  trailer. 

TWR  is  calculated  assuming  base 
vehicle  with  one  driver,  one  front 
passenger,  towing  package  (if  avail¬ 
able),  hitch  and  hitch  systems  (if 
required). 

Additional  optional  equipment,  passengers  and  cargo  in  the  vehicle  will  reduce  the 
trailer  weight  rating  so  as  not  to  exceed  GCWR,  GVWR  and  GAWR.

Hitch 

Trailer  hitch  assemblies  have  different  weight  capacities.  Lexus  recommends  the 

use  of  Lexus  hitch/bracket  for  your  vehicle.  For  details,  contact  your  Lexus 

dealer. 

•  If  you  wish  to  install  a  trailer  hitch,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Use  only  a  hitch  that  conforms  to  the  gross  trailer  weight  requirement  of  your 
vehicle. 

•  Follow  the  directions  supplied  by  the  hitch  manufacturer. 

•  Lubricate  the  hitch  ball  with  a  light  coating  of  grease. 

•  Remove  the  trailer  hitch  whenever  you  are  not  towing  a  trailer.  After  removing 
the  hitch,  seal  any  mounting  hole  in  the  vehicle  body  to  prevent  entry  of  any 
substances  into  the  vehicle.

■  Auto  current  cut-off  function 

In  case  of  over  current,  the  auto  cut-off  function  stops  the  power  flowing  to  the  trailer 
lights  to  prevent  damage  to  the  vehicle's  electrical  system. 

This  function  is  activated  when  the  rated  current  of  any  of  the  following  trailer  light  circuit 
components  is  exceeded: 

•  Tail  lights:  maximum  7.8  A 

•  Stop/turn  signal  light  (right):  maximum  4.5  A 

•  Stop/turn  signal  light  (left):  maximum  4.5  A 

■  When  the  auto  current  cut  function  is  activated 

If  a  trailer  light  does  not  come  on  due  to  the  activation  of  the  auto  current  cut  function, 
the  light  system  will  need  to  be  reset. 

Follow  the  reset  procedure  shown  below. 

•  If  a  tail  light  does  not  come  on,  turn  off  the  headlight  switch. 

•  If  the  right-side  stop/turn  signal  light  does  not  come  on,  put  the  turn  signal  in  the  off 
position  or  remove  foot  from  the  brake  pedal. 

•  If  the  left-side  stop/turn  signal  light  does  not  come  on,  put  the  turn  signal  in  the  off  posi¬ 
tion  or  remove  foot  from  the  brake  pedal. 

If  the  emergency  flashers  do  not  operate,  press  the  emergency  flasher  switch  to  turn 
them  off. 

After  the  light  system  is  reset,  operate  the  light  switches  again  to  see  if  the  lights  operate 
normally. 

If  the  lights  do  not  operate  normally,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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Trailer  towing  tips 

Your  vehicle  will  handle  differently  when  towing  a  trailer.  Help  to  avoid  an  acci¬ 
dent,  death  or  serious  injury,  keep  the  following  in  mind  when  towing: 

•  Speed  limits  for  towing  a  trailer  vary  by  state  or  province.  Do  not  exceed  the 
posted  towing  speed  limit. 

•  Lexus  recommends  that  the  vehicle-trailer  speed  limit  is  65  mph  (104  km/h) 
on  a  flat,  straight,  dry  road.  Do  not  exceed  this  limit,  the  posted  towing  speed 
limit  or  the  speed  limit  for  your  trailer  as  set  forth  in  your  trailer  owner's  man¬ 
ual,  whichever  is  lowest.  Instability  of  the  towing  vehicle-trailer  combination 
(trailer  sway)  increases  as  speed  increases.  Exceeding  speed  limits  may  cause 
loss  of  control. 

•  Before  starting  out,  check  the  trailer  lights,  tires  and  the  vehicle-trailer  con¬ 
nections.  Recheck  after  driving  a  short  distance. 

•  Practice  turning,  stopping  and  reversing  with  the  trailer  attached  in  an  area 
away  from  traffic  until  you  become  accustomed  to  the  feel  of  the  vehicle- 
trailer  combination. 

•  Reversing  with  a  trailer  attached  is  difficult  and  requires  practice.  Grip  the 
bottom  of  the  steering  wheel  and  move  your  hand  to  the  left  to  move  the 
trailer  to  the  left.  Move  your  hand  to  the  right  to  move  the  trailer  to  right.  (This 
is  generally  opposite  to  reversing  without  a  trailer  attached.)  Avoid  sharp  or 
prolonged  turning.  Have  someone  guide  you  when  reversing  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  an  accident. 

•  As  stopping  distance  is  increased  when  towing  a  trailer,  vehicle-to  vehicle  dis¬ 
tance  should  be  increased.  For  each  10  mph  (16  km/h)  of  speed,  allow  at  least 
one  vehicle  and  trailer  length. 

•  Avoid  sudden  braking  as  you  may  skid,  resulting  in  the  trailer  jackknifing  and  a 
loss  of  vehicle  control.  This  is  especially  true  on  wet  or  slippery  surfaces. 

•  Avoid  jerky  starts  or  sudden  acceleration. 

•  Avoid  jerky  steering  and  sharp  turns,  and  slow  down  before  making  a  turn. 

•  Note  that  when  making  a  turn,  the  trailer  wheels  will  be  closer  than  the  vehicle 
wheels  to  the  inside  of  the  turn.  Compensate  by  making  a  wider  than  normal 
turning  radius. 

•  Slow  down  before  making  a  turn,  in  cross  winds,  on  wet  or  slippery  surfaces, 
etc. 

Increasing  vehicle  speed  can  destabilize  the  trailer. 

•  Take  care  when  passing  other  vehicles.  Passing  requires  considerable  dis¬ 
tance.  After  passing  a  vehicle,  do  not  forget  the  length  of  your  trailer,  and  be 
sure  you  have  plenty  of  room  before  changing  lanes. 
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•  To  maintain  engine  braking  efficiency  and  charging  system  performance 
when  using  engine  braking,  do  not  put  the  transmission  in  D.  (— >P.  246) 

•  Instability  happens  more  frequently  when  descending  steep  or  long  downhill 
grades.  Before  descending,  slow  down  and  downshift.  Do  not  make  sudden 
downshifts  while  descending  steep  or  long  downhill  grades. 

•  Avoid  holding  the  brake  pedal  down  too  long  or  applying  the  brakes  too  fre¬ 
quently.  This  could  cause  the  brakes  to  overheat  and  result  in  reduced  braking 
efficiency. 

•  Due  to  the  added  load  of  the  trailer,  your  vehicle's  engine  may  overheat  on  hot 
days  (at  temperatures  over  85°F  [30°C])  when  driving  up  a  long  or  steep 
grade.  If  the  engine  coolant  temperature  gauge  indicates  overheating,  imme¬ 
diately  turn  off  the  air  conditioning  (if  in  use),  pull  your  vehicle  off  the  road  and 
stop  in  a  safe  spot.  (— >P.  702) 

•  Always  place  wheel  blocks  under  both  the  vehicle's  and  the  trailer's  wheels 
when  parking.  Put  the  transmission  in  P  and  apply  the  parking  brake.  Avoid 
parking  on  a  slope,  but  if  unavoidable,  do  so  only  after  performing  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

fl~l  Apply  the  brakes  and  keep  them  applied. 

1~2~1  Have  someone  place  wheel  blocks  under  both  the  vehicle's  and  trailer's 
wheels. 

|~3~|  When  the  wheel  blocks  are  in  place,  release  the  brakes  slowly  until  the 
blocks  absorb  the  load. 

|~4]  Shift  into  P  and  apply  the  parking  brake. 

[5]  Turn  off  the  hybrid  system. 

•  When  restarting  after  parking  on  a  slope:

■  Before  towing 

Check  that  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

•  Ensure  that  your  vehicle's  tires  are  properly  inflated.  (— >P.  717) 

•  Trailer  tires  are  inflated  according  to  the  trailer  manufacturer's  recommendation. 

•  All  trailer  lights  work  as  required  by  law. 

•  All  lights  work  each  time  you  connect  them. 

•  The  trailer  ball  is  set  at  the  proper  height  for  the  coupler  on  the  trailer. 

•  The  trailer  is  level  when  it  is  hitched. 

Do  not  drive  if  the  trailer  is  not  level,  and  check  for  improper  tongue  weight,  overload¬ 
ing,  worn  suspension,  or  other  possible  causes. 

•  The  trailer  cargo  is  securely  loaded. 

•  The  rear  view  mirrors  conform  to  all  applicable  federal,  state/ provincial  or  local  regula¬ 
tions.  If  they  do  not,  install  rear  view  mirrors  appropriate  for  towing  purposes. 

■  AVS  (adaptive  variable  suspension  system)  (if  equipped) 

The  suspension  can  be  switched  for  improvement  in  driveability.  (— »P.  383) 
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■  Break-in  schedule 

If  your  vehicle  is  new  or  equipped  with  any  new  power  train  components  (such  as  an 
engine,  hybrid  transmission,  rear  differential  or  wheel  bearing),  Lexus  recommends  that 
you  do  not  tow  a  trailer  until  the  vehicle  has  been  driven  for  over  500  miles  (800  km). 

After  the  vehicle  has  been  driven  for  over  500  miles  (800  km),  you  can  start  towing. 
However,  for  the  next  500  miles  (800  km),  drive  the  vehicle  at  a  speed  of  less  than 
50  mph  (80  km/h)  when  towing  a  trailer,  and  avoid  full  throttle  acceleration. 

■  Maintenance 

•  If  you  tow  a  trailer,  your  vehicle  will  require  more  frequent  maintenance  due  to  the  addi¬ 
tional  load.  (See  “Warranty  and  Services  Guide”,  “Owner's  Manual  Supplement”  or 
“Scheduled  Maintenance”.) 

•  Retighten  the  fixing  bolts  of  the  towing  ball  and  bracket  after  approximately  600  miles 
(1000  km)  of  trailer  towing. 

■  If  trailer  sway  occurs 

One  or  more  factors  (crosswinds,  passing  vehicles,  rough  roads,  etc.)  can  adversely 
affect  handling  of  your  vehicle  and  trailer,  causing  instability. 

•  If  trailer  swaying  occurs: 

•  Firmly  grip  the  steering  wheel.  Steer  straight  ahead. 

Do  not  try  to  control  trailer  swaying  by  turning  the  steering  wheel. 

•  Begin  releasing  the  accelerator  pedal  immediately  but  very  gradually  to  reduce 
speed. 

Do  not  increase  speed.  Do  not  apply  vehicle  brakes. 

If  you  make  no  extreme  correction  with  the  steering  or  brakes,  your  vehicle  and  trailer 
should  stabilize,  (if  enabled,  T railer  Sway  Control  can  also  help  to  stabilize  the  vehicle  and 
trailer.) 

•  After  the  trailer  swaying  has  stopped: 

•  Stop  in  a  safe  place.  Get  all  occupants  out  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Check  the  tires  of  the  vehicle  and  the  trailer. 

•  Check  the  load  in  the  trailer. 

Make  sure  the  load  has  not  shifted. 

Make  sure  the  tongue  weight  is  appropriate,  if  possible. 

•  Check  the  load  in  the  vehicle. 

Make  sure  the  vehicle  is  not  overloaded  after  occupants  get  in. 

If  you  cannot  find  any  problems,  the  speed  at  which  trailer  swaying  occurred  is  beyond 
the  limit  of  your  particular  vehicle-trailer  combination. 

Drive  at  a  lower  speed  to  prevent  instability.  Remember  that  swaying  of  the  towing  vehi¬ 
cle-trailer  increases  as  speed  increases. 
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A  WARNING 

■  Trailer  towing  precautions 

To  tow  a  trailer  safely,  use  extreme  care  and  drive  the  vehicle  in  accordance  with  the 
trailer's  characteristics  and  operating  conditions.  Failure  to  do  so  could  cause  an  acci¬ 
dent  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury.  Vehicle  stability  and  braking  performance  are 
affected  by  trailer  stability,  brake  setting  and  performance,  and  the  hitch.  Your  vehicle 
will  handle  differently  when  towing  a  trailer. 

■  To  avoid  accident  or  injury 

•  Do  not  exceed  the  TWR,  unbraked  TWR,  GCWR,  GVWR  or  GAWR.

•  Do  not  exceed  65  mph  (104  km/h),  the  posted  towing  speed  limit  or  the  speed  limit 
for  your  trailer  as  set  forth  in  your  trailer  owner's  manual,  whichever  is  lowest.  Slow 
down  sufficiently  before  making  a  turn,  in  cross  winds,  on  wet  or  slippery  surface,  etc. 
to  help  avoid  an  accident.  If  you  experience  a  vehicle-trailer  instability  from  reducing 
a  certain  speed,  slow  down  and  make  sure  you  keep  your  vehicle  speed  under  the 
speed  of  which  you  experience  the  instability. 

•  Do  not  make  jerky,  abrupt  or  sharp  turns. 

•  Do  not  apply  the  brakes  suddenly  as  you  may  skid,  resulting  in  jackknifing  and  loss  of 
vehicle  control.

•  Do  not  exceed  the  trailer  hitch  assembly  weight,  gross  vehicle  weight,  gross  axle 
weight  and  trailer  tongue  weight  capacities.

•  Slow  down  and  downshift  before  descending  steep  or  long  downhill  grades.  Do  not 
make  sudden  downshifts  while  descending  steep  or  long  downhill  grades.

Even  though  the  vehicle  may  be  physically  capable  of  towing  a  higher  weight, 
the  operator  must  determine  the  maximum  weight  rating  of  the  particular  hitch  assem¬ 
bly  and  never  exceed  the  maximum  weight  rating  specified  for  the  trailer-hitch. 
Exceeding  the  maximum  weight  rating  set  by  the  trailer-hitch  manufacturer  can  cause 
an  accident  resulting  in  death  or  serious  personal  injuries. 

■  When  towing  a  trailer 

Lexus  recommends  trailers  with  brakes  that  conform  to  any  applicable  federal  and 
state/provincial  regulations. 

•  If  the  gross  trailer  weight  exceeds  unbraked  TWR,  trailer  brakes  are  required.  Lexus 
recommends  trailers  with  brakes  that  conform  to  all  applicable  federal  and  state/ pro¬ 
vincial  regulations. 

•  Never  tap  into  your  vehicle's  hydraulic  system,  as  this  will  lower  the  vehicle's  braking 
effectiveness. 

•  Never  tow  a  trailer  without  using  a  safety  chain  securely  attached  to  both  the  trailer 
and  the  vehicle.  If  damage  occurs  to  the  coupling  unit  or  hitch  ball,  there  is  danger  of 
the  trailer  wandering  into  another  lane.

■  When  starting  the  hybrid  system 

Always  start  the  hybrid  system  while  sitting  in  the  driver's  seat.  Do  not  depress  the 
accelerator  pedal  while  starting  the  hybrid  system  under  any  circumstances. 

Doing  so  may  cause  an  accident  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  Caution  while  driving 

If  hybrid  system  failure  occurs  while  the  vehicle  is  moving,  do  not  lock  or  open  the 
doors  until  the  vehicle  reaches  a  safe  and  complete  stop.  Activation  of  the  steering  lock 
in  this  circumstance  may  lead  to  an  accident,  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  Stopping  the  hybrid  system  in  an  emergency 

If  you  want  to  stop  the  hybrid  system  in  an  emergency  while  driving  the  vehicle,  press 
and  hold  the  power  switch  for  more  than  2  seconds,  or  press  it  briefly  3  times  or  more 
in  succession.  (— »P.  653) 

However,  do  not  touch  the  power  switch  while  driving  except  in  an  emergency.  Turning 
the  hybrid  system  off  while  driving  will  not  cause  loss  of  steering  or  braking  control, 
however,  power  assist  to  the  steering  will  be  lost.  This  will  make  it  more  difficult  to  steer 
smoothly,  so  you  should  pull  over  and  stop  the  vehicle  as  soon  as  it  is  safe  to  do  so. 


NOTICE 


■  To  prevent  12-volt  battery  discharge 

•  Do  not  leave  the  power  switch  in  ACCESSORY  or  ON  mode  for  long  periods  of 
time  without  the  hybrid  system  on. 

•  If  “ACCESSORY”  or  "IGNITION  ON”  is  displayed  on  the  meters  while  the  hybrid 
system  is  not  operating,  the  power  switch  is  not  off.  Exit  the  vehicle  after  turning  the 
power  switch  off. 

•  Do  not  stop  the  hybrid  system  when  the  shift  lever  is  in  a  position  other  than  P.  If  the 
hybrid  system  is  stopped  in  another  shift  lever  position,  the  power  switch  will  not  be 
turned  off  but  instead  be  turned  to  ACCESSORY  mode.  If  the  vehicle  is  left  in 
ACCESSORY  mode,  12-volt  battery  discharge  may  occur. 

■  When  starting  the  hybrid  system 

If  the  hybrid  system  becomes  difficult  to  start,  have  your  vehicle  checked  by  your  Lexus 
dealer  immediately. 

■  Symptoms  indicating  a  malfunction  with  the  power  switch 

If  the  power  switch  seems  to  be  operating  somewhat  differently  than  usual,  such  as  the 
switch  sticking  slightly,  there  may  be  a  malfunction.  Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  immedi¬ 
ately. 
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EV  drive  mode 


In  EV  drive  mode,  electric  power  is  supplied  by  the  hybrid  battery  (traction 
battery),  and  only  the  electric  motor  (traction  motor)  is  used  to  drive  the  vehi¬ 
cle. 

This  mode  allows  you  to  drive  in  residential  areas  early  in  the  morning  and  late 
at  night,  or  in  indoor  parking  lots,  etc.,  without  concern  for  noises  and  gas 
emissions. 

However,  when  the  vehicle  proximity  notification  system  is  active,  the  vehicle 
may  produce  sound. 


Turns  EV  drive  mode  on/off 

When  EV  drive  mode  is  turned  on,  the 
EV  drive  mode  indicator  will  come  on. 

Pressing  the  switch  when  in  EV  drive 
mode  will  return  the  vehicle  to  normal 
driving  (using  the  gasoline  engine  and 
electric  motor  [traction  motor]). 


■  Situations  in  which  EV  drive  mode  cannot  be  turned  on 

It  may  not  be  possible  to  turn  EV  drive  mode  on  in  the  following  situations.  If  it  cannot  be 
turned  on,  a  buzzer  will  sound  and  a  message  will  be  shown  on  the  multi-information  dis- 
play. 

•  The  temperature  of  the  hybrid  system  is  high. 

The  vehicle  has  been  left  in  the  sun,  driven  on  a  hill,  driven  at  high  speeds,  etc. 

•  The  temperature  of  the  hybrid  system  is  low. 

The  vehicle  has  been  left  in  temperatures  lower  than  about  32  °F  (0  °C)  for  a  long 
period  of  time,  etc. 

•  The  gasoline  engine  is  warming  up. 

•  The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  low. 

The  remaining  battery  level  indicated  in  the  “Energy  Monitor”  display  is  low.  (— »P.  125) 

•  Vehicle  speed  is  high. 

•  The  accelerator  pedal  is  depressed  firmly  or  the  vehicle  is  on  a  hill,  etc. 

•  The  windshield  defogger  is  in  use. 
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■  Switching  to  EV  drive  mode  when  the  gasoline  engine  is  cold 

If  the  hybrid  system  is  started  while  the  gasoline  engine  is  cold,  the  gasoline  engine  will 
start  automatically  after  a  short  period  of  time  in  order  to  warm  up.  In  this  case,  you  will 
become  unable  to  switch  to  EV  drive  mode. 

After  the  hybrid  system  has  started  and  the  “READY”  indicator  has  illuminated,  press  the 
EV  drive  mode  switch  before  the  gasoline  engine  starts  to  switch  to  EV  drive  mode. 

■  Automatic  cancelation  of  EV  drive  mode 

When  driving  in  EV  drive  mode,  the  gasoline  engine  may  automatically  restart  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  situations.  When  EV  drive  mode  is  canceled,  a  buzzer  will  sound,  the  EV  drive 
mode  indicator  will  go  off  after  flashing,  and  a  message  is  displayed  on  the  multi-informa¬ 
tion  display. 

•  The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  becomes  low. 

The  remaining  battery  level  indicated  in  the  "Energy  Monitor”  display  is  low.  (— >P.  125) 

•  Vehicle  speed  is  high. 

•  The  accelerator  pedal  is  depressed  firmly  or  the  vehicle  is  on  a  hill,  etc. 

■  Possible  driving  distance  when  driving  in  EV  drive  mode 

EV  drive  mode's  possible  driving  distance  ranges  from  a  few  hundred  meters  to  approxi¬ 
mately  0.6  mile  (1  km).  However,  depending  on  vehicle  conditions,  there  are  situations 
when  EV  drive  mode  cannot  be  used.  (The  distance  that  is  possible  depends  on  the 
hybrid  battery  [traction  battery]  level  and  driving  conditions.) 

■  Fuel  economy 

The  hybrid  system  is  designed  to  achieve  the  best  possible  fuel  economy  during  normal 
driving  (using  the  gasoline  engine  and  electric  motor  [traction  motor]).  Driving  in  EV 
drive  mode  more  than  necessary  may  lower  fuel  economy. 


A  WARNING 


■  Caution  while  driving 

When  driving  in  EV  drive  mode  no  engine  noise  is  made.  As  such,  pedestrians,  people 
riding  bicycles  or  other  people  and  vehicles  in  the  surrounding  area  may  not  be  aware 
of  the  vehicle  starting  off  or  approaching  them.  Therefore,  take  extra  care  while  driving 
even  if  the  vehicle  proximity  notification  system  is  active.

Be  careful  of  downshifting  and  sudden  acceleration,  as  this  could  result  in  the  vehicle 
skidding  to  the  side  or  spinning.

Before  pressing  the  shift  lock  override  button,  make  sure  to  set  the  parking  brake  and 
depress  the  brake  pedal.

The  brake  hold  system  keeps  the  brake  applied  when  the  shift  lever  is  in  D,  S  or 
N  with  the  system  on  and  the  brake  pedal  has  been  depressed  to  stop  the  vehi¬ 
cle.

In  addition,  if  any 
of  the  conditions  are  detected  while  the  system  is  holding  the  brakes,  a  warning  buzzer 
will  sound  and  a  message  will  be  shown  on  the  multi-information  display.  The  parking 
brake  will  then  be  set  automatically.

•  If  the  brake  pedal  is  left  released  for  a  period  of  about  3  minutes  after  the  system  has 
started  holding  the  brakes,  the  parking  brake  will  be  set  automatically.

The  daytime  running  lights  remain  on  after  they  illuminate,  even  if  the  parking  brake  is  set 
again.

•  The  relative  speed  between  your  vehicle  and  the  vehicle  or  pedestrian  ahead  is

The  system  may  not  operate  in  the  following  situations:  ^ 

•  If  a  12-volt  battery  terminal  has  been  disconnected  and  reconnected  and  then  the  vehi¬ 
cle  has  not  been  driven  for  a  certain  amount  of  time 

•  If  the  shift  lever  is  in  R 

•  If  VSC  is  disabled  (only  the  pre-collision  warning  function  will  be  operational) 

■  Pedestrian  detection  function 


The  pre-collision  system  detects  pedestrians 
based  on  the  size,  profile,  and  motion  of  a 
detected  object.  However,  a  pedestrian  may  not 
be  detected  depending  on  the  surrounding 
brightness  and  the  motion,  posture,  and  angle  of 
the  detected  object,  preventing  the  system  from 
operating  properly.  (— >P.  295) 


■  Cancelation  of  the  pre-collision  braking

•  If  a  vehicle  ahead  makes  an  abrupt  maneuver  (such  as  sudden  swerving,  accelera¬ 
tion  or  deceleration) 

•  When  suddenly  cutting  behind  a  preceding  vehicle 

•  When  a  vehicle  ahead  is  not  directly  in  front 
of  your  vehicle 


When  driving  in  inclement  weather  such  as  heavy  rain,  fog,  snow  or  a  sandstorm 
When  the  vehicle  is  hit  by  water,  snow,  dust,  etc.  from  a  vehicle  ahead 
When  driving  through  steam  or  smoke 

When  driving  in  a  place  where  the  surrounding  brightness  changes  suddenly,  such 
as  at  the  entrance  or  exit  of  a  tunnel 

When  a  very  bright  light,  such  as  the  sun  or  the  headlights  of  oncoming  traffic,  shines 
directly  into  the  camera  sensor 

When  the  surrounding  area  is  dim,  such  as  at  dawn  or  dusk,  or  while  at  night  or  in  a

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•  After  the  hybrid  system  has  started  the  vehicle  has  not  been  driven  for  a  certain

•  While  making  a  left/ right  turn  and  for  a  few  seconds  after  making  a  left/ right  turn

•  If  your  vehicle  is  skidding 

•  If  the  front  of  the  vehicle  is  raised  or  low¬ 
ered 


•  If  the  wheels  are  misaligned 

•  If  a  wiper  blade  is  blocking  the  camera  sensor 

•  The  vehicle  is  wobbling. 

•  The  vehicle  is  being  driven  at  extremely  high  speeds. 

•  When  driving  on  a  hill 

•  If  the  radar  sensor  or  camera  sensor  is  misaligned 

#  In  some  situations  such  as  the  following,  sufficient  braking  force  may  not  be  obtained, 
preventing  the  system  from  performing  properly: 

•  If  the  braking  functions  cannot  operate  to  their  full  extent,  such  as  when  the  brake  ^ 

parts  are  extremely  cold,  extremely  hot,  or  wet  <. 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  not  properly  maintained  (brakes  or  tires  are  excessively  worn,  to 
improper  tire  inflation  pressure,  etc.) 

•  When  the  vehicle  is  being  driven  on  a  gravel  road  or  other  slippery  surface 

•  Some  pedestrians  such  as  the  following  may  not  be  detected  by  the  radar  sensor  and 
camera  sensor,  preventing  the  system  from  operating  properly: 

•  Pedestrians  shorter  than  approximately  3.2  ft.  (1  m)  or  taller  than  approximately  6.5 
ft.  (2  m) 

•  Pedestrians  wearing  oversized  clothing  (a  rain  coat,  long  skirt,  etc.),  making  their  sil¬ 
houette  obscure 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  carrying  large  baggage,  holding  an  umbrella,  etc.,  hiding  part 
of  their  body 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  bending  forward  or  squatting 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  pushing  a  stroller,  wheelchair,  bicycle  or  other  vehicle 

•  Groups  of  pedestrians  which  are  close  together 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  wearing  white  and  look  extremely  bright 

•  Pedestrians  in  the  dark,  such  as  at  night  or  while  in  a  tunnel 

•  Pedestrians  whose  clothing  appears  to  be  nearly  the  same  color  or  brightness  as 
their  surroundings 

•  Pedestrians  near  walls,  fences,  guardrails,  or  large  objects 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  on  a  metal  object  (manhole  cover,  steel  plate,  etc.)  on  the  road 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  walking  fast 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  changing  speed  abruptly 

•  Pedestrians  running  out  from  behind  a  vehicle  or  a  large  object 

•  Pedestrians  who  are  extremely  close  to  the  side  of  the  vehicle  (outside  rear  view 
mirror,  etc.) 
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■  If  the  PCS  warning  light  flashes  or  illuminates  and  a  warning  message  is  displayed  on 
the  multi-information  display 

The  pre-collision  system  may  be  temporarily  unavailable  or  there  may  be  a  malfunction 
in  the  system. 

#  In  the  following  situations,  the  warning  light  will  turn  off,  the  message  will  disappear  and 
the  system  will  become  operational  when  normal  operating  conditions  return: 

•  When  the  radar  sensor  or  camera  sensor  or  the  area  around  either  sensor  is  hot, 
such  as  in  the  sun 

•  When  the  radar  sensor  or  camera  sensor  or  the  area  around  either  sensor  is  cold, 
such  as  in  an  extremely  cold  environment 

•  When  a  front  sensor  is  dirty  or  covered  with  snow,  etc. 

•  When  the  part  of  the  windshield  in  front  of  the  camera  sensor  is  fogged  up  or  cov¬ 
ered  with  condensation  or  ice  (Defogging  the  windshield:  — »P.  516) 

•  If  the  camera  sensor  is  obstructed,  such  as  when  the  hood  is  open  or  a  sticker  is 
attached  to  the  windshield  near  the  camera  sensor 

#  If  the  PCS  warning  light  continues  to  flash  or  remains  illuminated  or  the  warning  mes¬ 
sage  does  not  disappear  even  though  the  vehicle  has  returned  to  normal,  the  system 
may  be  malfunctioning.  Have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Lexus  dealer  immediately. 

■  If  VSC  is  disabled 

•  If  VSC  is  disabled  (— »P.  385),  the  pre-collision  brake  assist  and  pre-collision  braking 
functions  are  also  disabled. 

•  The  PCS  warning  light  will  turn  on  and  “VSC  Turned  Off  Pre-Collision  Brake  System 
Unavailable”  will  be  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display. 
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LKA  (Lane-Keeping  Assisi) 


Summary  of  functions 

When  driving  on  highways  and  freeways  with  white  or  yellow  lines,  this  function 
alerts  the  driver  when  the  vehicle  might  depart  from  its  lane  and  provides  assis¬ 
tance  by  operating  the  steering  wheel  to  keep  the  vehicle  in  its  lane.  Further¬ 
more,  the  system  also  provides  steering  assistance  when  dynamic  radar  cruise 
control  with  full-speed  range  is  operating  to  keep  the  vehicle  in  its  lane. 

The  LKA  system  recognizes  visible 
white  or  yellow  lines  with  the  camera 
sensor  on  the  upper  portion  of  the 
windshield. 
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Functions  included  in  LKA  system 

Lane  departure  alert  function 

When  the  system  determines  that 
the  vehicle  might  depart  from  its 
lane,  a  warning  is  displayed  on  the 
multi-information  display,  and  either 
the  warning  buzzer  sounds  or  the 
steering  wheel  vibrates  to  alert  the 
driver. 

When  the  warning  buzzer  sounds  or 
the  steering  wheel  vibrates,  check 
the  surrounding  road  situation  and 
carefully  operate  the  steering  wheel 
to  move  the  vehicle  back  to  the  cen¬ 
ter  within  the  white  (yellow)  lines. 


Steering  assist  function 

When  the  system  determines  that 
the  vehicle  might  depart  from  its 
lane,  the  system  provides  assistance 
as  necessary  by  operating  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  in  small  amounts  for  a 
short  period  of  time  to  keep  the 
vehicle  in  its  lane.

This  function  is  linked  with  radar 
cruise  control  and  provides  the 
required  assistance  by  operating  the 
steering  wheel  to  keep  the  vehicle  in 
its  current  lane. 

When  radar  cruise  control  is  not 
operating,  the  lane  centering  func¬ 
tion  does  not  operate.

■  Before  using  LKA  system 

Do  not  rely  solely  upon  the  LKA  system.  LKA  is  not  a  system  which  automatically 
drives  the  vehicle  or  reduces  the  amount  of  attention  that  must  be  paid  to  the  area  in 
front  of  the  vehicle.  The  driver  must  always  assume  full  responsibility  for  driving  safely 
by  always  paying  careful  attention  to  the  surrounding  conditions  and  operate  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  to  correct  the  path  of  the  vehicle.  Also,  make  sure  to  take  adequate  breaks 
when  fatigued,  such  as  from  driving  for  a  long  period  of  time.

The  system  may  not  operate  properly  and  lead  to  an  accident,  resulting  in  death  or 
serious  injury. 

•  A  spare  tire,  tire  chains,  etc.,  are  equipped. 

•  When  the  tires  have  been  excessively  worn,  or  when  the  tire  inflation  pressure  is  low. 

•  Tires  which  differ  by  structure,  manufacturer,  brand  or  tread  pattern  are  used. 

•  Objects  or  patterns  that  could  be  mistaken  for  white  (yellow)  lines  are  present  on  the 
side  of  the  road  (guardrails,  curbs,  reflective  poles,  etc.). 

•  Vehicle  is  driven  on  a  snow-covered  road. 

•  White  (yellow)  lines  are  difficult  to  see  due  to  rain,  snow,  fog,  dust,  etc. 

•  Asphalt  repair  marks,  white  (yellow)  line  marks,  etc.,  are  present  due  to  road  repair. 

•  Vehicle  is  driven  in  a  temporary  lane  or  restricted  lane  due  to  construction  work. 

•  Vehicle  is  driven  on  a  road  surface  which  is  slippery  due  to  rainy  weather,  fallen  snow, 
freezing,  etc. 

•  Vehicle  is  driven  in  traffic  lanes  other  than  on  highways  and  freeways. 

•  Vehicle  is  driven  in  a  construction  zone. 

•  When  your  vehicle  is  towing  a  trailer  or  during  emergency  towing 

■  Preventing  LKA  system  malfunctions  and  operations  performed  by  mistake 

•  Do  not  modify  the  headlights  or  place  stickers,  etc.,  on  the  surface  of  the  lights. 

•  Do  not  modify  the  suspension  etc.  If  the  suspension  etc.  needs  to  be  replaced,  con¬ 
tact  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Do  not  install  or  place  anything  on  the  hood  or  grille.  Also,  do  not  install  a  grille  guard 
(bull  bars,  kangaroo  bar,  etc.). 

•  If  your  windshield  needs  repairs,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer.

•  ABS,  VSC,  TRAC  and  PCS  are  not  operating. 

•  TRAC  or  VSC  is  not  turned  off. 

•  Steering  assist  function  is  not  operating. 
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■  Temporary  cancellation  of  functions 

When  operation  conditions  are  no  longer  met,  a  function  may  be  temporarily  canceled. 
However,  when  the  operation  conditions  are  met  again,  operation  of  the  function  is  auto¬ 
matically  restored.  (— »P.  303) 

■  Steering  assist  function/lane  centering  function 

Depending  on  the  vehicle  speed,  lane  departure  situation,  road  conditions,  etc.,  the 
operation  of  the  functions  may  not  be  recognized  or  the  functions  may  not  operate. 

■  Lane  departure  alert  function 

The  warning  buzzer  may  be  difficult  to  hear  due  to  external  noise,  audio  playback,  etc. 
Also,  it  may  be  difficult  to  feel  steering  wheel  vibrations  due  to  the  road  conditions,  etc. 

■  Hands  off  steering  wheel  alert 

When  the  system  determines  that  the  driver  has  removed  their  hands  from  the  steering 
wheel  while  the  steering  assist  function  or  lane  centering  function  is  operating,  a  warning 
message  is  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display  and  the  buzzer  sounds. 

■  White  (yellow)  lines  are  only  on  one  side  of  road 

The  LKA  system  will  not  operate  for  the  side  on  which  white  (yellow)  lines  could  not  be 
recognized. 
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■  Conditions  in  which  functions  may  not  operate  properly 

In  the  following  situations,  the  camera  sensor  may  not  detect  white  (yellow)  lines  and  var¬ 
ious  functions  may  not  operate  normally. 

•  There  are  shadows  on  the  road  that  run  parallel  with,  or  cover,  the  white  (yellow)  lines. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  in  an  area  without  white  (yellow)  lines,  such  as  in  front  of  a  tollgate 
or  checkpoint,  or  at  an  intersection,  etc. 

•  The  white  (yellow)  lines  are  cracked,  "Botts'  dots”,  “Raised  pavement  marker”  or  stones 
are  present. 

•  The  white  (yellow)  lines  cannot  be  seen  or  are  difficult  to  see  due  to  sand,  etc. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  a  road  surface  that  is  wet  due  to  rain,  puddles,  etc. 

•  The  traffic  lines  are  yellow  (which  may  be  more  difficult  to  recognize  than  lines  that  are 
white). 

•  The  white  (yellow)  lines  cross  over  a  curb,  etc. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  a  bright  surface,  such  as  concrete. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  a  surface  that  is  bright  due  to  reflected  light,  etc. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  in  an  area  where  the  brightness  changes  suddenly,  such  as  at  the 
entrances  and  exits  of  tunnels,  etc. 

•  Light  from  the  headlights  of  an  oncoming  vehicle,  the  sun,  etc.,  enters  the  camera. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  where  the  road  diverges,  merges,  etc. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  a  slope. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  a  road  which  tilts  left  or  right,  or  a  winding  road. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  on  an  unpaved  or  rough  road. 

•  The  vehicle  is  driven  around  a  sharp  curve. 

•  The  traffic  lane  is  excessively  narrow  or  wide. 

•  The  vehicle  is  extremely  tilted  due  to  carrying  heavy  luggage  or  having  improper  tire 
pressure. 

•  The  distance  to  the  preceding  vehicle  is  extremely  short. 

•  The  vehicle  is  moving  up  and  down  a  large  amount  due  to  road  conditions  during  driv¬ 
ing  (poor  roads  or  road  seams). 

•  The  headlight  lenses  are  dirty  and  emit  a  faint  amount  of  light  at  night,  or  the  beam  axis 
has  deviated. 

•  The  vehicle  is  struck  by  a  crosswind. 

•  The  vehicle  has  just  changed  lanes  or  crossed  an  intersection. 

•  Snow  tires,  etc.,  are  equipped. 

■  If  the  LKA  indicator  is  illuminated  in  amber  and  a  warning  message  is  displayed  on  the 
multi-information  display

■  Before  using  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range 

Driving  safely  is  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  driver.  Do  not  rely  solely  on  the  system, 
and  drive  safely  by  always  paying  careful  attention  to  your  surroundings. 

The  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  provides  driving  assistance  to 
reduce  the  driver's  burden.  However,  there  are  limitations  to  the  assistance  provided. 

Set  the  speed  appropriately  depending  on  the  speed  limit,  traffic  flow,  road  conditions, 
weather  conditions,  etc.  The  driver  is  responsible  for  checking  the  set  speed. 

Even  when  the  system  is  functioning  normally,  the  condition  of  the  preceding  vehicle  as 
detected  by  the  system  may  differ  from  the  condition  observed  by  the  driver.  There¬ 
fore,  the  driver  must  always  remain  alert,  assess  the  danger  of  each  situation  and  drive 
safely.  Relying  on  this  system  or  assuming  the  system  ensures  safety  while  driving  can 
lead  to  an  accident,  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  Cautions  regarding  the  driving  assist  systems 

Observe  the  following  precautions,  as  there  are  limitations  to  the  assistance  provided 
by  the  system. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  an  accident  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Assisting  the  driver  to  measure  following  distance 

The  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  is  only  intended  to  help  the 
driver  in  determining  the  following  distance  between  the  driver's  own  vehicle  and  a 
designated  vehicle  traveling  ahead.  It  is  not  a  mechanism  that  allows  careless  or  inat¬ 
tentive  driving,  and  it  is  not  a  system  that  can  assist  the  driver  in  low-visibility  condi¬ 
tions.  It  is  still  necessary  for  driver  to  pay  close  attention  to  the  vehicle's  surroundings. 

•  Assisting  the  driver  to  judge  proper  following  distance 

The  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  determines  whether  the  fol¬ 
lowing  distance  between  the  driver's  own  vehicle  and  a  designated  vehicle  traveling 
ahead  is  within  a  set  range.  It  is  not  capable  of  making  any  other  type  of  judgement. 
Therefore,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  driver  to  remain  vigilant  and  to  determine 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  possibility  of  danger  in  any  given  situation. 

•  Assisting  the  driver  to  operate  the  vehicle 

The  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  has  limited  capability  to  pre¬ 
vent  or  avoid  a  collision  with  a  vehicle  traveling  ahead.  Therefore,  if  there  is  ever  any 
danger,  the  driver  must  take  immediate  and  direct  control  of  the  vehicle  and  act 
appropriately  in  order  to  ensure  the  safety  of  all  involved. 

■  To  avoid  inadvertent  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  activation 

Switch  the  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  off  using  the  "ON/OFF” 
button  when  not  in  use. 
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A  WARNING 

■  Situations  unsuitable  for  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range 

Do  not  use  dynamic  radar  cruise  control  with  full-speed  range  in  any  of  the  following 
situations. 

Doing  so  may  result  in  inappropriate  speed  control  and  could  cause  an  accident  result¬ 
ing  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Roads  where  there  are  pedestrians,  cyclers,  etc. 

•  In  heavy  traffic 

•  On  roads  with  sharp  bends 

•  On  winding  roads 

•  On  slippery  roads,  such  as  those  covered  with  rain,  ice  or  snow 

•  On  steep  downhills,  or  where  there  are  sudden  changes  between  sharp  up  and  down 
gradients 

Vehicle  speed  may  exceed  the  set  speed  when  driving  down  a  steep  hill. 

•  At  entrances  to  freeways  and  highways

•  When  your  vehicle  is  towing  a  trailer  or  during  emergency  towing 

•  When  an  approach  warning  buzzer  is  heard  often 
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Driving  in  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control  mode 

This  mode  employs  a  radar  sensor  to  detect  the  presence  of  vehicles  up  to 
approximately  328  ft.  (100  m)  ahead,  determines  the  current  vehicle-to-vehicle 
following  distance,  and  operates  to  maintain  a  suitable  following  distance  from 
the  vehicle  ahead. 

Note  that  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  will  close  in  when  traveling  on  downhill  slopes.

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■  Automatic  cancelation  of  constant  speed  control  mode 

Constant  speed  control  mode  is  automatically  canceled  in  the  following  situations: 

•  Actual  vehicle  speed  is  more  than  approximately  10  mph  (16  km/h)  below  the  set  vehi¬ 
cle  speed.

■  When  the  sensor  may  not  be  correctly  detecting  the  vehicle  ahead 

In  the  case  of  the  following  and  depending  on  the  conditions,  operate  the  brake  pedal 
when  deceleration  of  the  system  is  insufficient  or  operate  the  accelerator  pedal  when 
acceleration  is  required. 

As  the  sensor  may  not  be  able  to  correctly  detect  these  types  of  vehicles,  the  approach 
warning  (— >P.  314)  may  not  be  activated.

■  The  intuitive  parking  assist  can  be  operated  when 

•  Front  corner  sensors: 

•  The  power  switch  is  in  ON  mode. 

•  The  shift  lever  is  in  other  than  P. 

•  The  vehicle  speed  is  less  than  about  6  mph  (10  km/h). 

(At  any  speed  when  the  shift  lever  is  in  R) 

•  Front  center  sensors: 

•  The  power  switch  is  in  ON  mode. 

•  The  shift  lever  is  in  other  than  P  or  R. 

•  The  vehicle  speed  is  less  than  about  6  mph  (10  km/h). 

•  Rear  corner  and  rear  center  sensors: 

•  The  power  switch  is  in  ON  mode.

■  Intuitive  parking  assist  display 

•  Vehicles  with  a  Lexus  Display  Audio  system/navigation  system  (8-inch  display):  When 
an  object  is  detected  while  the  Lexus  parking  assist  monitor  or  panoramic  view  monitor 
is  in  use,  the  warning  indicator  will  appear  in  the  upper  part  of  the  screen  even  if  the  dis¬ 
play  setting  has  been  set  to  off. 
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•  Vehicles  with  a  navigation  system  (12.3-inch  display):  If  the  intuitive  parking  assist  dis¬ 
play  is  set  to  on,  detected  objects  will  also  be  displayed  on  the  panoramic  view  monitor.

■  Sensor  detection  information 

•  The  sensor's  detection  areas  are  limited  to  the  areas  around  the  vehicle's  bumper. 

•  Certain  vehicle  conditions  and  the  surrounding  environment  may  affect  the  ability  of  a 
sensor  to  correctly  detect  an  object.  Particular  instances  where  this  may  occur  are 
listed  below. 

•  There  is  dirt,  snow  or  ice  on  the  sensor.  (Wiping  the  sensors  will  resolve  this  prob¬ 
lem.) 

•  The  sensor  is  frozen.  (Thawing  the  area  will  resolve  this  problem.) 

In  especially  cold  weather,  if  a  sensor  is  frozen  the  screen  may  show  an  abnormal 
display,  or  obstacles  may  not  be  detected. 

•  The  sensor  is  covered  in  any  way. 

•  The  vehicle  is  leaning  considerably  to  one  side. 

•  When  a  sensor  or  the  area  around  a  sensor  is  extremely  hot  or  cold. 

•  On  an  extremely  bumpy  road,  on  an  incline,  on  gravel,  or  on  grass. 

•  The  vicinity  of  the  vehicle  is  noisy  due  to  vehicle  horns,  motorcycle  engines,  air 
brakes  of  large  vehicles,  or  other  loud  noises  producing  ultrasonic  waves. 

•  There  is  another  vehicle  equipped  with  parking  assist  sensors  in  the  vicinity. 

•  The  sensor  is  coated  with  a  sheet  of  spray  or  heavy  rain. 

•  The  bumper  or  sensor  receives  a  strong  impact. 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  significantly  tilted.  ^ 

•  The  vehicle  is  approaching  a  tall  or  curved  curb.  < 

•  In  harsh  sunlight  or  intense  cold  weather.  to 

•  The  area  directly  under  the  bumpers  is  not  detected. 

•  If  objects  draw  too  close  to  the  sensor. 

•  People  may  not  be  detected  if  they  are  wearing  certain  types  of  clothing. 

In  addition  to  the  examples  above,  there  are  instances  in  which,  because  of  their  shape, 
signs  and  other  objects  may  be  judged  by  a  sensor  to  be  closer  than  they  are. 

•  The  shape  of  the  object  may  prevent  a  sensor  from  detecting  it.  Pay  particular  attention 
to  the  following  objects: 

•  Wires,  fences,  ropes,  etc. 

•  Cotton,  snow  and  other  materials  that  absorb  sound  waves 

•  Sharply-angled  objects 

•  Low  obstacles 

•  Tall  obstacles  with  upper  sections  projecting  outwards  in  the  direction  of  your  vehi¬ 
cle 

•  The  following  situations  may  occur  during  use. 

•  Depending  on  the  shape  of  the  object  and  other  factors,  the  detection  distance  may 
shorten,  or  detection  may  be  impossible. 

•  Objects  may  not  be  detected  if  they  are  too  close  to  the  sensor. 

•  There  will  be  a  short  delay  between  object  detection  and  display.  Even  at  slow 
speeds,  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  object  will  come  within  the  sensor's  detection 
areas  before  the  display  is  shown  and  the  buzzer  sounds. 

•  Thin  posts  or  objects  lower  than  the  sensor  may  not  be  detected  when  approached, 
even  if  they  have  been  detected  once. 

•  It  might  be  difficult  to  hear  beeps  due  to  the  volume  of  audio  system  or  air  flow  noise 
of  the  air  conditioning  system. 
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■  If  “Clean  Parking  Assist  Sensor"  is  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display 

A  sensor  may  be  dirty  or  covered  with  snow  or  ice.  In  such  cases,  if  it  is  removed  from  the 
sensor,  the  system  should  return  to  normal. 

Also,  due  to  the  sensor  being  frozen  at  low  temperatures,  a  malfunction  display  may 
appear  or  an  object  may  not  be  detected.  If  the  sensor  thaws  out,  the  system  should 
return  to  normal. 

■  If  "Parking  Assist  Malfunction"  is  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display 

Depending  on  the  malfunction  of  the  sensor,  the  device  may  not  be  working  normally. 
Have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Lexus  dealer.

•  Do  not  use  the  sensor  at  speeds  in  excess  of  6  mph  (10  km/h). 

•  The  sensors'  detection  areas  and  reaction  times  are  limited.  When  moving  forward  or 
reversing,  check  the  areas  surrounding  the  vehicle  (especially  the  sides  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle)  for  safety,  and  drive  slowly,  using  the  brake  to  control  the  vehicle's  speed. 

•  Do  not  install  accessories  within  the  sensors'  detection  areas.

■  When  using  intuitive  parking  assist 

In  the  following  situations,  the  system  may  not  function  correctly  due  to  a  sensor  mal¬ 
function,  etc.  Have  the  vehicle  checked  by  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  The  intuitive  parking  assist  operation  display  flashes,  and  a  buzzer  sounds  when  no 
obstacles  are  detected. 

•  If  the  area  around  a  sensor  collides  with  something,  or  is  subjected  to  strong  impact. 

•  If  the  bumper  collides  with  something. 

•  If  the  display  shows  continuously  without  beeping,  except  when  the  buzzer  mute 
switch  has  been  turned  on. 

•  If  a  display  error  occurs,  first  check  the  sensor.

If  a  collision  with  a  wall  or  other  stationary  object  may  occur  due  to  the  vehicle 
suddenly  moving  forward  due  to  an  accidental  accelerator  pedal  operation, 
the  vehicle  moving  the  unintended  direction  due  to  the  wrong  shift  position 
being  selected,  or  while  parking  or  traveling  at  low  speeds,  the  sensors  sta¬ 
tionary  detect  objects,  such  as  a  wall,  in  the  traveling  direction  of  the  vehicle, 
and  the  system  operates  to  lessen  an  impact  with  a  stationary  object  and 
reduce  the  resulting  collision  damage.

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■  The  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  will  operate  when 

The  function  will  operate  when  the  ICS  OFF  indicator  is  not  illuminated  or  flashing  (— >P. 
345,  353)  and  all  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

•  Hybrid  system  output  restriction  control 

•  The  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  system  is  enabled. 

•  The  vehicle  speed  is  10  mph  (15  km/h)  or  less. 

•  There  is  a  stationary  object  in  the  traveling  direction  of  the  vehicle  and  6  to  13  ft.  (2 
to  4  m)  away. 

•  The  system  determines  that  a  stronger-than-normal  brake  operation  is  necessary  to 
avoid  a  collision.

■  Detection  range  of  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function 

The  detection  range  of  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  differs  from  the  detec¬ 
tion  range  of  the  intuitive  parking  assist.  (— >P.  337) 

Therefore,  even  if  the  intuitive  parking  assist  detects  an  object  and  provides  a  warning, 
the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  may  not  start  operating. 

■  If  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  has  operated 

If  the  vehicle  is  stopped  due  to  operation  of  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function,  the 
Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  system  will  be  disabled  and  the  ICS  OFF  indicator  will  illumi¬ 
nate. 
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■  Re-enabling  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  system 

To  re-enable  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  system  when  it  is  disabled  due  to  operation 
of  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function,  either  enable  the  system  again  (— »P.  345),  or 
turn  the  power  switch  off  and  then  back  to  ON  mode. 

Additionally,  if  the  object  becomes  no  longer  in  the  traveling  direction  of  the  vehicle  or  if 
the  traveling  direction  of  the  vehicle  changes  (such  as  changing  from  moving  forward  to 
backing  up,  or  from  backing  up  to  moving  forward),  the  system  will  be  re-enabled  auto¬ 
matically.

•  Objects  which  are  not  perpendicular  to  the  ground,  are  not  perpendicular  to  the  travel¬ 
ing  direction  of  the  vehicle,  are  uneven  or  are  waving. 

•  Low  objects 

•  Thin  objects  such  as  wires,  fences,  ropes  and  signposts 

•  Objects  that  are  extremely  close  to  the  bumper 

■  Intuitive  parking  assist  buzzer 

Regardless  of  whether  the  intuitive  parking  assist  system  is  enabled  or  not  (— >P.  332),  if 
the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  system  is  enabled  (— »P.  345),  the  front  or  rear  sensors 
detect  an  object  and  brake  control  is  performed,  the  intuitive  parking  assist  buzzer  will 
sound  to  notify  the  driver  of  the  approximate  distance  to  the  object. 
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■  Situations  in  which  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  may  operate  even  if  there 
is  no  possibility  of  a  collision 

In  some  situations  such  as  the  following,  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  may 
operate  even  though  there  is  no  possibility  of  a  collision. 

•  Vehicle  surroundings 


•  When  driving  on  a  narrow  road 


•  When  driving  on  a  gravel  road  or  in  an 
area  with  tall  grass 


•  When  driving  toward  a  banner,  flag,  low-hanging  branch  or  boom  barrier  (such  as 
those  used  at  railroad  crossings,  toll  gates  and  parking  lots). 

•  When  driving  on  a  narrow  path  surrounded  by  a  structure,  such  as  in  a  tunnel  or  on 
an  iron  bridge 

•  When  parallel  parking 

•  When  there  is  a  rut  or  hole  in  the  surface  of  the  road 

•  When  driving  on  a  metal  cover  (grating),  such  as  those  used  for  drainage  ditches 

•  When  driving  on  a  steep  slope 

•  If  a  sensor  is  hit  by  a  larqe  amount  of  water,  such  as  when  drivinq  on  a  flooded  road 

•  Weather 

•  If  a  sensor  is  covered  with  ice,  snow,  dirt,  etc.  (when  cleared,  the  system  will  return  to 
normal) 

•  If  heavy  rain  or  water  strikes  a  sensor 

•  When  driving  in  inclement  weather  such  as  fog,  snow  or  a  sandstorm 

•  Other  ultrasonic  waves  sources 


•  When  vehicle  horns,  vehicle  detectors,  motorcycle  engines,  air  brakes  of  large  vehi¬ 
cles,  the  clearance  sonar  of  other  vehicles  or  other  devices  which  produce  ultra¬ 
sonic  waves  are  near  the  vehicle 

•  If  a  sticker  or  an  electronic  component,  such  as  a  backlit  license  plate  (especially  flu¬ 
orescent  type),  fog  lights,  a  fender  pole  or  wireless  antenna  is  installed  near  a  sensor 

•  Changes  in  the  vehicle  posture 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  significantly  tilted 

•  If  the  front  of  the  vehicle  is  raised  or  lowered  due  to  the  carried  load 

•  If  the  orientation  of  a  sensor  has  been  changed  due  to  a  collision  or  other  impact 
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■  If  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  operates  unnecessarily  such  as  at  a  railroad 
crossing 

Even  in  the  event  that  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  function  operates  unnecessarily, 
such  as  at  a  railroad  crossing,  brake  control  will  be  canceled  after  approximately  2  sec¬ 
onds,  allowing  you  to  proceed  forward  and  leave  the  area,  Brake  control  can  also  be 
canceled  by  depressing  the  brake  pedal.  Depressing  the  accelerator  pedal  again  will 
allow  you  to  proceed  forward  and  leave  the  area. 

■  Situations  in  which  the  Intelligent  Clearance  Sonar  Brake  function  may  not  operate 
properly 

In  some  situations  such  as  the  following,  this  function  may  not  operate  properly. 

•  Weather 


•  When  a  sensor  or  the  area  around  a  sen¬ 
sor  is  extremely  hot  or  cold 


•  When  strong  winds  are  blowing 


•  If  a  sensor  is  covered  with  ice,  snow,  dirt,  etc.  (when  cleared,  the  system  will  return  to 
normal) 

•  If  heavy  rain  or  water  strikes  a  sensor 

•  When  driving  in  inclement  weather  such  as  fog,  snow  or  a  sandstorm 

•  Vehicle  surroundings 

•  When  an  object  that  cannot  be  detected  is  between  the  vehicle  and  a  detected 
object 

•  If  an  object  such  as  a  vehicle,  motorcycle,  bicycle  or  pedestrian  cuts  in  front  of  the 
vehicle  or  runs  out  from  the  side  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Other  ultrasonic  waves  sources 

•  When  vehicle  horns,  vehicle  detectors,  motorcycle  engines,  air  brakes  of  large  vehi¬ 
cles,  the  clearance  sonar  of  other  vehicles  or  other  devices  which  produce  ultra¬ 
sonic  waves  are  near  the  vehicle 

•  If  a  sticker  or  an  electronic  component,  such  as  a  backlit  license  plate  (especially  flu¬ 
orescent  type),  fog  lights,  a  fender  pole  or  wireless  antenna  is  installed  near  a  sensor 

•  Changes  in  the  vehicle  posture 

•  If  the  vehicle  is  significantly  tilted 

•  If  the  front  of  the  vehicle  is  raised  or  lowered  due  to  the  carried  load 

•  If  the  orientation  of  a  sensor  has  been  changed  due  to  a  collision  or  other  impact 
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■  If  a  12-volt  battery  terminal  has  been  disconnected  and  reconnected 

The  system  needs  to  be  initialized. 

To  initialize  the  system,  drive  the  vehicle  straight  ahead  for  5  seconds  or  more  at  a  speed 
of  approximately  22  mph  (35  km/h)  or  more. 

■  If  “ICS  Unavailable”  is  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display  and  the  ICS  OFF  indi¬ 
cator  is  flashing

■  When  using  the  Lexus  parking  assist  monitor  system 

The  parking  assist  monitor  is  a  supplemental  device  intended  to  assist  the  driver  when 
backing  up.  When  backing  up,  be  sure  to  check  visually  behind  and  all  around  the  vehi¬ 
cle  before  proceeding. 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  avoid  an  accident  that  could  result  in  death  or 
serious  injuries. 

•  Never  depend  on  the  parking  assist  monitor  entirely  when  backing  up.  The  image 
and  the  position  of  the  guide  lines  displayed  on  the  screen  may  differ  from  the  actual 
state. 

Use  caution,  just  as  you  would  when  backing  up  any  vehicle. 

•  Be  sure  to  back  up  slowly,  depressing  the  brake  pedal  to  control  vehicle  speed. 

•  If  you  seem  likely  to  hit  nearby  vehicles,  obstacles,  people  or  mount  the  shoulder, 
depress  the  brake  pedal  to  stop  the  vehicle. 

•  The  instructions  given  are  only  guidelines. 

When  and  how  much  to  turn  the  steering  wheel  will  vary  according  to  traffic  condi¬ 
tions,  road  surface  conditions,  vehicle  condition,  etc.  when  parking.

•  When  parking,  be  sure  to  check  that  the  parking  space  will  accommodate  your  vehi¬ 
cle  before  maneuvering  into  it.

•  On  icy  or  slick  road  surfaces,  or  in  snow 

•  When  using  tire  chains  or  emergency  tires

•  On  roads  that  are  not  flat  or  straight,  such  as  curves  or  slopes. 

•  In  low  temperatures,  the  screen  may  darken  or  the  image  may  become  faint.  The 
image  could  distort  when  the  vehicle  is  moving,  or  you  may  become  unable  to  see  the 
image  on  the  screen.

■  How  to  use  the  camera 

•  The  parking  assist  monitor  may  not  operate  properly  in  the  following  cases. 

•  If  the  back  of  the  vehicle  is  hit,  the  position  and  mounting  angle  of  the  camera  may 
change. 

•  As  the  camera  has  a  water  proof  construction,  do  not  detach,  disassemble  or 
modify  it.  This  may  cause  incorrect  operation. 

•  When  cleaning  the  camera  lens,  flush  the  camera  with  a  large  quantity  of  water 
and  wipe  it  with  a  soft  and  wet  cloth.  Strongly  rubbing  the  camera  lens  may  cause 
the  camera  lens  to  be  scratched  and  unable  to  transmit  a  clear  image. 

•  Do  not  allow  organic  solvent,  car  wax,  window  cleaner  or  glass  coat  to  adhere  to 
the  camera.  If  this  happens,  wipe  it  off  as  soon  as  possible. 

•  If  the  temperature  changes  rapidly,  such  as  when  hot  water  is  poured  on  the  vehi¬ 
cle  in  cold  weather,  the  system  may  not  operate  normally. 

•  When  washing  the  vehicle,  do  not  apply  intensive  bursts  of  water  to  the  camera  or 
camera  area.  Doing  so  may  result  in  the  camera  malfunctioning. 

•  When  the  camera  is  used  under  fluorescent  lights,  sodium  light  or  mercury  light 
etc.,  the  lights  and  the  illuminated  areas  may  appear  to  flicker.

Helps  to  prevent  wheel  lock  when  the  brakes  are  applied  suddenly,  or  if  the 
brakes  are  applied  while  driving  on  a  slippery  road  surface 

♦  Brake  assist 

Generates  an  increased  level  of  braking  force  after  the  brake  pedal  is 
depressed  when  the  system  detects  a  panic  stop  situation 

VSC  (Vehicle  Stability  Control) 

Helps  the  driver  to  control  skidding  when  swerving  suddenly  or  turning  on 
slippery  road  surfaces. 

Enhanced  VSC  (Enhanced  Vehicle  Stability  Control) 

Provides  cooperative  control  of  the  ABS,  TRAC,  VSC  and  EPS. 

Helps  to  maintain  directional  stability  when  swerving  on  slippery  road  sur¬ 
faces  by  controlling  steering  performance. 

T railer  Sway  Control  (if  equipped) 

Helps  the  driver  to  control  trailer  sway  by  selectively  applying  brake  pressure 
for  individual  wheels  and  reducing  driving  torque  when  trailer  sway  is 
detected. 

TRAC  (T  raction  Control) 

Helps  to  maintain  drive  power  and  prevent  the  drive  wheels  from  spinning 
when  starting  the  vehicle  or  accelerating  on  slippery  roads 

Hill-start  assist  control 

Helps  to  reduce  the  backward  movement  of  the  vehicle  when  starting  on  an 
uphill 
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EPS  (Electric  Power  Steering) 

Employs  an  electric  motor  to  reduce  the  amount  of  effort  needed  to  turn  the 
steering  wheel 

♦  E-Four 

Electronic  On-Demand  AWD  system.  Automatically  switches  from  front- 
wheel  drive  to  all-wheel  drive  (AWD)  according  to  the  driving  conditions, 
helping  to  ensure  reliable  handling  and  stability.  Examples  of  conditions  where 
the  system  will  switch  to  AWD  are  when  cornering,  going  uphill,  starting  off  or 
accelerating,  and  when  the  road  surface  is  slippery  due  to  snow,  rain,  etc. 

Adaptive  Variable  Suspension  System  (if  equipped) 

Controls  the  damping  force  of  the  shock  absorber  of  each  wheel  according  to 
the  road  and  driving  conditions,  helping  achieve  a  comfortable  ride,  excellent 
driveability  and  a  high  level  of  stability. 

If  SPORT  S+  mode  is  selected  using  the  driving  mode  select  switch,  the 
damping  force  will  become  more  suitable  for  sporty  driving.  (— >P.  380) 

VDIM  (Vehicle  Dynamics  Integrated  Management)  < 

IQ 

Provides  integrated  control  of  the  ABS,  brake  assist,  TRAC,  VSC,  hill-start 
assist  control  and  EPS  systems 

Helps  to  maintain  vehicle  stability  when  swerving  on  slippery  road  surfaces  by 
controlling  the  brakes  and  hybrid  system  output 
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When  the  TRAC/VSC/ABS/Trailer  Sway  Control  systems  are  operat¬

■  Operating  conditions  of  hill-start  assist  control 

When  the  following  four  conditions  are  met,  the  hill-start  assist  control  will  operate: 

•  The  shift  lever  is  in  a  position  other  than  P  or  N  (when  starting  off  forward/backward  on 
an  upward  incline). 

•  The  vehicle  is  stopped 

•  The  accelerator  pedal  is  not  depressed 

•  The  parking  brake  is  not  engaged 

■  Automatic  system  cancelation  of  hill-start  assist  control 

The  hill-start  assist  control  will  turn  off  in  any  of  the  following  situations: 

•  The  shift  lever  is  shifted  to  P  or  N 


•  The  accelerator  pedal  is  depressed 

•  The  parking  brake  is  engaged 

•  2  seconds  at  maximum  elapsed  after  the  brake  pedal  is  released 

■  Sounds  and  vibrations  caused  by  the  ABS,  brake  assist,  VSC,  Trailer  Sway  Control, 
TRAC  and  hill-start  assist  control  systems 

•  A  sound  may  be  heard  from  the  engine  compartment  when  the  brake  pedal  is 
depressed  repeatedly,  when  the  hybrid  system  is  started  or  just  after  the  vehicle  begins 
to  move.  This  sound  does  not  indicate  that  a  malfunction  has  occurred  in  any  of  these 
systems. 

•  Any  of  the  following  conditions  may  occur  when  the  above  systems  are  operating. 
None  of  these  indicates  that  a  malfunction  has  occurred. 

•  Vibrations  may  be  felt  through  the  vehicle  body  and  steering. 

•  A  motor  sound  may  be  heard  also  after  the  vehicle  comes  to  a  stop. 
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■  ECB  operating  sound 

ECB  operating  sound  may  be  heard  in  the  following  cases,  but  it  does  not  indicate  that  a 
malfunction  has  occurred. 

•  Operating  sound  heard  from  the  engine  compartment  when  the  brake  pedal  is  oper¬ 
ated. 

•  Motor  sound  of  the  brake  system  heard  from  the  front  part  of  the  vehicle  when  the 
driver's  door  is  opened. 

•  Operating  sound  heard  from  the  engine  compartment  when  one  or  two  minutes 
passed  after  the  stop  of  the  hybrid  system. 

■  EPS  operation  sound 

When  the  steering  wheel  is  operated,  a  motor  sound  (whirring  sound)  may  be  heard. 
This  does  not  indicate  a  malfunction. 

■  Automatic  reactivation  of  TRAC,  T railer  Sway  Control  and  VSC  systems 

After  turning  the  TRAC,  Trailer  Sway  Control  and  VSC  systems  off,  the  systems  will  be 
automatically  re-enabled  in  the  following  situations: 

•  When  the  power  switch  is  turned  off 

•  If  only  the  TRAC  system  is  turned  off,  the  TRAC  will  turn  on  when  vehicle  speed 
increases 

If  both  the  TRAC  and  VSC  systems  are  turned  off,  automatic  re-enabling  will  not 
occur  when  vehicle  speed  increases. 

■  Reduced  effectiveness  of  the  EPS  system 

The  effectiveness  of  the  EPS  system  is  reduced  to  prevent  the  system  from  overheating 
when  there  is  frequent  steering  input  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  The  steering 
wheel  may  feel  heavy  as  a  result.  Should  this  occur,  refrain  from  excessive  steering  input 
or  stop  the  vehicle  and  turn  the  hybrid  system  off.  The  EPS  system  should  return  to  nor¬ 
mal  within  10  minutes. 


A  WARNING 

■  The  ABS  does  not  operate  effectively  when 

•  The  limits  of  tire  gripping  performance  have  been  exceeded  (such  as  excessively 
worn  tires  on  a  snow  covered  road). 

•  The  vehicle  hydroplanes  while  driving  at  high  speed  on  wet  or  slick  roads. 

■  Stopping  distance  when  the  ABS  is  operating  may  exceed  that  of  normal  conditions 

The  ABS  is  not  designed  to  shorten  the  vehicle's  stopping  distance.  Always  maintain  a 
safe  distance  from  the  vehicle  in  front  of  you,  especially  in  the  following  situations: 

•  When  driving  on  dirt,  gravel  or  snow-covered  roads 

•  When  driving  with  tire  chains 

•  When  driving  over  bumps  on  the  road 

•  When  driving  over  roads  with  potholes  or  uneven  surfaces 

■  TRAC/VSC  may  not  operate  effectively  when 

Directional  control  and  power  may  not  be  achievable  while  driving  on  slippery  road 
surfaces,  even  if  the  TRAC/VSC  system  is  operating.  Drive  the  vehicle  carefully  in  con¬ 
ditions  where  stability  and  power  may  be  lost. 
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A  WARNING 

■  Hill-start  assist  control  does  not  operate  effectively  when 

•  Do  not  overly  rely  on  hill-start  assist  control.  Hill-start  assist  control  may  not  operate 
effectively  on  steep  inclines  and  roads  covered  with  ice. 

•  Unlike  the  parking  brake,  hill-start  assist  control  is  not  intended  to  hold  the  vehicle 
stationary  for  an  extended  period  of  time.  Do  not  attempt  to  use  hill-start  assist  con¬ 
trol  to  hold  the  vehicle  on  an  incline,  as  doing  so  may  lead  to  an  accident. 

■  When  the  TRAC/VSC/T railer  Sway  Control  is  activated 

The  slip  indicator  light  flashes.  Always  drive  carefully.  Reckless  driving  may  cause  an 
accident.  Exercise  particular  care  when  the  indicator  light  flashes. 

■  When  the  TRAC/VSC/T  railer  Sway  Control  systems  are  turned  off 

Be  especially  careful  and  drive  at  a  speed  appropriate  to  the  road  conditions.  As  these 
are  the  systems  to  help  ensure  vehicle  stability  and  driving  force,  do  not  turn  the 
TRAC/VSC/Trailer  Sway  Control  systems  off  unless  necessary. 

T railer  Sway  Control  is  part  of  the  VSC  system  and  will  not  operate  if  VSC  is  turned  off 
or  experiences  a  malfunction. 

■  Replacing  tires 

Make  sure  that  all  tires  are  of  the  specified  size,  brand,  tread  pattern  and  total  load 
capacity.  In  addition,  make  sure  that  the  tires  are  inflated  to  the  recommended  tire  infla¬ 
tion  pressure  level. 

The  ABS,  TRAC,  Trailer  Sway  Control  and  VSC  systems  will  not  function  correctly  if 
different  tires  are  installed  on  the  vehicle. 

Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  for  further  information  when  replacing  tires  or  wheels. 

■  Handling  of  tires  and  the  suspension 

Using  tires  with  any  kind  of  problem  or  modifying  the  suspension  will  affect  the  driving 
assist  systems,  and  may  cause  a  system  to  malfunction. 

■  T railer  Sway  Control  precaution 

The  Trailer  Sway  Control  system  is  not  able  to  reduce  trailer  sway  in  all  situations. 
Depending  on  many  factors  such  as  the  conditions  of  the  vehicle,  trailer,  road  surface, 
and  driving  environment,  the  T railer  Sway  Control  system  may  not  be  effective.  Refer  to 
your  trailer  owners  manual  for  information  on  how  to  tow  your  trailer  properly. 

■  If  trailer  sway  occurs 

Observe  the  following  precautions. 

Failing  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Firmly  grip  the  steering  wheel.  Steer  straight  ahead. 

Do  not  try  to  control  trailer  sway  by  turning  the  steering  wheel. 

•  Begin  releasing  the  accelerator  pedal  immediately  but  very  gradually  to  reduce 
speed. 

Do  not  increase  speed.  Do  not  apply  vehicle  brakes. 

If  you  make  no  extreme  correction  with  the  steering  or  brakes,  your  vehicle  and  trailer 
should  stabilize.  (— »P.  234) 
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Hybrid  vehicle  driving  tips 


For  economical  and  ecological  driving,  pay  attention  to  the  following  points: 
Using  Eco  drive  mode 

When  using  Eco  drive  mode,  the  torque  corresponding  to  the  accelerator 
pedal  depression  amount  can  be  generated  more  smoothly  than  it  is  in  normal 
conditions.  In  addition,  the  operation  of  the  air  conditioning  system  (heat¬ 
ing/cooling)  will  be  minimized,  improving  the  fuel  economy.  (— >P.  379) 

Use  of  Hybrid  System  Indicator 

The  Eco-friendly  driving  is  possible  by  keeping  the  indicator  needle  (except  F 
SPORT  models)  or  bar  display  (F  SPORT  models)  of  Hybrid  System  Indicator 
within  Eco  area.  (— >P.  99) 

Shift  lever  operation 

Shift  the  shift  lever  to  D  when  stopped  at  a  traffic  light,  or  driving  in  heavy  traf¬ 
fic,  etc.  Shift  the  shift  lever  to  P  when  parking.  When  using  the  N,  there  is  no 
positive  effect  on  fuel  consumption.  In  the  N,  the  gasoline  engine  operates  but 
electricity  cannot  be  generated.  Also,  when  using  the  air  conditioning  system, 
etc.,  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  power  is  consumed. 

Accelerator  pedal/brake  pedal  operation 

#  Drive  your  vehicle  smoothly.  Avoid  abrupt  acceleration  and  deceleration. 
Gradual  acceleration  and  deceleration  will  make  more  effective  use  of  the 
electric  motor  (traction  motor)  without  having  to  use  gasoline  engine 
power. 

•  Avoid  repeated  acceleration.  Repeated  acceleration  consumes  hybrid  bat¬ 
tery  (traction  battery)  power,  resulting  in  poor  fuel  consumption.  Battery 
power  can  be  restored  by  driving  with  the  accelerator  pedal  slightly 
released. 

When  braking 

Make  sure  to  operate  the  brakes  gently  and  in  a  timely  manner.  A  greater 
amount  of  electrical  energy  can  be  regenerated  when  slowing  down. 
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Delays 

Repeated  acceleration  and  deceleration,  as  well  as  long  waits  at  traffic  lights, 
will  lead  to  bad  fuel  economy.  Check  traffic  reports  before  leaving  and  avoid 
delays  as  much  as  possible.  When  driving  in  a  traffic  jam,  gently  release  the 
brake  pedal  to  allow  the  vehicle  to  move  forward  slightly  while  avoiding  over¬ 
use  of  the  accelerator  pedal.  Doing  so  can  help  control  excessive  gasoline 
consumption. 

Highway  driving 

Control  and  maintain  the  vehicle  at  a  constant  speed.  Before  stopping  at  a  toll 
booth  or  similar,  allow  plenty  of  time  to  release  the  accelerator  and  gently 
apply  the  brakes.  A  greater  amount  of  electrical  energy  can  be  regenerated 
when  slowing  down. 


Air  conditioning 

Use  the  air  conditioning  only  when  necessary.  Doing  so  can  help  reduce 
excessive  gasoline  consumption. 

In  summer:  When  the  ambient  temperature  is  high,  use  the  recirculated  air 
mode.  Doing  so  will  help  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the  air  conditioning  system 
and  reduce  fuel  consumption  as  well. 

In  winter:  Because  the  gasoline  engine  will  not  automatically  cut  out  until  it 
and  the  interior  of  the  vehicle  are  warm,  it  will  consume  fuel.  Also,  fuel  con¬ 
sumption  can  be  improved  by  avoiding  overuse  of  the  heater. 


Checking  tire  inflation  pressure 

Make  sure  to  check  the  tire  inflation  pressure  frequently.  Improper  tire  infla¬ 
tion  pressure  can  cause  poor  fuel  economy. 

Also,  as  snow  tires  can  cause  large  amounts  of  friction,  their  use  on  dry  roads 
can  lead  to  poor  fuel  economy.  Use  tires  that  are  appropriate  for  the  season. 


Luggage 

Carrying  heavy  luggage  will  lead  to  poor  fuel  economy.  Avoid  carrying 
unnecessary  luggage.  Installing  a  large  roof  rack  will  also  cause  poor  fuel 
economy. 

Warming  up  before  driving 

Since  the  gasoline  engine  starts  up  and  cuts  out  automatically  when  cold, 
warming  up  the  engine  is  unnecessary.  Moreover,  frequently  driving  short  dis¬ 
tances  will  cause  the  engine  to  repeatedly  warm  up,  which  can  lead  to  excess 
fuel  consumption. 
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Winter  driving  tips 


Carry  out  the  necessary  preparations  and  inspections  before  driving  the  vehi¬ 
cle  in  winter.  Always  drive  the  vehicle  in  a  manner  appropriate  to  the  prevail¬ 
ing  weather  conditions. 

Pre-winter  preparations 

•  Use  fluids  that  are  appropriate  to  the  prevailing  outside  temperatures. 

•  Engine  oil 

•  Engine/ power  control  unit  coolant 

•  Washerfluid 

•  Have  a  service  technician  inspect  the  condition  of  the  12-volt  battery. 

•  Have  the  vehicle  fitted  with  four  snow  tires  or  purchase  a  set  of  tire  chains  for 
the  front  tires. 

Ensure  that  all  tires  are  of  the  specified  size  and  the  same  brand,  and  that  chains 
match  the  size  of  the  tires. 

Before  driving  the  vehicle 

Perform  the  following  according  to  the  driving  conditions: 

•  Do  not  try  to  forcibly  open  a  window  or  move  a  wiper  that  is  frozen.  Pour 
warm  water  over  the  frozen  area  to  melt  the  ice.  Wipe  away  the  water  imme¬ 
diately  to  prevent  it  from  freezing. 

•  To  ensure  proper  operation  of  the  climate  control  system  fan,  remove  any 
snow  that  has  accumulated  on  the  air  inlet  vents  in  front  of  the  windshield. 

•  Check  for  and  remove  any  excess  ice  or  snow  that  may  have  accumulated  on 
the  exterior  lights,  vehicle's  roof,  chassis,  around  the  tires  or  on  the  brakes. 

•  Remove  any  snow  or  mud  from  the  bottom  of  your  shoes  before  getting  in  the 
vehicle. 
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When  driving  the  vehicle 

Accelerate  the  vehicle  slowly,  keep  a  safe  distance  between  you  and  the  vehicle 
ahead,  and  drive  at  a  reduced  speed  suitable  to  road  conditions. 

When  parking  the  vehicle 

#  Park  the  vehicle  and  move  the  shift  lever  to  P  without  setting  the  parking 
brake.  The  parking  brake  may  freeze  up,  preventing  it  from  being  released.  If 
the  vehicle  is  parked  without  setting  the  parking  brake,  make  sure  to  block  the 
wheels. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  be  dangerous  because  it  may  cause  the  vehicle  to  move 
unexpectedly,  possibly  leading  to  an  accident. 

When  the  parking  brake  is  in  automatic  mode,  release  the  parking  brake  after  shifting 
the  shift  lever  to  P.  (— >P.  253) 

#  If  the  vehicle  is  parked  without  setting  the  parking  brake,  confirm  that  the  shift 
lever  cannot  be  moved  out  of  P*. 

*:  The  shift  lever  will  be  locked  if  it  is  attempted  to  be  shifted  from  P  to  any  other  posi¬ 
tion  without  depressing  the  brake  pedal.  If  the  shift  lever  can  be  shifted  from  P,  there 
may  be  a  problem  with  the  shift  lock  system.  Have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  |- 
Lexus  dealer  immediately.  id 

Selecting  tire  chains 

Use  the  correct  tire  chain  size  when  mounting  the  tire  chains.  Chain  size  is  regu¬ 
lated  for  each  tire  size.

Regulations  on  the  use  of  tire  chains 

Regulations  regarding  the  use  of  tire  chains  vary  depending  on  location  and  type 
of  road.  Always  check  local  regulations  before  installing  chains. 
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Windshield  wipers 

To  enable  the  windshield  wipers  to  be  lifted  when  heavy  snow  or  icy  conditions 
are  expected,  change  the  rest  position  of  the  windshield  wipers  from  the 
retracted  position  below  the  hood  to  the  service  position  using  the  wiper  lever. 

(->P.  270) 


■  Tire  chain  installation 

Observe  the  following  precautions  when  installing  and  removing  chains: 

•  Install  and  remove  tire  chains  in  a  safe  location. 

•  Install  tire  chains  on  the  front  tires  only.  Do  not  install  tire  chains  on  the  rear  tires. 

•  Install  tire  chains  on  front  tires  as  tightly  as  possible.  Retighten  chains  after  driving 
1/4 -1/2  mile  (0.5 -1.0  km). 

•  Install  tire  chains  following  the  instructions  provided  with  the  tire  chains. 

A  WARNING 

■  Driving  with  snow  tires 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  accidents. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control  and  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Use  tires  of  the  specified  size. 

•  Maintain  the  recommended  level  of  air  pressure. 

•  Do  not  drive  in  excess  of  75  mph  (120  km/h),  regardless  of  the  type  of  snow  tires 
being  used. 

•  Use  snow  tires  on  all,  not  just  some  wheels. 

■  Driving  with  tire  chains 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  accidents. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  the  vehicle  being  unable  to  be  driven  safely,  and  may 
cause  death  or  serious  injury.

•  Avoid  sudden  acceleration,  abrupt  steering,  sudden  braking  and  shifting  operations 
that  cause  sudden  engine  braking. 

•  Slow  down  sufficiently  before  entering  a  curve  to  ensure  that  vehicle  control  is  main¬ 
tained. 

•  Do  not  use  the  LKA  (Lane-Keeping  Assist)  system.

■  Repairing  or  replacing  snow  tires 

Request  repairs  or  replacement  of  snow  tires  from  Lexus  dealers  or  legitimate  tire 
retailers. 

This  is  because  the  removal  and  attachment  of  snow  tires  affects  the  operation  of  the 
tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmitters. 

■  Fitting  tire  chains 

The  tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmitters  may  not  function  correctly  when  tire 
chains  are  fitted. 
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Utility  vehicle  precautions 


This  vehicle  belongs  to  the  utility  vehicle  class,  which  has  higher  ground  clear¬ 
ance  and  narrower  tread  in  relation  to  the  height  of  its  center  of  gravity. 


Utility  vehicle  feature 

•  Specific  design  characteristics  give  it  a  higher  center  of  gravity  than  ordinary 
passenger  cars.  This  vehicle  design  feature  causes  this  type  of  vehicle  to  be 
more  likely  to  rollover.  And,  utility  vehicles  have  a  significantly  higher  rollover 
rate  than  other  types  of  vehicles. 

•  An  advantage  of  the  higher  ground  clearance  is  a  better  view  of  the  road 
allowing  you  to  anticipate  problems. 

•  It  is  not  designed  for  cornering  at  the  same  speeds  as  ordinary  passenger  cars 
any  more  than  low-slung  sports  cars  are  designed  to  perform  satisfactorily 
under  off-road  conditions.  Therefore,  sharp  turns  at  excessive  speeds  may 
cause  the  vehicle  to  rollover. 


A  WARNING 


■  Utility  vehicle  precautions 

Always  observe  the  following  precautions  to  minimize  the  risk  of  death,  serious  injury 

or  damage  to  your  vehicle: 

•  In  a  rollover  crash,  an  unbelted  person  is  significantly  more  likely  to  die  than  a  person 
wearing  a  seat  belt.  Therefore,  the  driver  and  all  passengers  should  always  fasten 
their  seat  belts. 

•  Avoid  sharp  turns  or  abrupt  maneuvers,  if  at  all  possible.

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Off-road  driving 

Your  vehicle  is  not  designed  to  be  driven  off-road.  However,  in  the  event  that 

off-road  driving  cannot  be  avoided,  please  observe  the  following  precautions  to 

help  avoid  the  areas  prohibited  to  vehicles. 

•  Drive  your  vehicle  only  in  areas  where  off-road  vehicles  are  permitted  to 
travel. 

•  Respect  private  property.  Get  owner's  permission  before  entering  private 
property. 

•  Do  not  enter  areas  that  are  closed.  Honor  gates,  barriers  and  signs  that 
restrict  travel. 

•  Stay  on  established  roads.  When  conditions  are  wet,  driving  techniques 
should  be  changed  or  travel  delayed  to  prevent  damage  to  roads. 

•  Avoid  driving  on  very  steep,  slippery  roads  and  other  surfaces,  such  as  sand, 
where  the  tires  are  liable  to  lose  traction.  Your  vehicle  may  not  perform  as  well 
as  conventional  AWD  on-road  vehicles  on  these  surfaces.

:  The  doors  that  can  recall  the  driving  position  memory  are  changed  at  the  same  time. 

■  Using  automatic  mode 

Fan  speed  is  adjusted  automatically  according  to  the  temperature  setting  and  the  ambi¬ 
ent  conditions. 

Therefore,  the  fan  may  stop  for  a  while  until  warm  or  cool  air  is  ready  to  flow  immediately 
after  the  “AUTO”  button  is  pressed  or  “AUTO”  is  selected. 

■  How  the  system  judges  if  a  passenger  is  in  the  vehicle  when  in  S-FLOW  mode 
In  S-FLOW  mode,  the  system  judges  if  a  passenger  is  in  the  vehicle  as  follows: 

•  Front  passenger  seat:  A  passenger  is  judged  to  be  in  the  front  passenger  seat  when  the 
system  detects  an  object  on  the  front  passenger  seat,  fastening  of  the  front  passenger 
seat  belt,  changing  of  the  set  temperature  for  the  front  passenger  seat  or  the  opening 
and  closing  of  the  front  passenger  door.  (However,  when  only  opening  and  closing  of 
the  front  passenger  door  is  detected,  the  system  will  judge  that  a  passenger  is  not  in 
the  front  passenger  seat  after  the  vehicle  speed  reaches  approximately  12  mph  (20 
km/h)  or  more.) 

•  Rear  seats  (automatic  S-FLOW  mode  only):  A  passenger  is  judged  to  be  in  a  rear  seat 
when  the  system  detects  the  opening  and  closing  of  a  rear  door  or  the  operation  of  the 
rear  air  conditioning  system  (RX450hL). 

If  a  passenger  is  judged  to  be  in  the  vehicle,  the  system  will  retain  the  judgement  for  a 
certain  amount  of  time  after  the  power  switch  is  turned  off. 

■  Operation  of  automatic  S-FLOW  mode 

When  the  system  is  operating  in  automatic  S-FLOW  mode,  if  the  system  detects  the 
opening  and  closing  of  a  rear  door  or  the  operation  of  the  rear  air  conditioning  system 

(RX450hL),  S-FLOW  mode  will  be  disabled.  To  enable  S-FLOW  mode,  select  ^H3 
on  the  option  control  screen.  (In  this  case,  the  system  will  operate  in  manual  S-FLOW 
mode.) 

■  Changing  from  manual  S-FLOW  mode  to  automatic  S-FLOW  mode 

fil  Select  on  ^e  option  control  screen  to  disable  S-FLOW  mode.

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■  When  the  outside  temperature  exceeds  75°F  (24°C)  and  the  air  conditioning  system 
is  on 

•  In  order  to  reduce  the  air  conditioning  power  consumption,  the  air  conditioning  system 
may  switch  to  recirculated  air  mode  automatically. 

This  may  also  reduce  fuel  consumption. 

•  Recirculated  air  mode  is  selected  as  a  default  mode  when  the  power  switch  is  turned  to 
ON  mode. 

•  It  is  possible  to  switch  to  outside  air  mode  at  any  time  by  pressing  the  outside/ recircu¬ 
lated  air  mode  button. 

■  Automatic  mode  for  air  intake  control 

In  automatic  mode,  the  system  detects  exhaust  gas  and  other  pollutants  and  automati¬ 
cally  switches  between  outside  air  and  recirculated  air  modes. 

When  the  dehumidification  function  is  off,  and  the  fan  is  operating,  turning  automatic 
mode  on  will  activate  the  dehumidification  function. 

■  Fogging  up  of  the  windows 

•  The  windows  will  easily  fog  up  when  the  humidity  in  the  vehicle  is  high.  Selecting  “A/C” 
will  dehumidify  the  air  from  the  outlets  and  defog  the  windshield  effectively. 

•  If  you  turn  “A/ C”  off,  the  windows  may  fog  up  more  easily. 

•  The  windows  may  fog  up  if  the  recirculated  air  mode  is  used. 

■  Windshield  fog  detection  function 

When  automatic  mode  is  set,  the  humidity  sensor  (— >P.  521)  detects  fog  on  the  wind¬ 
shield  and  controls  the  air  conditioning  system  to  prevent  fog. 

■  Outside/ recirculated  air  mode 

•  When  driving  on  dusty  roads  such  as  tunnels  or  in  heavy  traffic,  set  the  outside/ recircu¬ 
lated  air  mode  button  to  the  recirculated  air  mode.  This  is  effective  in  preventing  out¬ 
side  air  from  entering  the  vehicle  interior.  During  cooling  operation,  setting  the 
recirculated  air  mode  will  also  cool  the  vehicle  interior  effectively. 

•  Outside/recirculated  air  mode  may  automatically  switch  depending  on  the  tempera¬ 
ture  setting  or  the  inside  temperature. 

■  When  the  outside  temperature  is  low 

The  dehumidification  function  may  not  operate  even  when  "A/C”  is  selected. 

■  Operation  of  the  air  conditioning  system  in  Eco  drive  mode 

•  In  the  Eco  drive  mode,  the  air  conditioning  system  is  controlled  as  follows  to  prioritize 
fuel  efficiency 

•  Engine  speed  and  compressor  operation  controlled  to  restrict  heating/cooling 
capacity 

•  Fan  speed  restricted  when  automatic  mode  is  selected 

•  To  improve  air  conditioning  performance,  perform  the  following  operations: 

•  Adjust  the  fan  speed 

•  Turn  off  Eco  drive  mode 
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■  Ventilation  and  air  conditioning  odors 

•  To  let  fresh  air  in,  set  the  air  conditioning  system  to  the  outside  air  mode. 

•  During  use,  various  odors  from  inside  and  outside  the  vehicle  may  enter  into  and  accu¬ 
mulate  in  the  air  conditioning  system.  This  may  then  cause  odor  to  be  emitted  from  the 
vents. 

•  To  reduce  potential  odors  from  occurring: 

•  It  is  recommended  that  the  air  conditioning  system  be  set  to  outside  air  mode  prior 
to  turning  the  vehicle  off. 

•  The  start  timing  of  the  blower  may  be  delayed  for  a  short  period  of  time  immediately 
after  the  air  conditioning  system  is  started  in  automatic  mode.

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Cleaning  and  protecting  the  vehicle  exterior 


Perform  the  following  to  protect  the  vehicle  and  maintain  it  in  prime  condi¬ 
tion: 

•  Working  from  top  to  bottom,  liberally  apply  water  to  the  vehicle  body,  wheel 
wells  and  underside  of  the  vehicle  to  remove  any  dirt  and  dust. 

•  Wash  the  vehicle  body  using  a  sponge  or  soft  cloth,  such  as  a  chamois. 

•  For  hard-to-remove  marks,  use  car  wash  soap  and  rinse  thoroughly  with 
water. 

•  Wipe  away  any  water. 

•  Wax  the  vehicle  when  the  waterproof  coating  deteriorates. 

If  water  does  not  bead  on  a  clean  surface,  apply  wax  when  the  vehicle  body  is  cool. 


■  Self-restoring  coat 

The  vehicle  body  has  a  self-restoring  coating  that  is  resistant  to  small  surface  scratches 
caused  in  a  carwash  etc. 

•  The  coating  lasts  for  5  to  8  years  from  when  the  vehicle  is  delivered  from  the  plant. 

•  The  restoration  time  differs  depending  on  the  depth  of  the  scratch  and  outside  tem¬ 
perature.  The  restoration  time  may  become  shorter  when  the  coating  is  warmed  by 
applying  warm  water. 

•  Deep  scratches  caused  by  keys,  coins,  etc.  cannot  be  restored. 

•  Do  not  use  wax  that  contain  abrasives. 

■  Automatic  car  washes 

•  Before  washing  the  vehicle: 

•  Fold  the  mirrors 

•  Turn  off  the  power  back  door 

Start  washing  from  the  front  of  the  vehicle.  Extend  the  mirrors  before  driving. 

•  Brushes  used  in  automatic  car  washes  may  scratch  the  vehicle  surface  and  harm  your 
vehicle's  paint. 

•  Rear  spoiler  may  not  be  washable  in  some  automatic  car  washes.  There  may  also  be  an 
increased  risk  of  damage  to  vehicle. 

■  High  pressure  carwashes 

•  Do  not  allow  the  nozzles  of  the  car  wash  to  come  within  close  proximity  of  the  windows. 

•  Before  using  the  car  wash,  check  that  the  fuel  filler  door  on  your  vehicle  is  closed  prop¬ 
erly. 
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■  Note  for  a  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start 

•  If  the  door  handle  becomes  wet  while  the  electronic  key  is  within  the  effective  range, 
the  door  may  lock  and  unlock  repeatedly.  Place  the  key  in  a  position  6  ft.  (2  m)  or  more 
separate  from  the  vehicle  while  the  vehicle  is  being  washed.  (Take  care  to  ensure  that 
the  key  is  not  stolen.) 

•  If  the  electronic  key  is  inside  the  vehicle  and  a  door  handle  becomes  wet  during  a  car 
wash,  a  buzzer  will  sound  outside  the  vehicle.  To  turn  off  the  alarm,  lock  all  the  doors. 

•  Set  the  electronic  key  to  battery-saving  mode  to  disable  the  smart  access  system  with 
push-button  start.  (— »P.  159) 

■  Aluminum  wheels 

•  Remove  any  dirt  immediately  by  using  a  neutral  detergent. 

•  Wash  detergent  off  with  water  immediately  after  use. 

•  To  protect  the  paint  from  damage,  make  sure  to  observe  the  following  precautions. 

•  Do  not  use  acidic,  alkaline  or  abrasive  detergent 

•  Do  not  use  hard  brushes 

•  Do  not  use  detergent  on  the  wheels  when  they  are  hot,  such  as  after  driving  or  park¬ 
ing  in  hot  weather 

■  Bumpers 

Do  not  scrub  with  abrasive  cleaners. 

■  Front  side  windows  water-repellent  coating 

•  The  following  precautions  can  extend  the  effectiveness  of  the  water-repellent  coating. 

•  Remove  any  dirt,  etc.  from  the  front  side  windows  regularly. 

•  Do  not  allow  dirt  and  dust  to  accumulate  on  the  windows  for  a  long  period. 

Clean  the  windows  with  a  soft,  damp  cloth  as  soon  as  possible. 

•  Do  not  use  wax  or  glass  cleaners  that  contain  abrasives  when  cleaning  the  windows. 

•  Do  not  use  any  metallic  objects  to  remove  condensation  build  up. 

•  When  the  water-repellent  performance  has  become  insufficient,  the  coating  can  be 
repaired.  Contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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A  WARNING 

■  When  washing  the  vehicle 

Do  not  apply  water  to  the  inside  of  the  engine  compartment.  Doing  so  may  cause  the 
electrical  components,  etc.  to  catch  fire. 

■  When  cleaning  the  windshield 

Set  the  wiper  switch  to  off. 

If  the  switch  is  in  "AUTO”,  the  wipers  may  oper¬ 
ate  unexpectedly  in  the  following  situations, 
and  may  result  in  hands  being  caught  or  other 
serious  injuries  and  cause  damage  to  the  wiper 
blades. 


•  When  the  upper  part  of  the  windshield  where  the  raindrop  sensor  is  located  is 
touched  by  hand 

•  When  a  wet  rag  or  similar  is  held  close  to  the  raindrop  sensor 

•  If  something  bumps  against  the  windshield 

•  If  you  directly  touch  the  raindrop  sensor  body  or  if  something  bumps  into  the  raindrop 
sensor 

■  Precautions  regarding  the  exhaust  pipe 

Exhaust  gasses  cause  the  exhaust  pipe  to  become  quite  hot. 

When  washing  the  vehicle,  be  careful  not  to  touch  the  pipe  until  it  has  cooled  suffi¬ 
ciently,  as  touching  a  hot  exhaust  pipe  can  cause  burns. 

■  Precautions  regarding  the  rear  bumper  with  Blind  Spot  Monitor 

If  the  paint  of  the  rear  bumper  is  chipped  or  scratched,  the  system  may  malfunction.  If 
this  occurs,  consult  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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A  notice 

■  To  prevent  paint  deterioration  and  corrosion  on  the  body  and  components  (aluminum 
wheels,  etc.) 

•  Wash  the  vehicle  immediately  in  the  following  cases: 

•  After  driving  near  the  sea  coast 

•  After  driving  on  salted  roads 

•  If  you  see  coal  tar  or  tree  sap  on  the  paint  surface 

•  If  you  see  dead  insects,  insect  droppings  or  bird  droppings  on  the  paint 

•  After  driving  in  an  area  contaminated  with  soot,  oily  smoke,  mine  dust,  iron  pow¬ 
der  or  chemical  substances 

•  If  the  vehicle  becomes  heavily  soiled  with  dust  or  mud 

•  If  liquids  such  as  benzene  and  gasoline  are  spilled  on  the  paint  surface 

•  If  the  paint  is  chipped  or  scratched,  have  it  repaired  immediately. 

•  To  prevent  the  wheels  from  corroding,  remove  any  dirt  and  store  in  a  place  with  low 
humidity  when  storing  the  wheels. 

■  Cleaning  the  exterior  lights 

#  Wash  carefully.  Do  not  use  organic  substances  or  scrub  with  a  hard  brush. 

This  may  damage  the  surfaces  of  the  lights. 

#  Do  not  apply  wax  to  the  surfaces  of  the  lights. 

Wax  may  cause  damage  to  the  lenses. 

■  When  using  an  automatic  car  wash 

Set  the  wiper  switch  to  the  off  position. 

If  the  wiper  switch  is  in  "AUTO”,  the  wipers  may  operate  and  the  wiper  blades  may  be 
damaged. 

■  When  using  a  high  pressure  carwash 

•  When  washing  the  vehicle,  do  not  let  water  of  the  high  pressure  washer  hit  directly  or 
the  vicinity  of  the  camera.  Due  to  the  shock  from  the  high  pressure  water,  it  is  possible 
the  device  may  not  operate  as  normal. 

#  Do  not  bring  the  nozzle  tip  close  to  boots  (rubber  or  resin  manufactured  cover),  con¬ 
nectors  or  the  following  parts.  The  parts  may  be  damaged  if  they  come  into  contact 
with  high-pressure  water. 

•  Traction  related  parts 

•  Steering  parts 

•  Suspension  parts 

•  Brake  parts 

#  Do  not  point  the  nozzle  of  a  high  pressure 
washer  at  the  areas  shown  in  the  illustration, 
as  high  pressure  water  may  damage  the  oil 
cooler. 
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Cleaning  and  protecting  the  vehicle  interior 


The  following  procedures  will  help  protect  your  vehicle's  interior  and  keep  it 
in  top  condition: 

Protecting  the  vehicle  interior 

#  Remove  dirt  and  dust  using  a  vacuum  cleaner.  Wipe  dirty  surfaces  with  a  cloth 
dampened  with  lukewarm  water. 

#  If  dirt  cannot  be  removed,  wipe  it  off  with  a  soft  cloth  dampened  with  neutral 
detergent  diluted  to  approximately  1%. 

Wring  out  any  excess  water  from  the  cloth  and  thoroughly  wipe  off  remaining 
traces  of  detergent  and  water. 

Cleaning  the  leather  areas 

#  Remove  dirt  and  dust  using  a  vacuum  cleaner. 

#  Wipe  off  any  excess  dirt  and  dust  with  a  soft  cloth  dampened  with  diluted 
detergent. 

Use  a  diluted  water  solution  of  approximately  5%  neutral  wool  detergent. 

#  Wring  out  any  excess  water  from  the  cloth  and  thoroughly  wipe  off  all  remain¬ 
ing  traces  of  detergent. 

#  Wipe  the  surface  with  a  dry,  soft  cloth  to  remove  any  remaining  moisture. 
Allow  the  leather  to  dry  in  a  shaded  and  ventilated  area. 

Cleaning  the  synthetic  leather  areas 

#  Remove  dirt  and  dust  using  a  vacuum  cleaner. 

#  Wipe  it  off  with  a  soft  cloth  dampened  with  neutral  detergent  diluted  to 
approximately  1%. 

#  Wring  out  any  excess  water  from  the  cloth  and  thoroughly  wipe  off  remaining 
traces  of  detergent  and  water. 
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■  Caring  for  leather  areas 

Lexus  recommends  cleaning  the  interior  of  the  vehicle  at  least  twice  a  year  to  maintain 
the  quality  of  the  vehicle's  interior. 

■  Shampooing  the  carpets 

There  are  several  commercial  foaming-type  cleaners  available.  Use  a  sponge  or  brush  to 
apply  the  foam.  Rub  in  overlapping  circles.  Do  not  use  water.  Wipe  dirty  surfaces  and  let 
them  dry.  Excellent  results  are  obtained  by  keeping  the  carpet  as  dry  as  possible. 

■  Seat  belts 

Clean  with  mild  soap  and  lukewarm  water  using  a  cloth  or  sponge.  Also  check  the  belts 
periodically  for  excessive  wear,  fraying  or  cuts. 


A  WARNING 


■  Water  in  the  vehicle 

•  Do  not  splash  or  spill  liquid  in  the  vehicle,  such  as  on  the  floor,  in  the  hybrid  battery 
(traction  battery)  air  vents,  and  in  the  luggage  compartment. 

Doing  so  may  cause  the  hybrid  battery,  electrical  components,  etc.  to  malfunction  or 
catch  fire. 

•  Do  not  get  any  of  the  SRS  components  or  wiring  in  the  vehicle  interior  wet.  (— »P.  38) 
An  electrical  malfunction  may  cause  the  airbags  to  deploy  or  not  function  properly, 
resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Vehicles  with  wireless  charger: 

Do  not  let  the  wireless  charger  (— »P.  549)  get  wet.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  the 
charger  to  become  hot  and  cause  burns  or  could  cause  electric  shock  resulting  in 
death  or  serious  injury. 

■  Cleaning  the  interior  (especially  instrument  panel) 

Do  not  use  polish  wax  or  polish  cleaner.  The  instrument  panel  may  reflect  off  the  wind¬ 
shield,  obstructing  the  driver's  view  and  leading  to  an  accident,  resulting  in  death  or 
serious  injury. 
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A  notice 

■  Cleaning  detergents 

•  Do  not  use  the  following  types  of  detergent,  as  they  may  discolor  the  vehicle  interior 
or  cause  streaks  or  damage  to  painted  surfaces: 

•  Non-seat  portions:  Organic  substances  such  as  benzene  or  gasoline,  alkaline  or 
acidic  solutions,  dye,  and  bleach 

•  Seats:  Alkaline  or  acidic  solutions,  such  as  thinner,  benzene,  and  alcohol 

•  Do  not  use  polish  wax  or  polish  cleaner.  The  instrument  panel's  or  other  interior  part's 
painted  surface  may  be  damaged. 

■  Preventing  damage  to  leather  surfaces 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  avoid  damage  to  and  deterioration  of  leather 
surfaces: 

•  Remove  any  dust  or  dirt  from  leather  surfaces  immediately. 

•  Do  not  expose  the  vehicle  to  direct  sunlight  for  extended  periods  of  time.  Park  the 
vehicle  in  the  shade,  especially  during  summer. 

•  Do  not  place  items  made  of  vinyl,  plastic,  or  containing  wax  on  the  upholstery,  as  they 
may  stick  to  the  leather  surface  if  the  vehicle  interior  heats  up  significantly. 

■  Water  on  the  floor 

Do  not  wash  the  vehicle  floor  with  water. 

Vehicle  systems  such  as  the  audio  system  may  be  damaged  if  water  comes  into  contact 
with  electrical  components  such  as  the  audio  system  above  or  under  the  floor  of  the 
vehicle.  Water  may  also  cause  the  body  to  rust. 

■  When  cleaning  the  inside  of  the  windshield 

Do  not  allow  glass  cleaner  to  contact  the  lens.  Also,  do  not  touch  the  lens. 

(— >P.  281) 

■  Cleaning  the  inside  of  the  rear  window 

•  Do  not  use  glass  cleaner  to  clean  the  rear  window,  as  this  may  cause  damage  to  the 
rear  window  defogger  heater  wires  or  antenna.  Use  a  cloth  dampened  with  luke¬ 
warm  water  to  gently  wipe  the  window  clean.  Wipe  the  window  in  strokes  running 
parallel  to  the  heater  wires  or  antenna. 

•  Be  careful  not  to  scratch  or  damage  the  heater  wires  or  antenna. 
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Maintenance  requirements 


To  ensure  safe  and  economical  driving,  day-to-day  care  and  regular  mainte¬ 
nance  are  essential.  It  is  the  owner's  responsibility  to  perform  regular  checks. 
Lexus  recommends  the  following  maintenance: 


General  maintenance 

General  maintenance  should  be  performed  on  a  daily  basis.  This  can  be  done  by 
yourself  or  by  a  Lexus  dealer. 


Scheduled  maintenance 

Scheduled  maintenance  should  be  performed  at  specified  intervals  according  to 
the  maintenance  schedule. 


For  details  about  maintenance  items  and  schedules,  refer  to  the  “Warranty  and  Ser¬ 
vice  Guide”,  “Owner's  Manual  Supplement”  or  “Scheduled  Maintenance”. 


Do-it-yourself  maintenance 

You  can  perform  some  maintenance  procedures  by  yourself. 

Please  be  aware  that  do-it-yourself  maintenance  may  affect  warranty  coverage. 
The  use  of  Lexus  repair  manuals  is  recommended. 

For  details  about  warranty  coverage,  refer  to  the  separate  “Owner's  Guide”,  “War¬ 
ranty  and  Service  Guide”,  “Owner's  Manual  Supplement”  or  “Warranty  Booklet”. 
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■  Repair  and  replacement 

It  is  recommended  that  genuine  Lexus  parts  be  used  for  repairs  to  ensure  performance 
of  each  system.  If  non-Lexus  parts  are  used  in  replacement  or  if  a  repair  shop  other  than 
a  Lexus  dealer  performs  repairs,  confirm  the  warranty  coverage. 

■  Resetting  the  message  indicating  maintenance  is  required  (U.S.A.  only) 

After  the  required  maintenance  is  preformed  according  to  the  maintenance  schedule, 
please  reset  the  message. 

To  reset  the  message,  follow  the  procedures  described  below:

S  A  message  will  be  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display  when  the  reset  proce¬ 
dure  has  been  completed. 

■  Allow  inspection  and  repairs  to  be  performed  by  a  Lexus  dealer 

•  Lexus  technicians  are  well-trained  specialists  and  are  kept  up  to  date  with  the  latest  ser¬ 
vice  information.  They  are  well  informed  about  the  operation  of  all  systems  on  your 
vehicle. 

•  Keep  a  copy  of  the  repair  order.  It  proves  that  the  maintenance  that  has  been  per¬ 
formed  is  under  warranty  coverage.  If  any  problem  should  arise  while  your  vehicle  is 
under  warranty,  your  Lexus  dealer  will  promptly  take  care  of  it.

■  If  your  vehicle  is  not  properly  maintained

•  Does  the  steering  wheel  have  the  correct  amount  of 
free  play? 

•  There  should  not  be  any  strange  sounds  coming 
from  the  steering  wheel.

•  Do  the  doors  operate  smoothly?

Tires 

•  Is  the  tire  inflation  pressure  correct? 

•  The  tires  should  not  be  damaged  or  excessively 
worn.

•  The  wheel  nuts  should  not  be  loose. 

Windshield  wipers/ 
rear  window  wiper 

•  The  wiper  blades  should  not  show  any  signs  of  crack¬ 
ing,  splitting,  wear,  contamination  or  deformation. 

•  The  wiper  blades  should  clear  the  windshield/rear 
window  without  streaking  or  skipping.

■  If  the  hybrid  system  is  operating 

Turn  the  hybrid  system  off  and  ensure  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation  before  per¬ 
forming  maintenance  checks. 
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Emission  inspection  and  maintenance  (I/M)  programs 


Some  states  have  vehicle  emission  inspection  programs  which  include  OBD 
(On  Board  Diagnostics)  checks.  The  OBD  system  monitors  the  operation  of 
the  emission  control  system. 

If  the  malfunction  indicator  lamp  comes  on 

The  OBD  system  determines  that  a  problem  exists  somewhere  in  the  emission 
control  system.  Your  vehicle  may  not  pass  the  I/M  test  and  may  need  to  be 
repaired.  Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  to  service  the  vehicle. 

Your  vehicle  may  not  pass  the  I/M  test  in  the  following  situations: 

#  When  the  12-volt  battery  is  disconnected  or  discharged 

Readiness  codes  that  are  set  during  ordinary  driving  are  erased. 

Also,  depending  on  your  driving  habits,  the  readiness  codes  may  not  be  com¬ 
pletely  set. 

•  When  the  fuel  tank  cap  is  loose 

The  malfunction  indicator  lamp  comes  on  indicating  a  temporary  malfunction 
and  your  vehicle  may  not  pass  the  I/M  test. 

I  When  the  malfunction  indicator  lamp  still  remains  on  after  several  driv¬ 

ing  trips 

The  error  code  in  the  OBD  system  will  not  be  cleared  unless  the  vehicle  is  driven 
40  or  more  times. 

If  your  vehicle  does  not  pass  the  I/M  test 

Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  to  prepare  the  vehicle  for  re-testing.

If  tire  inflation  pressure  becomes  low  before  the  inflation  pressure  is  displayed,  the 
tire  pressure  warning  light  will  come  on. 

Depending  on  the  vehicle  and  driving  conditions,  initialization  may  take  up  to 
approximately  1  hour  to  complete. 


♦  Registering  ID  codes 


The  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter  is  equipped  with  a  unique  ID 
code.  When  replacing  a  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter,  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  register  the  ID  code.  Have  the  ID  code  registered  by  your  Lexus 
dealer. 
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■  When  to  replace  your  vehicle's  tires 

Tires  should  be  replaced  if: 

•  The  treadwear  indicators  are  showing  on  a  tire. 

•  You  have  tire  damage  such  as  cuts,  splits,  cracks  deep  enough  to  expose  the  fabric,  and 
bulges  indicating  internal  damage. 

•  A  tire  goes  flat  repeatedly  or  cannot  be  properly  repaired  due  to  the  size  or  location  of 
a  cut  or  other  damage. 

If  you  are  not  sure,  consult  with  your  Lexus  dealer. 

■  Replacing  tires  and  wheels 

If  the  ID  code  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter  is  not  registered,  the  tire 
pressure  warning  system  will  not  work  properly.  After  driving  for  about  20  minutes,  the 
tire  pressure  warning  light  blinks  for  1  minute  and  stays  on  to  indicate  a  system  malfunc¬ 
tion. 

■  Tire  life 

Any  tire  over  6  years  old  must  be  checked  by  a  qualified  technician  even  if  it  has  seldom 
or  never  been  used  or  damage  is  not  obvious. 

■  Proper  storage  of  the  spare  tire  (RX450hL) 

As  an  improperly  stored  spare  tire  may  cause  damage  to  the  wire  cable  that  holds  it, 
check  that  the  spare  tire  is  stored  properly  on  a  daily  basis. 

•  If  the  stored  spare  tire  appears  to  be  slanted  or 
rattles  while  driving,  the  spare  tire  may  not  be 
properly  stored.  Store  the  spare  tire  again  by 
performing  the  following  tire  change  proce¬ 
dure  correctly: 


fil  If  the  spare  tire  is  slanted,  the  hoist  assembly  may  be  stuck  in  the  wheel  opening.  If  the 
spare  tire  rattles  while  driving,  it  may  not  be  fully  raised.  Lower  the  spare  tire  to  the 
ground  and  make  sure  that  the  hoist  assembly  is  perpendicular  to  the  wheel  opening. 

®  Raise  the  tire  slowly  and  steadily  until  a  click  is  heard  and  the  jack  handle  skips. 

If  the  spare  tire  cannot  be  lowered,  the  wire  cable  may  be  severed.  Have  the  vehicle 
inspected  at  your  Lexus  dealer. 

■  Routine  tire  inflation  pressure  checks 

The  tire  pressure  warning  system  does  not  replace  routine  tire  inflation  pressure  checks. 
Make  sure  to  check  tire  inflation  pressure  as  part  of  your  routine  of  daily  vehicle  checks. 
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■  Maximum  load  of  tire 

Check  that  the  maximum  load  of  the  replacement  tire  is  greater  than  1/2  of  the  Gross 
Axle  Weight  Ratings  (GAWR)  of  either  the  front  axle  or  the  rear  axle,  whichever  is 
greater. 

For  the  GAWR,  see  the  Certification  Label.  For 
the  maximum  load  of  the  tire,  see  the  load  limit 
at  maximum  cold  tire  inflation  pressure  men¬ 
tioned  on  the  sidewall  of  the  tire.  (— »P.  723) 


■  Tire  types 

•  Summer  tires 

Summer  tires  are  high-speed  performance  tires  best  suited  to  highway  driving  under 
dry  conditions.  Since  summer  tires  do  not  have  the  same  traction  performance  as 
snow  tires,  summer  tires  are  inadequate  for  driving  on  snow-covered  or  icy  roads.  For 
driving  on  snow-covered  roads  or  icy  roads,  the  use  of  snow  tires  is  recommended. 
When  installing  snow  tires,  be  sure  to  replace  all  four  tires. 

•  All  season  tires 

All  season  tires  are  designed  to  provide  better  traction  in  snow  and  to  be  adequate  for 
driving  in  most  winter  conditions  as  well  as  for  use  year-round.  All  season  tires,  how¬ 
ever,  do  not  have  adequate  traction  performance  compared  with  snow  tires  in  heavy 
or  loose  snow.  Also,  all  season  tires  fall  short  in  acceleration  and  handling  perfor¬ 
mance  compared  with  summer  tires  in  highway  driving. 

•  Snow  tires 

For  driving  on  snow-covered  roads  or  icy  roads,  we  recommend  using  snow  tires.  If 
you  need  snow  tires,  select  tires  of  the  same  size,  construction  and  load  capacity  as  the 
originally  installed  tires.  Since  your  vehicle  has  radial  tires  as  original  equipment,  make 
sure  your  snow  tires  also  have  radial  construction.  Do  not  install  studded  tires  without 
first  checking  local  regulations  for  possible  restrictions.  Snow  tires  should  be  installed 
on  all  wheels.  (— >P.  390) 

■  Initializing  the  tire  pressure  warning  system 

Initialize  the  system  with  the  tire  inflation  pressure  adjusted  to  the  specified  level. 

■  If  the  tread  on  snow  tires  wears  down  below  0.16  in.  (4  mm) 

The  effectiveness  of  the  tires  as  snow  tires  is  lost. 

■  If  you  press  the  tire  pressure  warning  reset  switch  accidentally 

If  initialization  is  performed,  adjust  the  tire  inflation  pressure  to  the  specified  level  and  ini¬ 
tialize  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  again. 
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■  Situations  in  which  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  may  not  operate  properly 

•  In  the  following  cases,  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  may  not  operate  properly. 

•  If  non-genuine  Lexus  wheels  are  used. 

•  A  tire  has  been  replaced  with  a  tire  that  is  not  an  OE  (Original  Equipment)  tire. 

•  A  tire  has  been  replaced  with  a  tire  that  is  not  of  the  specified  size. 

•  Tire  chains,  etc.  are  equipped. 

•  If  a  window  tint  that  affects  the  radio  wave  signals  is  installed. 

•  If  there  is  a  lot  of  snow  or  ice  on  the  vehicle,  particularly  around  the  wheels  or  wheel 
housings. 

•  If  the  tire  inflation  pressure  is  extremely  higher  than  the  specified  level. 

•  If  wheel  without  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter  is  used. 

•  If  the  ID  code  on  the  tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmitters  is  not  registered 
in  the  tire  pressure  warning  computer. 

•  Performance  may  be  affected  in  the  following  situations. 

•  Near  a  TV  tower,  electric  power  plant,  gas  station,  radio  station,  large  display,  air¬ 
port  or  other  facility  that  generates  strong  radio  waves  or  electrical  noise. 

•  When  carrying  a  portable  radio,  cellular  phone,  cordless  phone  or  other  wireless 
communication  device. 

If  tire  position  information  is  not  correctly  displayed  due  to  the  radio  wave  conditions, 
the  display  may  be  corrected  by  driving  and  changing  the  radio  wave  conditions. 

•  When  the  vehicle  is  parked,  the  time  taken  for  the  warning  to  start  or  go  off  could  be 
extended. 

•  When  tire  inflation  pressure  declines  rapidly  for  example  when  a  tire  has  burst,  the 
warning  may  not  function. 

■  The  initialization  operation 

•  Make  sure  to  carry  out  initialization  after  adjusting  the  tire  inflation  pressure. 

Also,  make  sure  the  tires  are  cold  before  carrying  out  initialization  or  tire  inflation  pres¬ 
sure  adjustment. 

•  If  you  have  accidentally  turned  the  power  switch  off  during  initialization,  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  press  the  reset  switch  again  as  initialization  will  restart  automatically  when  the 
power  switch  has  been  turned  to  ON  mode  for  the  next  time. 

•  If  you  accidentally  press  the  reset  switch  when  initialization  is  not  necessary,  adjust  the 
tire  inflation  pressure  to  the  specified  level  when  the  tires  are  cold,  and  conduct  initial¬ 
ization  again. 

•  While  the  position  of  each  tire  is  being  determined  and  the  inflation  pressures  are  not 
being  displayed  on  the  multi-information  display,  if  the  inflation  pressure  of  a  tire  drops, 
the  tire  pressure  warning  light  will  come  on. 
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■  Warning  performance  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  system 

The  warning  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  will  change  in  accordance  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  it  was  initialized.  For  this  reason,  the  system  may  give  a  warning  even 
if  the  tire  pressure  does  not  reach  a  low  enough  level,  or  if  the  pressure  is  higher  than  the 
pressure  that  was  adjusted  to  when  the  system  was  initialized. 

■  When  initialization  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  has  failed 

Initialization  may  take  longer  to  complete  if  the  vehicle  is  driven  on  an  unpaved  road. 
When  performing  initialization,  drive  on  a  paved  road  if  possible.  Depending  on  the  driv¬ 
ing  environment  and  condition  of  the  tires,  initialization  will  be  completed  in  approxi¬ 
mately  10  to  30  minutes.  If  initialization  is  not  complete  after  driving  approximately  10  to 
30  minutes,  continue  driving  for  a  while. 

If  the  inflation  pressure  of  each  tire  is  not  displayed  after  driving  for  approximately  1  hour, 
perform  the  following  procedure. 

•  Park  the  vehicle  in  a  safe  place  for  approximately  20  minutes.  Then  drive  straight  (with 
occasional  left  and  right  turns)  at  approximately  25  mph  (40  km/h)  or  more  for 
approximately  10  to  30  minutes. 

However,  in  the  following  situations,  the  tire  inflation  pressure  will  not  be  recorded  and 
the  system  will  not  operate  properly.  Perform  initialization  again. 

•  When  operating  the  tire  pressure  warning  reset  switch,  the  tire  pressure  warning  light 
does  not  blink  3  times. 

•  After  performing  initialization,  the  tire  pressure  warning  light  blinks  for  1  minute  then 
stays  on  while  driving. 

If  the  inflation  pressure  of  each  tire  is  still  not  displayed,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  by 
your  Lexus  dealer.

■  Tire  inflation  pressure  check  interval 

You  should  check  tire  inflation  pressure  every  two  weeks,  or  at  least  once  a  month. 
Do  not  forget  to  check  the  spare. 

■  Effects  of  incorrect  tire  inflation  pressure 

Driving  with  incorrect  tire  inflation  pressure  may  result  in  the  following: 

•  Reduced  fuel  economy 

•  Reduced  driving  comfort  and  poor  handling 

•  Reduced  tire  life  due  to  wear 

•  Reduced  safety 

•  Damage  to  the  drive  train 

If  a  tire  needs  frequent  inflating,  have  it  checked  by  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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■  Instructions  for  checking  tire  inflation  pressure 

When  checking  tire  inflation  pressure,  observe  the  following: 

•  Check  only  when  the  tires  are  cold. 

If  your  vehicle  has  been  parked  for  at  least  3  hours  or  has  not  been  driven  for  more  than 
1  mile  or  1.5  km,  you  will  get  an  accurate  cold  tire  inflation  pressure  reading. 

•  Always  use  a  tire  pressure  gauge. 

It  is  difficult  to  judge  if  a  tire  is  properly  inflated  based  only  on  its  appearance. 

•  It  is  normal  for  the  tire  inflation  pressure  to  be  higher  after  driving  as  heat  is  generated 
in  the  tire.  Do  not  reduce  tire  inflation  pressure  after  driving. 

•  Never  exceed  the  vehicle  capacity  weight. 

Passengers  and  luggage  weight  should  be  placed  so  that  the  vehicle  is  balanced.

■  Proper  inflation  is  critical  to  save  tire  performance 

Keep  your  tires  properly  inflated. 

If  the  tires  are  not  properly  inflated,  the  following  conditions  may  occur  which  could 
lead  to  an  accident  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury: 

•  Excessive  wear 

•  Uneven  wear 

•  Poor  handling

Wheels 


If  a  wheel  is  bent,  cracked  or  heavily  corroded,  it  should  be  replaced.  Other¬ 
wise,  the  tire  may  separate  from  the  wheel  or  cause  a  loss  of  handling  control. 


Wheel  selection 

When  replacing  wheels,  care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  they  are  equivalent 
to  those  removed  in  load  capacity,  diameter,  rim  width  and  inset*. 

Replacement  wheels  are  available  at  your  Lexus  dealer. 

*:  Conventionally  referred  to  as  “offset”. 

Lexus  does  not  recommend  using  the  following: 

•  Wheels  of  different  sizes  or  types 

•  Used  wheels 

•  Bent  wheels  that  have  been  straightened 


Aluminum  wheel  precautions 

•  Use  only  Lexus  wheel  nuts  and  wrenches  designed  for  use  with  your  alumi¬ 
num  wheels. 

•  When  rotating,  repairing  or  changing  your  tires,  check  that  the  wheel  nuts  are 
still  tight  after  driving  1000  miles  (1600  km). 

•  Be  careful  not  to  damage  the  aluminum  wheels  when  using  tire  chains. 

•  Use  only  Lexus  genuine  balance  weights  or  equivalent  and  a  plastic  or  rubber 
hammer  when  balancing  your  wheels. 


■  When  replacing  wheels 

The  wheels  of  your  vehicle  are  equipped  with  tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmit¬ 
ters  that  allow  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  to  provide  advance  warning  in  the  event 
of  a  loss  in  tire  inflation  pressure.

■  When  replacing  wheels 

•  Do  not  use  wheels  that  are  a  different  size  from  those  recommended  in  the  Owner's 
Manual,  as  this  may  result  in  a  loss  of  handling  control.

■  Checking  interval 

Inspect  and  replace  the  air  conditioning  filter  according  to  the  maintenance  schedule.  In 
dusty  areas  or  areas  with  heavy  traffic  flow,  early  replacement  may  be  required.  (For 
scheduled  maintenance  information,  please  refer  to  the  "Owner's  Manual  Supplement” 
or  "Scheduled  Maintenance”.)

*2:  Rear  passengers'  seat  belt  warning  buzzer: 

The  rear  passengers'  seat  belt  warning  buzzer  sounds  to  alert  the  rear  passengers 
that  his  or  her  seat  belt  is  not  fastened.  The  buzzer  sounds  for  6  seconds  after  the 
vehicle  reaches  a  speed  of  20  km/h  (12  mph).  Then,  if  the  seat  belt  is  still  unfastened, 
the  buzzer  will  sound  in  a  different  tone  for  24  more  seconds.

pretensioner  and  force  limiter,  airbags,  interconnecting  wiring  and  power  sources.

■  Front  passenger  detection  sensor,  seat  belt  reminder  and  warning  buzzer

may  cause  the  warning  light  to  flash  and  the  warning  buzzer  to  sound  even  if  a  passen¬ 
ger  is  not  sitting  in  the  seat. 

•  If  a  cushion  is  placed  on  the  seat,  the  sensor  may  not  detect  a  passenger,  and  the  warn¬ 
ing  light  may  not  operate  properly.

In  this  case,  adjusting 
the  tire  inflation  pressure  will  turn  off  the  warning  light  (after  a  few  minutes). 

■  When  a  tire  is  replaced  with  a  spare  tire 

The  compact  spare  tire  is  not  equipped  with  a  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmit¬ 
ter.  If  a  tire  goes  flat,  the  tire  pressure  warning  light  will  not  turn  off  even  though  the  flat 
tire  has  been  replaced  with  the  spare  tire.

■  If  the  tire  pressure  warning  light  comes  on 

Be  sure  to  observe  the  following  precautions.  Failure  to  do  so  could  cause  a  loss  of 
vehicle  control  and  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  Stop  your  vehicle  in  a  safe  place  as  soon  as  possible.  Adjust  the  tire  inflation  pressure 
immediately. 

•  If  the  tire  pressure  warning  light  comes  on  even  after  tire  inflation  pressure  adjust¬ 
ment,  it  is  probable  that  you  have  a  flat  tire.  Check  the  tires.  If  a  tire  is  flat,  change  it 
with  the  spare  tire  and  have  the  flat  tire  repaired  by  the  nearest  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Avoid  abrupt  maneuvering  and  braking.  If  the  vehicle  tires  deteriorate,  you  could  lose 
control  of  the  steering  wheel  or  the  brakes. 

■  If  a  blowout  or  sudden  air  leakage  should  occur

■  Maintenance  of  the  tires 

Each  tire,  including  the  spare  (if  provided),  should  be  checked  monthly  when  cold  and 
inflated  to  the  inflation  pressure  recommended  by  the  vehicle  manufacturer  on  the 
vehicle  placard  or  tire  inflation  pressure  label  (tire  and  load  information  label).  (If  your 
vehicle  has  tires  of  a  different  size  than  the  size  indicated  on  the  vehicle  placard  or  tire 
inflation  pressure  label  [tire  and  load  information  label],  you  should  determine  the 
proper  tire  inflation  pressure  for  those  tires.) 

As  an  added  safety  feature,  your  vehicle  has  been  equipped  with  a  tire  pressure  moni¬ 
toring  system  (TPMS-tire  pressure  warning  system)  that  illuminates  a  low  tire  pressure 
telltale  (tire  pressure  warning  light)  when  one  or  more  of  your  tires  is  significantly 
under-inflated.  Accordingly,  when  the  low  tire  pressure  telltale  (tire  pressure  warning 
light)  illuminates,  you  should  stop  and  check  your  tires  as  soon  as  possible,  and  inflate 
them  to  the  proper  pressure.  Driving  on  a  significantly  under-inflated  tire  causes  the 
tire  to  overheat  and  can  lead  to  tire  failure.  Under-inflation  also  reduces  fuel  efficiency 
and  tire  tread  life,  and  may  affect  the  vehicle's  handling  and  stopping  ability. 

Please  note  that  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  is  not  a  substitute  for  proper 
tire  maintenance,  and  it  is  the  driver's  responsibility  to  maintain  correct  tire  pressure, 
even  if  under-inflation  has  not  reached  the  level  to  trigger  illumination  of  the  TPMS  low 
tire  pressure  telltale  (tire  pressure  warning  light). 

Your  vehicle  has  also  been  equipped  with  a  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  mal¬ 
function  indicator  to  indicate  when  the  system  is  not  operating  properly.  The  TPMS 
(tire  pressure  warning  system)  malfunction  indicator  is  combined  with  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  telltale  (tire  pressure  warning  light).  When  the  system  detects  a  malfunction,  the 
telltale  will  flash  for  approximately  one  minute  and  then  remain  continuously  illumi¬ 
nated.  This  sequence  will  continue  upon  subsequent  vehicle  start-ups  as  long  as  the 
malfunction  exists.  When  the  malfunction  indicator  is  illuminated,  the  system  may  not 
be  able  to  detect  or  signal  low  tire  pressure  as  intended. 

TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  malfunctions  may  occur  for  a  variety  of  reasons, 
including  the  installation  of  replacement  or  alternate  tires  or  wheels  on  the  vehicle  that 
prevent  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  from  functioning  properly.  Always 
check  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  malfunction  telltale  after  replacing  one 
or  more  tires  or  wheels  on  your  vehicle  to  ensure  that  the  replacement  or  alternate 
tires  and  wheels  allow  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  to  continue  to  function 
properly.

■  Speed  limit  when  using  the  compact  spare  tire 

Do  not  drive  at  speeds  in  excess  of  50  mph  (80  km/h)  when  a  compact  spare  tire  is 
installed  on  the  vehicle. 

The  compact  spare  tire  is  not  designed  for  driving  at  high  speeds.  Failure  to  observe 
this  precaution  may  lead  to  an  accident  causing  death  or  serious  injury. 

■  After  using  the  tools  and  jack 

Before  driving,  make  sure  all  the  tools  and  jack  are  securely  in  place  in  their  storage 
location  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  personal  injury  during  a  collision  or  sudden  brak¬ 
ing.

When  driving  with  the  compact  spare  tire  installed,  the  vehicle  height  will  be  different 
than  when  driving  with  standard  tires.  Be  careful  when  driving  over  uneven  road  sur¬ 
faces,  etc. 

■  Driving  with  tire  chains  and  the  compact  spare  tire 

Do  not  fit  tire  chains  to  the  compact  spare  tire. 

Tire  chains  may  damage  the  vehicle  body  and  adversely  affect  driving  performance. 

■  When  replacing  the  tires 

When  removing  or  fitting  the  wheels,  tires  or  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  trans¬ 
mitter,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer  as  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter 
may  be  damaged  if  not  handled  correctly. 

■  When  stowing  the  flat  tire  (RX450hL) 

•  Ensure  that  there  is  no  object  caught  between  the  tire  and  the  vehicle  underbody. 

•  Securely  tighten  the  spare  tire  clamp  bolt  to  hold  the  spare  wheel  carrier  by  the  hook. 

•  Stow  the  flat  tire  in  the  spare  tire  location.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  damage  to  the 
spare  tire  carrier.  Proper  storage  reduces  the  possibility  of  injury  in  a  collision  or 
during  sudden  braking. 

•  Have  the  flat  tire  repaired  and  the  spare  tire  replaced  with  it  as  soon  as  possible.

Reasons  for  the  hybrid  system  not  starting  vary  depending  on  the  situation. 
Check  the  following  and  perform  the  appropriate  procedure: 

I  The  hybrid  system  will  not  start  even  though  the  correct  starting  proce¬ 

dure  is  being  followed.  (— »P.  239) 

One  of  the  following  may  be  the  cause  of  the  problem: 

#  The  electronic  key  may  not  be  functioning  properly.  (— >P.  692) 

•  There  may  not  be  sufficient  fuel  in  the  vehicle's  tank. 

Refuel  the  vehicle. 

#  There  may  be  a  malfunction  in  the  immobilizer  system.  (— >P.  83) 

•  There  may  be  a  malfunction  in  the  steering  lock  system. 

#  The  hybrid  system  may  be  malfunctioning  due  to  an  electrical  problem  such 
as  electronic  key  battery  depletion  or  a  blown  fuse.  However,  depending  on 
the  type  of  malfunction,  an  interim  measure  is  available  to  start  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem.  (— »P.  691) 

I  The  interior  lights  and  headlights  are  dim,  or  the  horn  does  not  sound  or 

sounds  at  a  low  volume. 

One  of  the  following  may  be  the  cause  of  the  problem: 

•  The  12-volt  battery  may  be  discharged.  (— »P.  695) 

#  The  12-volt  battery  terminal  connections  may  be  loose  or  corroded.

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I  The  interior  lights  and  headlights  do  not  turn  on,  or  the  horn  does  not 

sound. 

One  of  the  following  may  be  the  cause  of  the  problem: 

•  The  12-volt  battery  may  be  discharged.  (— »P.  695) 

•  One  or  both  of  the  12-volt  battery  terminals  may  be  disconnected.  (— >P.  605) 

Contact  your  Lexus  dealer  if  the  problem  cannot  be  repaired,  or  if  repair  procedures 
are  unknown.

When  the  hybrid  system  does  not  start,  the  following  steps  can  be  used  as  an 
interim  measure  to  start  the  hybrid  system  if  the  power  switch  is  functioning  nor¬ 
mally.

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■  Stopping  the  hybrid  system 

Shift  the  shift  lever  to  P,  set  the  parking  brake,  and  press  the  power  switch  as  you  normally 
do  when  stopping  the  hybrid  system. 

■  Replacing  the  key  battery 

As  the  above  procedure  is  a  temporary  measure,  it  is  recommended  that  the  electronic 
key  battery  be  replaced  immediately  when  the  battery  is  depleted.  (— >P.  630) 

■  Changing  power  switch  modes 

Release  the  brake  pedal  and  press  the  power  switch  in  step  E  above. 

The  hybrid  system  does  not  start  and  modes  will  be  changed  each  time  the  switch  is

■  When  the  electronic  key  does  not  work  properly 

•  Make  sure  that  the  smart  access  system  with  push-button  start  has  not  been  deacti¬ 
vated  in  the  customization  setting.  If  it  is  off,  turn  the  function  on.

•  Check  if  battery-saving  mode  is  set.  If  it  is  set,  cancel  the  function.  (— »P.  160)

■  When  using  the  mechanical  key  and  operating  the  power  windows  or  the  moon  roof 
or  panoramic  moon  roof 

Operate  the  power  window  or  the  moon  roof  or  panoramic  moon  roof  after  checking 
to  make  sure  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  any  passenger  having  any  of  their  body  parts 
caught  in  the  window  or  the  moon  roof  or  panoramic  moon  roof.

Once  the  hybrid  system  starts,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  at  your  Lexus  dealer 
as  soon  as  possible. 


■  Starting  the  hybrid  system  when  the  12-volt  battery  is  discharged 

The  hybrid  system  cannot  be  started  by  push-starting. 

■  To  prevent  12-volt  battery  discharge 

•  Turn  off  the  headlights  and  the  audio  system  while  the  hybrid  system  is  off. 

•  Turn  off  any  unnecessary  electrical  components  when  the  vehicle  is  running  at  a  low 
speed  for  an  extended  period,  such  as  in  heavy  traffic. 

■  When  removing  the  battery  terminals 

When  the  battery  terminals  are  removed,  the  information  stored  in  the  ECU  is  cleared. 
Before  removing  the  battery  terminals,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 
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■  Charging  the  12-volt  battery 

The  electricity  stored  in  the  12-volt  battery  will  discharge  gradually  even  when  the  vehicle 
is  not  in  use,  due  to  natural  discharge  and  the  draining  effects  of  certain  electrical  appli¬ 
ances.  If  the  vehicle  is  left  for  a  long  time,  the  12-volt  battery  may  discharge,  and  the 
hybrid  system  may  be  unable  to  start.  (The  12-volt  battery  recharges  automatically  while 
the  hybrid  system  is  operating.) 

■  When  the  12-volt  battery  is  removed  or  discharged 

•  In  some  cases,  it  may  not  be  possible  to  unlock  the  doors  using  the  smart  access  system 
with  push-button  start  when  the  12-volt  battery  is  discharged.  Use  the  wireless  remote 
control  or  the  mechanical  key  to  lock  or  unlock  the  doors. 

•  The  hybrid  system  may  not  start  on  the  first  attempt  after  the  12-volt  battery  has 
recharged  but  will  start  normally  after  the  second  attempt.  This  is  not  a  malfunction. 

•  The  power  switch  mode  is  memorized  by  the  vehicle.  When  the  12-volt  battery  is 
reconnected,  the  system  will  return  to  the  mode  it  was  in  before  the  12-volt  battery  was 
discharged.  Before  disconnecting  the  12-volt  battery,  turn  the  power  switch  off. 

If  you  are  unsure  what  mode  the  power  switch  was  in  before  the  12-volt  battery  dis¬ 
charged,  be  especially  careful  when  reconnecting  the  12-volt  battery. 

•  The  power  back  door  must  be  initialized.  (— >P.  150) 

■  When  replacing  the  12-volt  battery 

•  RX450h:  Use  a  Central  Degassing  type  12-volt  battery  (European  Regulations). 
RX450hL:  Use  a  12-volt  battery  designed  for  this  vehicle. 

•  RX450h:  Use  a  12-volt  battery  that  the  case  size  is  same  as  the  previous  one  (LN2), 
20  hour  rate  capacity  (20HR)  is  equivalent  (60Ah)  or  greater,  and  performance  rating 
(CCA)  is  equivalent  (460A)  or  greater. 

•  If  the  sizes  differ,  the  12-volt  battery  cannot  be  properly  secured. 

•  If  the  20  hour  rate  capacity  is  low,  even  if  the  time  period  where  the  vehicle  is  not 
used  is  a  short  time,  the  12-volt  battery  may  discharge  and  the  hybrid  system  may 
not  be  able  to  start. 
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•  Use  a  12-volt  battery  with  a  handle.  If  a  12-volt  battery  without  a  handle  is  used,  removal 
is  more  difficult. 

#  After  replacing,  firmly  attach  the  following  items  to  the  exhaust  hole  of  the  12-volt  bat¬ 
tery. 

•  Use  the  exhaust  hose  that  was  attached  to 
the  12-volt  battery  before  replacing  and 
confirm  that  it  is  firmly  connected  to  the 
hole  section  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Use  the  exhaust  hole  plug  included  with  the 
12-volt  battery  replaced  or  the  one  installed 
on  the  12-volt  battery  prior  to  the  replace¬ 
ment.  (Depending  on  the  12-volt  battery  to 
be  replaced,  the  exhaust  hole  may  be 
plugged.)

•  Make  sure  each  jumper  cable  is  connected  to  the  correct  terminal  and  that  it  is  not 
unintentionally  in  contact  with  any  other  than  the  intended  terminal. 

•  Do  not  allow  the  other  end  of  the  jumper  cable  connected  to  the "+"  terminal  to  come 
into  contact  with  any  other  parts  or  metal  surfaces  in  the  area,  such  as  brackets  or 
unpainted  metal. 

•  Do  not  allow  the  +  and  -  clamps  of  the  jumper  cables  to  come  into  contact  with  each 
other. 

•  Do  not  smoke,  use  matches,  cigarette  lighters  or  allow  open  flame  near  the  12-volt 
battery. 

■  12-volt  battery  precautions 

The  12-volt  battery  contains  poisonous  and  corrosive  acidic  electrolyte,  while  related 
parts  contain  lead  and  lead  compounds.  Observe  the  following  precautions  when  han¬ 
dling  the  12-volt  battery: 

•  When  working  with  the  12-volt  battery,  always  wear  safety  glasses  and  take  care  not 
to  allow  any  battery  fluids  (acid)  to  come  into  contact  with  skin,  clothing  or  the  vehicle 
body. 

•  Do  not  lean  over  the  12-volt  battery. 

•  In  the  event  that  battery  fluid  comes  into  contact  with  the  skin  or  eyes,  immediately 
wash  the  affected  area  with  water  and  seek  medical  attention. 

Place  a  wet  sponge  or  cloth  over  the  affected  area  until  medical  attention  can  be 
received. 

•  Always  wash  your  hands  after  handling  the  12-volt  battery  support,  terminals,  and 
other  battery-related  parts. 

•  Do  not  allow  children  near  the  12-volt  battery. 

■  After  recharging  the  12-volt  battery 

Have  the  12-volt  battery  inspected  at  your  Lexus  dealer  as  soon  as  possible. 

If  the  12-volt  battery  is  deteriorating,  continued  use  may  cause  the  12-volt  battery  to 
emit  a  malodorous  gas,  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  passengers. 

■  When  replacing  the  12-volt  battery 

•  When  the  vent  plug  and  indicator  are  close  to  the  hold  down  clamp,  the  battery  fluid 
(sulfuric  acid)  may  leak. 

•  For  information  regarding  12-volt  battery  replacement,  contact  your  Lexus  dealer. 

•  Make  sure  to  replace  the  12-volt  battery  with  one  designed  for  this  vehicle.  Other¬ 
wise,  hydrogen  gas  may  enter  the  vehicle,  possibly  causing  a  fire  or  explosion. 

•  After  replacing,  securely  attach  the  exhaust  hose  and  exhaust  hole  plug  to  the 
exhaust  hole  of  the  replaced  12-volt  battery.  If  not  properly  installed,  gases  (hydro¬ 
gen)  may  leak  into  the  vehicle  interior,  and  there  is  the  possible  danger  of  the  gas 
igniting  and  exploding.

■  When  handling  jumper  cables 

When  connecting  the  jumper  cables,  ensure  that  they  do  not  become  entangled  in  the 
cooling  fans  or  belt. 

■  To  prevent  damaging  the  vehicle 

The  exclusive  jump  starting  terminal  is  to  be  used  when  charging  the  12-volt  battery 
from  another  vehicle  in  an  emergency.  It  cannot  be  used  to  jump  start  another  vehicle.

#  The  needle  of  the  engine  coolant  temperature  gauge  (— >P.  96)  enters  the 
red  zone,  or  a  loss  of  hybrid  system  power  is  experienced.

#  Steam  comes  out  from  under  the  hood.

•  Lexus  recommends  the  use  of  gasoline  that  contains  detergent  additives  to  avoid  the 
build-up  of  engine  deposits. 

•  All  gasoline  sold  in  the  U.S.A.  contains  minimum  detergent  additives  to  clean  and/or 
keep  clean  intake  systems,  per  EPA's  lowest  additives  concentration  program. 

•  Lexus  strongly  recommends  the  use  of  Top  T ier  Detergent  Gasoline.  For  more  informa¬ 
tion  on  Top  Tier  Detergent  Gasoline  and  a  list  of  marketers,  please  go  to  the  official 
website  www.toptiergas.com. 
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■  Recommendation  of  the  use  of  low  emissions  gasoline 

Gasolines  containing  oxygenates  such  as  ethers  and  ethanol,  as  well  as  reformulated 
gasolines,  are  available  in  some  cities.

■  Non-recommendation  of  the  use  of  gasoline  containing  MMT 

Some  gasoline  contains  an  octane  enhancing  additive  called  MMT 
(Methylcyclopentadienyl  Manganese  Tricarbonyl).

■  DOT  quality  grades 

All  passenger  vehicle  tires  must  conform  to  Federal  Safety  Requirements  in 
addition  to  these  grades.  Quality  grades  can  be  found  where  applicable  on 
the  tire  sidewall  between  tread  shoulder  and  maximum  section  width. 

For  example:  Treadwear  200  Traction  AA  Temperature  A 

■  Treadwear 

The  treadwear  grade  is  a  comparative  rating  based  on  the  wear  rate  of  the  tire 
when  tested  under  controlled  conditions  on  a  specified  government  test 
course. 

For  example,  a  tire  graded  150  would  wear  one  and  a  half  (1  - 1/2)  times  as  well  on 
the  government  course  as  a  tire  graded  100. 

The  relative  performance  of  tires  depends  upon  the  actual  conditions  of  their  use. 
Performance  may  differ  significantly  from  the  norm  due  to  variations  in  driving 
habits,  service  practices  and  differences  in  road  characteristics  and  climate. 

■  Traction  AA,  A,  B,  C 

The  traction  grades,  from  highest  to  lowest,  are  AA,  A,  B  and  C,  and  they  rep¬ 
resent  the  tire's  ability  to  stop  on  wet  pavement  as  measured  under  controlled 
conditions  on  specified  government  test  surfaces  of  asphalt  and  concrete. 

A  tire  marked  C  may  have  poor  traction  performance. 

Warning:  The  traction  grade  assigned  to  this  tire  is  based  on  braking  (straight 
ahead)  traction  tests  and  does  not  include  cornering  (turning)  traction. 
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■  Temperature  A,  B,  C 

The  temperature  grades  are  A  (the  highest),  B,  and  C,  representing  the  tire's 
resistance  to  the  generation  of  heat  and  its  ability  to  dissipate  heat  when 
tested  under  controlled  conditions  on  a  specified  indoor  laboratory  test 
wheel. 

Sustained  high  temperature  can  cause  the  material  of  the  tire  to  degenerate  and 
reduce  tire  life,  and  excessive  temperature  can  lead  to  sudden  tire  failure. 

Grade  C  corresponds  to  a  level  of  performance  which  all  passenger  car  tires  must 
meet  under  the  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standard  No.  109. 

Grades  B  and  A  represent  higher  levels  of  performance  on  the  laboratory  test 
wheel  than  the  minimum  required  by  law. 

Warning:  The  temperature  grades  of  a  tire  assume  that  it  is  properly  inflated  and 
not  overloaded. 

Excessive  speed,  underinflation,  or  excessive  loading,  either  separately  or  in  com¬ 
bination,  can  cause  heat  buildup  and  possible  tire  failure.
